ATLANTIC CITY, Aug. 11.—Atlantic 
City as a winter resort patterned after 
those along the Mediterranean has long 
been the dream of Mayor Harry Bacha- 
rach, it was revealed today, when the 
Mayor in an exclusive interview with a 
representative of The Billboard bared 
plans he has been formulating for fall 
conferences with hotel men, amusement 
intereste and auditorium officials. In 
these conferences this project will be 
offered as well as a substitute policy for 
the one now in effect at the Auditorium. 

Plans of Mayor Bacharach for winter 
amusement here are extensive, and he is 
of the opinion that they will be favorable 
to the major interests of the resort. In 
European resorts, he pointed out, the 
winter season is always the best, and 
extra effort is made by municipalities to 
attract visitors during the cold months 
after the regular summer season has 
terminated. This causes an influx of 
visitors all the year around, and gives 
the city a winter crowd rivaling that of 
the summer. 

Atlantic City’s success as a summer 
resort is known the world over, he stated, 
and there is no apparent reason that its 
fame as a winter gathering place should 
not also be as well known. Advertisement 
of the right kind, the providing of ade- 
quate accommodations, directing efforts 
toward securing amusements and enter- 
tainments, will help to bring this about, 
he opines.

Total paid attendance at eight Mid- 
western State fairs has doubled in the 
last 15 years, according to figures com- 
piled by Ralph E. Ammon, manager of the 
Wisconsin State Fair, Milwaukee. The re- 
sult of Ammon's survey is published here 
to definitely refute published statement 
that fairs are losing their hold on the 
public, These figures show that in 1915 
a total of 1,502,000 people paid to attend 
the’ Ohio, Indiana, Tlinois, Iowa, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Missouri and Nebraska 
State fairs. In 1929 the paid admissions 
to these san.e eight fairs totaled 2,870,000 
people. 

In compiling his data, Ammon says he 
chose the last 15 years that the results 
might show the effect of pre-war condi- 
tions, the war-boom days and the post - 
war inflation and deflation. An examina- 
tion of the figures, which are shown in 
adjoining columns, reveals the fact that in 
the boom times of 1920. all of the fairs 
enjoyed great attendance. The depres- 
sion of 1922 saw all of them take a 
slump. But in 1927, 1928 and 1929, the 
total attendance for these eight fairs 
has each year exceeded the paid attend- 
ance figures of the boom of 1920.

the lack of sound business judgment displayed by our local 


theatrical producers. 


Among other things our conversation dwelt 


upon the fact that the motion picture producers receive a “finished 
product” when they buy the picture rights to a play. 


To illustrate his point, my friend used words sizilar to the foliowing: 


“Suppose Herman Glotz, 


theafrical producer, has a great success, ene 


titled ‘The Bloody Door Knob’, which has been running about a year on 
Broadway. Lasky Cohen has seen the play and uishes to immortalize it 
in celluloid. Mr. Cohen calls Mr. Glotz into his offices in the Filmsart 
Building. Mr. Glotz quickly sets his mind on a price of $50,000 for the 
picture rights to ‘The Bloody Door Knob’, and rushes to Mr. Cohen’s office, 
where the following dialog ensues: 


“Cohen—Ah, well, if it isn’t my old friend, Herman. Herman, I saw 
your show, The Bloody Door Knob, the other night. 

“Glotz—Hmmm. ¢ 

“Cohen—It ain’t much of a play, you’ve got to admit, but it’s got 
some of the elements from which we could make a pretty good picture. 

“Glotz—Hm, hum. 

“Cohen—How much do you want for the talking-picture rights? 

“Glotz—Make me an offer. 

“Cohen—Well, how much wou'd satisfy you? You know this is a terrible 
gamble for me, but I’m willing to take the risk. How much do you want? 

“Glotz—One hundred thousand dcllars. 

“Cohen—ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS!!!" ¢ 


Twenty-five pages of dialog jollow, during which Mr. Cohen is con- 
vinced by Mr. Glot= that the picture rights to his play are worth exactly 
$50,000, and Mr. Glotz has departed from the oracle of the cinema beare 
ing a check for that amount. 


Mr. Glotz, upon reaching his own office, telephones his various man- 
ageria! colleagues, and in triumphant tones announces that he has sold 
The Blcody Door Knob for the colossal sum of $50,000, mentally congratu- 
lating himself upon his business ability. 


Mr. Cohen sits in his suite of offices in the Filmsart Building, and 
rubs his hands, while he contemplates his million-dollar profit on “The 
Bloody Door Knob”, He knows that for $50,000 Herman Glotz and his 
ilk will turn over to him THE FINISHED PRODUCT. 


Sidney Fox 
In Dispute 


Actress said to want con 
tract ended requiring ap 
pearance in “Lost Sheep” 


NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—Sidney Fox, at- 
tractive young leading player in the 
George Choos-Jack Donahue show, Lost 
Sheep, will be forced to return to the 
cast whether she likes it or not, accord- 
ing to recent report. The producers are 
said to hold a run-of-the-play contract 
with Miss Fox which will be exercised 
when the play opens here shortly fol- 
lowing a brief layoff. 

Miss Fox, thru her agents, Lyons & 
Lyons, is attempting to prove that her 
contract has been breached because she 
did not receive her final week's salary. 
The payday occurred during the lay-off 
period, and producer Choos claims he 
tried to locate Miss Fox in order to pay 
her after she failed to appear to claim 
her salary. 

Choos, after failing to find his leading 
actress, deposited her salary with Actors’ 
Equity Association, and is said to have 
declared that Miss Fox would be forced 
to continue in Lost Sheep despite the 
fact that the picture people have made 
overtures to her. It is said that the 
offer of a large salary in pictures has led 
the actress to attempt to end her asso- 
ciation with the Choos-Donahue show. 

The critics were unanimous in declar- 
ing that Miss Fox’s performance was the 
highlight of the show, and the producers 
are said to be anxious to hold to the 
agreement inasmuch as it would be dif- 
ficult to replace her at this time with 
the picture companies signing leading 
players to long-term contracts the mo- 
ment they make an outstanding impres- 
sion on Broadway audiences and critics. 

Miss Fox is said to have long desired 
an end to her agreement with Choos- 
Donahue and to have engaged in a sal- 
ary dispute with them when they en- 
deavored to persuade her to accept a 
cut in salary during the first few weeks 
of the show's engagement. Other mem- 
bers of the cast were reported to have 
accepted substantial cuts in salary, but 
Miss Fox refused on the ground that the 
producers had agreed to pay her a cer- 
tain amount and is said to have declared 
that she would leave the cast unless 
the producers lived up to their agree- 
ment.

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“Journey's End” Returns 
fo Henry Miller Theater 


NEW YORK, Aug. 9 Despite the 
wailing set up by the critical gentry of 
the leading newspapers, who are all a 
bit worn by the summer heat, that the 
present company enacting the R. C. 
Sheriff war play, Journey’s End, is in 
ferior to the original company, which 
they might well have known before they 
set about the business of seeing the 
play in its return engagement, the play 
remains a masterful drama decrying war, 
and its cast is equally as good as that 
of nine-tenths of those appearing in 
current shows, 

It is scarcely fair play in any game 
to expect a second team to measure up 
to the standards set by the first, and 
in the present game of playing Journey's 
End for a return engagement on Broad- 
way, at a substantial cut in box-office 
prices, the current cast composed of 
Wilfred Seagram, William Sauter, Fred 
Monti, Maury Tuckerman, Richard Bird, 
Harry Ratcliffe; G. P. Huntley, Jr.; John 
Parrish, Wilfred Jessop, Salo Douday, 
William Hitch, James Grainer and Ar- 
thur Stenning, does very well indeed. 

As my colleague, Rives Matthews, has 
been good enough to say, “The difficulty 
lies in the fact that when a play is seen 
for the first time the spectator imme- 
diately associates the actors with the 
roles being portrayed, and naturally a 
second view of the play in the hands of 
a ‘second company’ could scarcely be as 
satisfying as the first view.” This is 
especially true of Journey’s End, which, 
in its original appearance here, swept 
public and critics alike into a wave. of 
enthusiasm that awarded a verdict to 
the Sheriff drama that the play itself 
admittedly did not merit as drama. 


In viewing the “second company” cur- 
rently presenting Journey’s End 1 find 
Richard Bird a capable, if not inspired, 
Captain Stanhope. Bird has a sound 
sense Of values which enable him to pro- 
ject emotion without overplaying. One 
gets a sense of mental rather than phys- 
ical acting from Bird, and while his 
conception of the role of Captain Stan- 
hope may differ from that of Colin Keith 
Johnston, who originated the role here, 
it is, nevertheless, an intelligent and 
well-rounded characterization in terms 
of acting. 

Wilfred Seagram, as Captain Hardy, 
fortunately, plays only a minor role. 
Seagram radiates the actor constantly, 
and if he had been consigned to a major 
role there might be due cause for critical 
complaint against the present cast of 
Journey's End. 

I found William Sauter convincing as 
Lieutenant Osborne, the schoolmaster 
soldier, altho lacking in emotional re- 
sponse to the situations at hand when- 
ever they became actually dramatic. 
Nevertheless, Sauter may be counted as 
entirely adequate as Osborne. 


Among the other players Fred Monti 
was especially efficient as Private Mason, 
the soldier who furnishes the comedy, 
and Maury Tuckerman, Harry Ratcliffe; 
G. P. Huntley, Jr. John Parrish and 
Wilfred Jessop contributed largely to a 
smoothly moving Grace A (minus) pro- 
duction of the long-lived R. C. Sheriff 
war play.

Daneing Partner, adapted by Frederic 
and Fanny Hatton from Alexander Engel 
and Alfred Grunwald’s comedy, The 
Princess and the Gigolo, is David Be- 
lasco’s initial theatrical offering for the 
season 1930-’31. It has been produced 
with the loving care which the maestro 
of things Broadway bestows upon the 
plays of his choosing, but it can scarcely 
he termed worthy of his time or of our 
own. 


In the first place I must confess an 
inability to understand just why a for- 
eign play should have been passed on 
to Frederic and Fanny Hatton for 
adapting. Those two worthies have al- 
ready displayed their clouded concept of 
the continental flavor in many heavy- 
handed adaptations, most recently in last 
season's Love,, Honor and Betray, and 
they fail to rike to a much higher level 
in their current opus, which leads me 
to believe that if Dancing Partner is a 
further revelation of their miraculous 
adapting necromancy I am the original 
Gingerbread Man. 

This Belasco-Engel-Grunwald-Hatton- 
Hatton opus concerns one Lord Robert 
Brummel, portrayed by Lynne Overman, 
who spends his entire time in carnal 
Paris spending his uncle’s money. The 
uncle, Lord George Hampton, in other 
words our own Henry Stephenson, de- 
clares that Lord Robert must marry and 
settle down. Overman’s Lord Robert will 
have none of all this unless he be al- 
lowed to prove to himself that the fu- 
ture Lady Brummel is not the sort of 
girl who gets her exercise in the arms of 
a gigolo and her mental stimulation from 
a copy of Lady Chatterly’s Lover. 

Lord George Hampton, old match- 
maker that he is, has decided that his 
nephew must marry Miss Roxanne Hart- 
ley, daughter of his old friend, Lady 
Hartley. Lord Robert Brummel, for some 
vague reason, has never met Roxanne 
Hartley, or “Roxy” as she is familiarly 
called, but he agrees to marry her on 
condition, for if he fails to seduce her 
within one month Roxanne Hartley will 
hecome Lady Brummel, and thus we are 
treated to the spectacle of Lynne Over- 
man as Lord Robert posing as a gigolo 
attempting to bring to grief the Roxy 
Hartley of Irene Purcell. This is watched 
with avid interest by the Lord George 
Hampton of Henry Stephenson and the 
Lady Hartley of Charlotte Granville. 


Thruout four scenes taking place in 
various corners of the Hote! Claridge in 
Paris, the Hotel Splendide-Royale, Biar- 
ritz, or the cabin of a passenger air- 
plane, Miss Purcell and Overman go thru 
the antics corresponding to those pet- 
formed by Lillian Gish and the mus- 
tached gentleman in some 30 or 40 mo- 
tion pictures. In this case, of course, 
it is comedy, and the oldest, if not the 
sweetest, story ever told. 

The result, as you have doubtless sus- 
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pected, is that’ Miss Purcell’s Roxy Hart- 
ley ends in the arms of Overman’s Lord 
Robert after numerous dodges provided 
by Belasco-Engel-Grunwald-Hatton-Hat- 
ton, which are not exactly to our liking 
because the majority of them are 
neither clever nor amusing. 

Belasco has staged the piece with his 
customary eye to realistic effects which 
include a scene in the cabin of a 
passenger airplane in motion that is the 
real high light of the production. The 
settings designed by Joseph Wickes are 
nothing to get excited about. 

The voluminous cast reveals that 
Lynne Overman is not at his best as a 
titled English gentleman despite the ef- 
forts of his tailor; that Charlotte Gran- 
ville, as an English dowager, is a very 
good slap-stick comedienne; that Henry~ 
Stephenson is a finished actor despite 
the fact that he mispronounces French 
words: that Irene Purcell is an extreme- 
ly clever young actress; that Claudia 
Morgan has a reasonable amount of act- 
ing ability; that Suzanne Caubaye wears 
elothes in the best show-girl fashion; 
that Auguste Aramini, Jules Epailly, Ivan 
Servais, Patrice Gridier, Germaine De 
Renty, Mauricette Ducret, Gustave Rol- 
land, Paul Heron, Clare St. Clair and 
Marie Durand are, as their names have 
already revealed, convincing as French 
characters in the play. 

We will all look forward to Belasco’s 
next production with a great deal of in- 
terest. He has long since passed his 
70th birthday, and even among the so- 
called theatrical young bloods there are 
legion who have failed to give a bad 
play a good production.

change continue to show profits, they 
will remain with their present offering — 
if, when the fall sets in, they go into 
the red and it becomes evident that the 
patrons demand “flesh”, they will return 
to vaude., or presentations, whichever 
the case may be. 

The RKO divisional managers’ con- 
vention, which opened early last week in 
Chicago, is expected to have a great in- 
fluence on that circuit's oper®ions the 
coming season. In his opening address, 
Joseph Plunkett, general manager, 
stressed the point that vaudeville is 
“RKO's ace in the hole.” He hinted that 
a number of indies and circuit com- 
petitors, in towns where RKO is now 
playing only straight pictures, have made 
requests for RKO-booked vaudeville for 
the coming season, but were refused be- 
cause of the circuit’s intentions to place 
vaude. in those towns. He made no 
mention, however, what those cities were. 

Warners let it be known about two 
months ago that their time would al- 
most be doubled by next season. As 
yet no houses have been added to their 
present route of about 10 presentation 
and vaudeville weeks. Queried when the 
houses would be added and what they 
were, one Warner exec. stated they were 
biding time until the hot weather passed. 

Fox on the other hand is known to be 
making a drive for theaters, but only to 
play Fanchon & Marco Ideas. Waude- 
ville, as predicted by The Billboard a 
number of weeks ago, will be passe on 
that circuit next season. At present, Phil 
Bloom, booking manager, has only two 
weeks on his books. 

Doc Howe, head of the Fanchon & 
Marco office here, is now on the coast 
and conferring with Mike Marco with 
regard to placing the units in a number 
of idle houses reported to be requesting 
them. With those taken on, and the 
expected Fox houses reopened to stage 
shows, the route east of the Mississippi 
will probably be lengthened 10 weeks or 
more. 

So far no compromise has been reached 
by the Fox office with the stage hands’ 
local in regard to placing an extra man 
on the crew of all nouses in New York 
playing the F. & M. units or stage- 
band policies. The union’s demands 
forced Harry Arthur to send the Crotona, 
Bronx: Park Plaza and Academy into 
straight pictures. None of these houses 
are reported to be showing a profit since 
undergoing the change of policy.

OME day when |! have plenty of time on my hands | intend to 
write an open letter to vaudeville reviewers employed for reasons 
other than | can fathom, judging from their masterpieces, by daily 
papers to catch the Palace and sometimes the State, on Broadway. 
When | finally get to it, something tells me my letter will run like this: 


“My Dear Wiseguys—-For five long years I have been reading your 
reviews on Mondays and Tuesdays, and I have found them very interesting. 
Surely not from the standpoint of one who reads your paper in order to 
determine whether there is a good show at the Palace and the State. 
Rather as one who thinks he knows something about vaudeville, and 
adopts a purely professional interest in an attempt to determine whether 
you, between covering raids on speakeasies, tree-sitting contests and five- 
alarm fires,,can manage to save some common sense and fair- mindedness 
in tackling the Palace and State reviews. I am very sorry to report that 
you have made a miserable failure of it. I am also grieved to think that 
the great, big publishing organizations you represent have not yet got 
wise to themselves and sent orders out to the effect that your job is re- 
viewing, not criticizing; reporting, rather than wisecracking. Mr. and 
Mrs. Public, who represent the backbone of your bosses’ fortune, look for 
your so-called reviews not to witness an exhibition of rhetorical gym- 
nastics, but to try and find out, if possible, whether the Palace and State 
are worth attending the current week. You have disappointed them as 
well as me. And it is about time somebody took you in hand. 


“At least when I don't know very much about something I witness 
on the stage I try to make my comment reportorial in style and let the 
reader do the rest. You don’t do that. Instead, you cover up your gross 
ignorance of vaudeville by allegedly smart quips that enrage artists and 
amuse those in the profession who bother to read your disheveled 
verbiage. You catch an act that is plastered all over with dirt, and you 
refer to it as a ‘positive sensation’. Another time your tired eyes survey 
a scene of riotous applause over an act that isn’t even billed. Instead of 
taking out your little pencils and copying its name from the stage 
cards, you doze away, waiting for the next topliner—and next day not a 
line appears in your papers about an act that spent years trying to get 
to the Palace, finally playine the glamorous date and knocking them dead— 
and not a line in your revered papers. 


“You call a show a knockout that is received in the trade with tears 
and sighs. You rave about a show that should have closed before it 
opened. Evidently you represent the public in the learned profession of 
show reviewing. You show the same regard for your constituents as the 
average Congressmen. Sometimes when a double-header beckons you to 
Coogan’s Bluff, you drop all cares and let a circuit press agent do your 
work. In that respect I don’t blame you at all. Your papers care little 
about dispensing justice to vaudeville acts—and you care iess. This lack 
of regard diminishes in degree down the line. 

“Vaudeville is slowly, slowly dying,’ said one of your fraternity several 
monthsgago. He has a right to his own opinion. I am disinclined to agree 
with him. But if vaudeville is dying, wise guys of your stamp are largely 
to blame. You can’t expect the public to take seriously what you treat 
as something to be disposed of with carlessness and wisecracking rather 
than with constructive criticism. You have been getting away with it 
for years, and you may continire to do so for many years more. But 
somebody should take you in hand. The privilege is yours to clown, but 
there is no reason why circulations running into six figures should be 
employed to do your inane broadcasting.” 


WarnerOut 
For Names 


Cantor, Lee, Claire and 
Osborne now playing —

NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—Warners is going 
in heavily for expensive “names” in their 
vaude. and presentation houses in an 
attempt to overcome the extremely poor 
business brought on by the record heat 
spell.

Walter Meyers, head of the booking de- 
partment, has been negotiating to get 
Joe E. Brown, feature of a number of 
recent Warner pictures, for dates both 
in the deluxers and vaudefilmers.

Wealthy enough to retire from all ac- 
tivity as a result of engineering theater 
consolidations, Pat Casey wants to step 
out of the job as general manager of the 
VMA, regardless of the result of the 
meeting, whenever it is held. He is re- 
ported to be worth well over $1,000,000, 
as well as tired of the position he has 
held since 1916. In the event that the 
circuit officials decide to continue the 
VMA, and Casey resigns regardless, there 
is no logical successor to his post in 
sight. 

The thought behind the probable dis- 
bandment is said to be the feeling of the 
circuit heads that it is no longer logical 
to support the expensively operated 
Vaudeville Managers’ Protective Associa- 
tion. There are not enough theaters now 
playing vaudeville in some form or other 
to contribute toward the huge salaries 
of the VMA officials, as well as continue 
the elaborate offices the association has 
occupied since last December, when it 
was moved from its former puny quar- 
ters in the Columbia Theater Building. 

Altho it could not be confirmed, rumors 
have it that some of the high-salaried 
employees of the VMA have not been 
paid for some weeks, due to the de- 
preciated treasury. 

The Billboard’s informant advanced the 
theory that the circuit heads may decide 
to combine the VMA with the NVA, un- 
der the latter mame. He could not 
elaborate 1s to how it would be possible 
for the managers and actors to mix in 
one organization, except that he was 
sure the Joint Complaint Bureau would 
be continued as at present as a protective 
measure for both factions. 

That both organizations are laboring 
under serious financial difficulties, is 
generally known. The meeting unof- 
ficially scheduled for August 15 is for 
the express purpose of solving the crisis 
of both the NVA and VMA, by either as- 
suring them both financial support, or 
discontinuing one or both. It is doubted, 
however, that the circuits will lay them- 
selves open to future serious trouble by 
withdrawing their support from the ac- 
tors’ organization and dropping the arbi- 
tration board 

If dropping thé VMA, it is expected 
that the circuit heads will decree that 
the moneys that formerly went to that 
organization from the flesh-film theaters 
be given to the NVA in the regular 
monthly or weekly stipends. With that 
amount coming in and the receipts from 
benefits added, the NVA could probably 
continue if it remained without a social 
side, as at present, and operated strictly 
for its charities. 

The VMA's financial distress can be 
laid to the great amount of theaters that 
have dropped “flesh” shows for straight 
pictures, and, therefore, automatically re. 
leasing them from any obligation to the 
VMA. Also the fact that a number of 
theaters still playing vaude. in all of its 
forms have dropped their relationship 
with the association. 


The VMA, after lying dormant for 
quite some time, was reorganized in 
February, 1916, at a meeting called by 
the late E, F. Albee, and held in the 
office of Maurice Goodman, counsel for 
the United Booking Office. A committee 


was formed, consisting of William Fox, 
Marcus Loew, Sam Scribne.s, E. FP. Albee

Playing only one or two shows a day 
on the other side, the Englanders in the 
“name” class are loath to accept Ameri- 
can bookings, especially when none of 
the circuits will guarantee them more 
than four weeks and an option for 
further time. As a rule, w.-kK. English 
performers will accept an American vaude. 
date as a medium for showing them- 
selves to legit. and movie producere here. 
This instance will be duplicated when 
Gracie Fields arrives here in September 
to play about two weeks for RKO. She 
is scheduled to open in Flushing the 
week of September 27, following that date 
into the Palace. 

Charles Freeman, RKO's vaudeville 
booking manager, says that he will book 
acts of worth, and then only on a four- 
week and option contract. He added, 
however, that there are so few foreign 
“names” who will play the added shows 
here that none of the agents are sub- 
mitting any. Jack Curtis, who is now 
in Europe, is expected to submit a num- 
ber of artists he has signed, or will sign, 
to RKO. 

The Loew booking officials will accept 
a foreign act only if presented by a re- 
liable agent, and then on practically the 
same contract basis as RKO. There are 
few such turns playing for them now. 

According to both the RKO and Loew 
booking offices, the foreign acts that are 
not in the “name” class are hardly suit- 
able for American dates. For one thing 
they can be duplicated here and much 
more cheaply—and their style in most 
instances is not pleasing to American 
audiences 

With the passing of foreign acts have 
also gone the large vaudeville attractions 
that up until two and three years ago 
cluttered the American stages. In this 
category are large midget acts, strong 
acts and circus The reason for 
their passing is obviously the new dictum 
of both bookers and public for speed and 
strictly entertainment

Vesta Wallace was teamed with Trahan 
up until a year ago, and was with him 
when he started doing his present hoke 
plano-playing vehicle. It is on this basis 
she lays claim to 50 per cent of the act 
as hers by right, and the authority to 
portray it Im vaudeville as she did when 
teamed with Trahan, 

Trahan and Wallace split over a year 
ago, with Trahan instituting suit against 
RKO and Miss Wallace when the circuit 
abided by a decision of the Joint Com- 
plaints Bureau to pay Miss Wallace her 
share of a contract which had another 
year to run. Trahan accepted his salary 
under protest, with the legal suit re- 
ported to be still pending. 

In Freeman’s estimation, Miss Wallace 
has as much right to the material as 
Trahan, and he will play the act. If the 
case goes to VMA, Freeman will abide by 
any decision handed down. 

Freeman was in receipt of a letter last 
week from Bud Harris, asking him to 
restrain Frank Radcliff from doing the 
act they did as partners until they split 
recentiy. Radcliff is now teamed with 
Clarence Todd, while Harris is back to- 
gether with Sammy Van. Freeman said 
that Radcliff will not get any bookings 
from RKO if doing the act, as Harris did 
the turn with Sammy Van previously to 
teaming with Radcliff. 

With Berkes and Wallace offered at a 
much cheaper figure than Trahan, and 
that artist now unavailable to vaude. be- 
cause of the musical engagement, RKO 
is benefited by the copying in this in- 
stance, whether justifiable or not. 

Neither the Trahan or Harris act con- 
tain material that can be copyrighted by 
law, the former doing knock-about com- 
edy on the floor and piano, while the 
latter is mainly singing and dancing, with 
only a few original gags interwoven.

B. S. Moss, Martin Beck and John Ring- 
ling, to formulate plans to resist the 
White Rats, who were intending at that 
time to enferce a “closed shop” in all 
theaters playing vaudeville. The VMA 
offset the move of the White Rats by 
orderng a lockout of all of its members. 

Early in May, 1916, a time when the 
White Rats were facing difficulties both 
within and without, articles of incorpora- 
tion were filed by the National Vaude- 
ville Artists, Inc. The 10 original in- 
corporators were Eddie Leonard. George 
McKay, Hugh Herbert, Henry Chester- 
field. Oscar Lorraine, Bert Fitzgibbon, 
Bob Albright, Harry Carroll, Al Lydell 
and Hale Norcross. Leonard was selected 
as temporary president until the organi- 
zation grew big enough in membership 
to hold an official meeting 

The VMA immediately sided with the 
NVA, and J. J. Murdock, Joseph Schenck 
and B. S. Moss were selected as a com- 
mittee to draw up a uniform actors’ 
agreement. It is on record that they 
gave the members of the NVA the best 
of it. 

Pat Casey was chosen as head of the 
VMA, and has remained in that position 
ever since. At that time he also operated 
a vaudeville agency. 

Willard Mack was elected as the first 
official president of the NVA, with May 
Irwin as treasurer and Henry Chester- 
field as the permanent secretary. Mem- 
bers of the White Rats, which organiza- 
tion still holds a charter from the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, altho defunct, 
left that organization in wholesale fash- 
ion to join the NVA, which, under the 
protecting wings of the YMA, assured 
them work instead of a lockout. 

It is because of the fact that the NVA, 
altho organized es an actors’ organiza- 
tion, has had to go to the VMA for a 
definite decision in most matters per- 
taining to themselves, that there is the 
present unrest among its members. 
Eddie Cantor is reported to have resigned 
as its president due to that condition. 
William Morris, director of the Saranac 
Lake Sanatorium, also exited as a result 
of not being consulted by a member of 
the VMA in regard to the opening of 
the institution. 

The NVA at present is without a presi- 
dent, altho still retaining its board of 
directors until a meeting can be held, 
which probably will not be until after 
the VMA meeting.

Jules Howard merged with Jean Bedini 
and Vic Laurie for this array of black- 
outs, singing and dancing. Jack Keller 
and Helen Howard, who have worked 
with Howard right along, are retained, 
and Guy Nelle added. The result is a 
good but spicy act, with most of the 
low hoke business retained from How- 
ard’s old turn, which will need a toning 
down before hitting the family houses. 

Vic Laurie carries the singing end of 
the act. He formerly worked as a croon- 
ing troubadour “single” and it was re- 
ported that RKO had signed him for a 
long-term contract. What happened to 
that contract and why he allowed him- 
self to be submerged in this act, altho 
sharing billing and stage cards, is a mys- 
tery. He carries his end nicely, however. 
' The act opens “in three” and behind a 
line of footlights to depict a rehearsal 
scene of a musical. Bedini declares the 
acting and actors all’ wet and proposes 
they carry out the blackouts in actu- 
ality. The act then goes to the apron, 
with Howard, Keller and Miss Nelle 
carrying out a Chicago episode. Two 
more blackouts follow “in full”, one of 
them a twist of a smoking car tale, with 
two wives complaining they were not 
getting any dough for clothes and pro- 
posing to walk out on the _ street in 
lingerie if their husbands don't come 
thru. The other blackout has to do with 
a traveling salesman returning to his 
wie after a long absence. Nine men and 
a horse stroll out of a closet door in the 
wife’s bedroom for a belly laugh. It is 
an old bit, but always a funny one. Jack 
Keller participates in one of the black- 
outs as well as doing two songs 

Howard works thruout in the cop uni- 
form he affected the last time he was 
caught by The Billboard. He is funny 
in a burlesque way. Miss Howurd goes 
into a dance, as does Howard, when they 
are all out on the apron for the finish. 

A playable act if cleaned up, but it 
looks mighty expensive for the low- 
budgeted neighborhooders J. 8.

Nothing new in this hodgepodge affair, 
in which five males, rigged up in an 
assortment of misfit clothing. try to be 
funny, but make a poor job of it. Too 
much burlesque slapstick, which the 
boys mess up. They lack the necessary 
speed this kind of hoke requires. 

They are at home at acrobatic stunts, 
whirlwind leaps, somersaults, etc., but 
when they essay to inject hokum into 
the act they gum up the works. Made 
up as typical Bowery drunks (crimson 
noses and crazy habiliments), the quin- 
tet portrays a funny picture. 

Three of the lads are good at imitat- 
ing string instruments. The eccentric 
dance by four of the boys, during which 
they warble, is fair. The lad referred to 
as Tony is a master at hand-to-hand 
acrobatics. He essays the role of emsee, 
being constantly interrupted by one or 
all of his partners, who never permit 
him to finish his announcement. Too 
much of this. 

One of the boys gives an imitation of 
a bee alighting on a piece of sugar and 
also on limburger cheese. It drew some 
laughs. This is followed by another lad 
exhibiting some precarious and breath- 
taking tumbles. The quintet evidences 
some real action when leaping around 
the boards like maniacs, finishing up at 
a dizzy pace. Some better material for 
comedy purposes would aid the act 
greatly. As it stands now the hoke ma- 
terial retards the proceedings. C. A. S&S. 


Wilton Sisters

minutes. 

Wilton Sisters, good-looking brunets, 
have everything—stage personality, ex- 
cellent voices and an admirable cycle of 
songs which they deliver with finesse. 
The harmony they exude threatened to 
stop the show at this catching. 

They open warbling a Cinderella num- 
ber, with the taller lass seated at the 


grand. They followed and scored with 
their qduoing of Telling It to the 
Daisies.

Gene Winchester and Sam Ross are 
sure-fire gloom chasers, offering a load 
of novel and thoroly amusing bits in a 
way that keeps one laughing consistent- 


ly. Not only are they and the material 
good, but capable routining permits the 
act to proceed in a snappy fashion and 
yet allow for laugh waits, There are 
manhy of them, too. They have no mercy 
on the audience, riddling them full of 
laugh bits until they are too weak to 
laugh any more. Everything in the act 
is treated in a comedy vein, even the 
singing and club juggling. Winchester 
and Ross have the ability to bring every- 
thing and more out of the material. 

Starting off with singing of comedy 
verses, they follow with an amusing bur- 
lesque on radio broadcasting.

William Kent and Company

(special), Time—Twenty-five minutes. 


Wiiliam Kent, featured comedian in a 
string of legit. hits several seasons ago, 
is doing a new skit tagged Shivers, in 
which he uses a male and two women to 
build up his side-splitting comedy. When 
caught by The Billboard in 1929 Kent 
was doing an act tagged Am We Blue. 

While Kent, without question, is a 
clever comedian and good showman, and 
as an inebriate keeps the audience laugh- 
ing continuously, the running time of 
the act could be cut considerably. The 
two scenes he adds toward the end of the 
act are funny enough, but the sock of 
the vehicle would not suffer an iota if 
they were left out. 

The story concerns a souse husband 
whose unbecoming doings have de- 
termined the pretty blond squaw to re- 
turn to her mother. Kent, to preclude 
her from leaving him, simulates com- 
mitting suicide. He phones for the 
police, epprising them that he is going to 
do the Dutch act, but his wife, who had 
waited Outside, overhears the message 
and darts excitedly into the room. She 
wrests the gun from his hands. The 
way the couple put this over is good for 
a thousand laughs. They are reconciled 
over a bottle of booze, the wife quaffing 
several drinks with her errant spouse on 
a 50-50 basis. The giggle water makes her 
Silly and funny. 

Kent then adds another flock of 
laughs when he tells his wife about two 
goldfish he calls Emma and Ella. His 
dramatization of this bit is very funny. 
The two scenes, entitled No, She Didn’t, 
are used for the finish. The butler and 
maid play their roles adequately. 

A real comedy act. C. A. §S. 


Black and Gold 


Reviewed at Loew’s State. Style— 
Acrobatic. Setting—IiIn one and three 
(special). Time—Eight minutes. 


The two males derive their billing 
from the color motif of their drops and 
props. They look like veterans, but 
there is no record of them in The Bill- 
board’s new-act files. 

They open on the apron for endur- 
ance hand-to-hand acrobatics, with the 
larger and more muscular male acting 
as understander thruout. He gives a 
muscle exhibition in solo, but his 
strength features don’t show up so well. 
The act goes to “three” for sock dives 
thru paper hoops and squares, ending up 
in hand-to-hand catches, the under- 
stander laying on the boards while the 
other male makes the jumps blind.

LaFayette and Laverne are talented 
dancers possessed with grace, rhythm 
and nimbleness that is a pleasure to 
behold. The shapely and comely gir! 
of this team has all the requisites of 
a first-rate dancer. The settings are 
artistically dressed, A male pianist 
plays thruout the beautiful dancing of 
the two. 

Couple opens with a ball-room waltz 
in which a bit of adagio is intersticed 
They finish this number with the man 
twirling his 14-karat limbed partner on 
his shoulders at a dizzy tempo. Meticu 
lous care has been exercised in the 
selection of their music. 

A tall lad interludes with an eccentri: 
and soft-shoe dance. It is fair. A gir! 
gives the standard bearers time for a 
dress chahge with a fair vocal effort 
In front of a drop labeled Le Mirage de 
Paris LaFayette and Laverne exhibit an 
apache dance that is lined with dyna- 
mite. Plenty sock is injected in this 
humber, with the man seizing girl by 
the hair and tossing her for a near 
casualty. At one time she was tossed 
clear into the footlights. Her audible 
weeping and ardent supplication during 
this dance is very impressive.

Osaka Boys

The Osaka Boys are two Japs. who 
know audience's tastes as well as haw to 
use their feet for juggling. They inject 
considerable clever bits of showmanship 
into their foot-jJuggling bits, and at the 
same time reveal pleasing personalities 
that make you warm up to them. They 
get in light touches of comedy that 
succeeded here. They perform their 
Risley work in an adept way and. make 
every minute of the running time count 
for something. 

Following the opening bit, one of the 
boys juggling his partner who is work- 
ing on a perch, they engage in the sock 
portion of the routine. It ts _ foot 
juggling of barrels. tossing them back 
and forth.

New Palace, Chicago 
(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, Aug. 9) 


A fair house greeted the opening bill, 
which is a_ splendid one. Picture, 
Grumpy, also o. k. 

Pasquali Brothers, a trio of accom- 
plished acrobats that has been a stand- 
ard act for years, opened. Offered a fast 
routine of tumbling and head and hand 
balancing that earned a generous hand. 
Short act, but very good. 

Miss Lee Morse, a slim lass with a deep 
mellow trick voice, warbled her way to 
an encore with Mississippi Mud, In the 

- Middle of the Night, Let’s Go Up to My 
House, and for a smash finish her popu- 
lar recorded number, Shadows on the 
Wall. 

Vel and Ernie Stanton, in their first 
appearance at the Palace in a long time, 
registered strong with their clever line 
of comedy chatter, most of it the same 
as they have been using successfully for 
some time. Harmonica and uke. finish 
won them well-deserved applause. These 
boys are talented and thoro showmen, 
putting their stuff across with the ease 
and sureness of real comedians. 

Irving Edwards’ offering is billed as 
“just young and careless” and that aptly 
describes it. Some of his song and chat- 
ter is clever and he gets across nicely, 
altho prone to lean heavily on the 
pronoun “TI”. 

Anatcle Friedland’s 20th Century Re- 
nue provided a beautiful and entertain- 
ing flash finish. Preceded by a screen 
trailer in which Friedland states his 
preference for “in-the-flesh” entertain- 
ment. He bids the girls shown on the 
screen to come down to the stage and 
as they finish their screen dance and 
move toward the front the trailer ends 
and the girls in the flesh break thru a 
paper screen. From then on it is a de- 
lightful and spectacular display of the 
terpsichorean art. Girls all good lookers 
and clever dancers, and there are out- 
standing specialties by Yourloff, Rus- 
sian male dancer; Loretta Dennison and 
Una Cooper, and a soldier song number 
by Bobbie Bronson, all scoring big 
Irving Edwards acted as m. c., but his 
best contribution was a dance specialty 
near the finish.

Loew’s State, New York 


(Revicwed Saturday Afternoon, Aug. 9) 

A good “fiesh” show this week, with 
six acts trodding the boards for a total 
running time of 83 minutes. All good 
turns, too, making a consistently enter- 
taining layout ranging from acrobatic 
and dog novelties to singing, dancing, 
comedy and musical. The “name” head- 
liner, Jay C. Flippen, got the applause 
honors with two show-stops. Show 
marred slightly by a wait caused by run- 
ning together two acts using consider- 
able props. Lon Chaney held down the 
screen duties in The Unholy Three. 
Business good. 

Zelda Brothers did a good job of the 
hello spot via their neat contortionistics 
both on the floor and in the air. These 
two boys twist themselves into all sorts 
of knots.

Arthur Ball deuced with singing, 
accompanied at the piano by an unbilled 
girl, and got himself a good-sized recep- 
tion He’s not much on personality 
selling of songs, but his voice is strong 
enough to alone get them across.

Carlton Emmy and Mad Wags, dog act, 
proved thoroly entertaining thruout. 
Emmy has a good-looking and well- 
trained set of dogs whose clever antics 
won laughs and applause. Their pacer’s 
showmanship means much to the act, 
too. Emmy’s canine recitation signaled 
for big applause at the bowoff. 

Oriental Sketches, new name for Meyer 
Golden's Dance Fables, polled good re- 
turns. It’s a beautifully done flash, 
replete with tasteful trimmings, and 
employs five people who know dancing. 
Features an adagio quartet, with 
Estelle Mattern and Stuart Farrington, 
who do sock throws and catches. A 
blond girl is fitted in for good legwork 
tho weak warbles. 

Jay C. Flippen, again singling in black- 
face, made all his gags and songs count 
for plenty. Got the palm-pushers to 
laughingly eat up everything he offered.

The Palace, New York 


(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, August 9) 


A four-name show, each of them a draw, but tight on comedy. Whatever 
laughs there are, however, are situated as well as possible. The layout is bound 
to draw heavily unless the gladiolas in the weather bureau blister up again. An 
indication of this was evident at the first show, the house topping the previous 
two weeks by far. The bill will please the tonier mob thru including Harriet 
Hoctor and Porcelain Romance, the latter a surprise show-stop, and the former a 
sure show-stop. Bill Robinson and Adelaide Hall are teamed for the first time 
on a split-salary arrangement, as well as for their last time in vaude., before 
starting rehearsals in Marty Forkins’ sepian musical. They'll be missed. George 
Jessel, who even has tears in his gags, is out in a new act, assisted by two cute 
girls. It is the type of turn in which imitations are expected, and it doesn’t 
miss. Jessel talks of one, while Lillian Price, Georgie’s sister, creditably mimics 
Fannie Brice. Burns and Allen provide the real laughs, the rest being mainly 
thru politeness. 

OSAKA BOYS, two Japs., open. They didn’t get warmed up until the act was 
half gone, their Risley juggling, twirling and slight comedy catching from there 
on for a good sendoff. 

PORCELAIN ROMANCE stopped the show dead in the deuce spot, despite the 
fact that the adagio quartet appeared nervous and were making some dangerous 
slips. The elaborate mounting and effective opening got the turn a hand the 
moment the traveler parted, and from then on it was easy sailing. Audrey Depew 
gets the tossing from George Severn, Ernest Goresco and Salve Gianini, while two 
unbilled girls, poised on candelabra props, sing in muted accompaniment, 

HAROLD YATES AND COOPER LAWLEY are on in the third position with a 
flock of songs and gags. This is the first time they are doing anything else but 
singing at the Palace, and they do well, considering the not-so-forte chatter. 
Their songs, however, more than carried them. 

GEORGE N. BURNS AND GRACE ALLEN had everything their own way in a 
perfect spot, considering the lack of laughs in the previous acts. The mixed pair 
scored at the rate of close to three laughs a minute, and that is doing plenty. 
Al Boasberg is credited with writing their sa:-doll material, and it contains a sure- 
fire laugh in most every line. Burns was forced into a set curtain speech, with 
Miss Allen continuing her dizzy role by interrupting with a poem. 

BILL ROBINSON AND ADELAIDE HALL followed the Burns and Allen show- 
stop, and into a reception that plainly bespoke their popularity. The two pianists 
who accompanied Miss Hall her first and last time at the Palace are in their 
assist. At that time Robinson came on the stage at every performance to insure 
her success at the ace house and strictly as a favor. They are dividing the spoils 
now, and in a turn that, altho appearing and admittedly unset, is a knockout in 
its entirety. Robinson is Robinson, and a tap of his toes means applause, while 
Miss Hall will hold most everyone in with her bives warbling. They closed in- 
termission anc to another curtain speech. Robinson, howeve1, did not do his 
stair dance. Maybe because he was imitated last week by a sepian girl, Helena Justa. 

HARRIET HOCTOR, in a class act, was seemingly poorly spotted opening in- 
termission. It looked especially bad when one of the males in her 
The handicap was 
swiftly overcome, however, when Miss Hoctor, a beauty and living up to her 
billing as “America’s Premiere Ballerina”, was revealed “in full” poised on a pyramid 
pedestal. Her dancing, plus her looks end costumes, will win anybody. She 
closes in a toe interpretation of The St. Louis Blues that is a peach. The three 
males in her assist are Mischa Markoff, Serge Abagoff and Sascha Leonoff. No 
telling which is which, but they are divided up as a sword dancer, an accordion 
player and the singer. The vocalist can be improved upon. 

GEORGE JESSEL next-to-closes, billed as the Gragi-Comique. The jazz singer 
is on with sentimental speeches, directed toward Vivian Dunn and Lillian Price. 
The former is mostly for atmosphere, while Miss Price puts over an imitation of 
Fannie Brice singing I’m an Indian. She went big. Jessel’s gags are mainly on 
himself, even going so far as to bring in Willie Howard’s imitation of him at 
this house ab6éut two months ago. He sings an original, The Broadway I Used 
To Know, and encored with a chorus of My Mother’s Eyes. He sold himself into 
the biggest hand of the show. 

WALTER DAVISON’S “Louisville Loons” close. The house figured it was 
a novelty and started walking, but the appearance of a band checked that. The 
nine-piece musical outfit, with Harlan Christie as a nutty emsee, was just about 
making the grade when Cecilia Blair, an acrobatic dancer, hit the boards. She 
guaranteed the act a good sendoff, getting a great hand herself as she finished her 


one specialty. It is plenty good.

DETROIT, Aug. 9.—Settlement of tl 
tors and owners of moving picture hou 
amicably with mutual concessions on b 
secretary of the Motion Picture Theater 


ne threatened difficulties with the opera- 
ses in the Detroit area has been settied 
oth sides, according to Lawrence Richey, 
Owners of Michigan. 


The compromise involves ccncession of a reduction in the number of men 


required in houses up to 1,500-seat ca- 
pacity, where, hereafter, only one man 
will be required, instead of two as in the 
former union demands in many houses. 
In addition, a reduction of #5 in the 
standard scale Was agreed upon per- 
manently for the houses in the first and 
second classes, granting a genuine sav- 
ing to the smaller houses which have 
been hardest hit by the present condi- 
tions. 

A reduction of $10 in the present scale 
of all other houses (beyond the first and 
second classifications) was agreed upon, 
effective until September 30 only. This 
concession was offset by the granting of 
the demand of the union that the pres- 
ent scale be retained for an additional 
two years, or rather 25 months, starting 
October 1 

Original demands of the union were 
for full extension of the present con- 
tract for two years in return for a gen- 
eral reduction for the summer months 
Various house owners signed up indi- 
vidual contracts with the union for 
various reductions, granting their in- 
creased rates following the expiration of 
the existing two-year contracts on Sep- 
tember 1. However, mobilization of a 
majority of owners to fight the proposed 
move by training men to take the place 
of all union operators on September Ist 
showed both parties the need of mu- 
tual concession to avoid a bitter con- 
flict. The reductions were finally agreed 
upon without serious difficulty on either 
side,

T is usually the case that during the summer months the screen fare 
is not up to the standard of the attractions offered during the winter 
season. Producers as a rule save the best for release during the 

winter, when theatergoing is at its height. But movie lovers have no 
kick coming about the fare that has been served them during the last 
few weeks. The entertainment on the Broadway screen during the 
month of June was on a par with the best that was offered during 
the fall and winter season. Perhaps producers nave become wise to 
the fact that the public wants real entertainment in the warmer months 
as well as when the weather is cooler. It stands to reason that it takes 
stronger attractions to lure ihem to the box office when the weather 
is uncomfertable. 


During themonth of June there were some reul interesting 
screen events. The one that stands foremost, and, perhaps, will rank 
well wp among the 10 best pictures of the year, is Pathe’s “Holiday”. 
The excellent cast, including Ann Harding, Mary Astor, Monroe Owsley 
and Robert Ames, puts it far in the front ranks. Then, from the Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer offices, came “Let Us Be Gay", Rachel Crothers’ delightful, 
play of a frump wife who becomes a stunning divorcee. Norma Shearer, 
with Marie Dressler sharing honors, even tho she is not starred, makes 
this one of the most interesting films of the past month, 


Stepping away from society comedies and into gangland was Fox's 
Good Intentions, with Edmund Lowes giving an excellent portrayal to a 
hero-gangster role. Raffies, with Ronald Colman as the gentleman cracks- 
man, takes its place well up in the ranks cf the best films of the month, 
being United Artists’ quota to the hits of June. Shooting Straight, 
another crook melodrama, starring Richard Dix, produced by Radio 
Pictures, also showed ingenuity in construction and direction, even tho 
the plot was a little threadbare. 


“The Dawn Patrol”, the air epic of the month, looms well up in the 
lead for the best June film fare, Barthelmess, Neil Humiiton and Douglas 
Fairbanks, Jr., all coming in for honors. “Lawful Larceny”, directed by 
Lowell Sherman, and in which he played one of the leading roles, glso 
scored as a Radto offering. Much interest centered around Lon Chaney's 
“The Unholy Three’, the star’s first talking picture. There was no dis- 
appointment. Chaney came thru with fiying colors. William Powell also 
had one of the month’s successes in “For the Defense’. 


All in all, the exhibitor has been treated with better Judgment by the 
distributing oganizations than at any time in recent yeers during the 
summer months. There has been a diversity of stories, and many of the 
most popular stars have eppeared in the various productions. “Make 


them come in” should be the motto of the exhibitors during the sum- 
mer, and the producer must necessarily give the exhibitor the drawing 
material to bring them to the box office. 


30 Chicago 
Houses Close 


Chicago Film Board’s fig. 
ures indicate plight of 
small theaters in its area 


CHICAGO, Aug. 9.—The smaller mo- 
tion picture theaters in the Chicago 
trade territory are experiencing probably 
the worst summer in their history, ac- 
cording to figures on closings for July, 
released this week by the Chicago Film 
Board of Trade. According to the fig- 
ures of the board more than 30 smal! 
theaters closed, most of them for an 
indefinite period, during the month, 
while 2¢ theaters in the territory changed 
ownership. 

Most of the theaters listed as closed are 
outside Chicago. In the city those closed 
are the Adams, closed indefinitely; Cen- 
ter, for July and August; Francis, closed 
since March 26; Garfield, for the sum 
mer, and Olympia, because of widening 
of street 

Tllinois houses outside of 
which have closed are: For an indefinite 
period, the Arcola, at Arcola; Pastime 
Plue Mound; Opera House, Bowen, Prin 
cess, Colchester; Orpheum, Georgetown 
Community, Metamora; Opera House, 
Paw Paw; Gem and Imperial, Peoria: 
Family and Star, Quincy; Rialto, Ran 
kin; Empire, Toulon, and the Grand 
Lowell, Ind. Closed for the summer are 
the Grant at Cicero; Kendall, FParme: 
City: Colonial, Galesburg; Scenic, Lex 
ington; Eagle, Livingston; Thomas, Man 
lius. The Bijou at Abingdon and ther 
Grand at Peoria are operating Saturdays 
and Sundays only, while the Pastime 
Fulton, is closed to install sound, and 
the Morton Park at Cicero will reopen 
in September 

Despite the present depression, which 
is more serious than the usual seasonal! 
drop, a spirit of optimism prevails as to 
the coming season and exhibitors are 
laying their plans with the expectation 
of a decided upward turn.

The novelty division includes names 
that range from the Havana Casino Or- 
chestra to Big Rosie, an elephant act 
from vaudeville.

New season gets under 
way with high-priced at- 
tractions 


NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—This week the 
$2 attractions along Broadway get under 
way with four new advanced priced at- 
tractions coming into Broadway for runs 
during the month of August. The first 
of these opens at the Hollywood Theater 
on August 14. This is John Barrymore 
in Moby Dick, based on The Sea Beast, 
which was the name of the silent 
version of the film in which Barrymore 
was also starred. 


On August 15, the evening following 
this premiere, the first double presenta- 
tion of a picture on Broadway will be 
held when Howard Hughes’ Hell's Angels 
opens simultaneously at the Gayety and 
Criterion theaters. This is the $4,000.000 
air spectacle that was more than three 
years in the making and which has 
already had its premiere on the West 
Coast. Unusual interest centers in this 
production on account of the numerous 
air thrillers that have been presented 
since it was first placed in production. 


The Warner Theater, which has been 
dark for about eight weeks, reopens on 
August 21 with George Arliss in Old 
English. United Artists become the 
tenants of the Centra. Theater on Au- 
gust 25 when D. W. Griffith's first talk- 
ing directorial effort, Abraham Lincoln, 
has its premiere on Broadway. All Quiet 
on the Western Front came to a close 
at this house last week after an enor- 
mous business since its first presenta- 
tion in the late winter. Had the Uni- 
versal production been presented in 
September it no doubt would have run 
thru until late spring. 


In spite of a very hot summer motion 
picture houses have managed to attain 
a fair standard of business in the last 
few months. While box-office receipts 
along Broadway or in the hinterlands 
have not been up to the mark of last 
year, it must be remembered that last 
year the weather was more favorable and 
at that time talking pictures were a 
far greater novelty than they are today. 
So any box-office drop cannot be laid 
entirely to depression. 


During the next few weeks motion 
picture producers have arranged to re- 
lease some of their biggest hits, produc- 
tions that are based on well-known 
stage plays or novels, and in this man- 
ner are lending their aid to thé exhibitor 
in bringing the public to the theater. 
The matter of entertainment in the 
flesh, along with the talking picture, 
seems to be something of a question 
still. The next few months should set- 
tle more definitely whether the public 
is satisfied with talking pictures alone 
or will demand stage shows along with 
their celluloid entertainment. 

The announcement last week that 
more than 200,000 unemployed were be- 
ing sent back to work in Detroit has 
set a brighter hue to business thruout 
the country, and while that announce- 
Ment was centered around the Michigan 
city its reaction for good has been found 
in other sections of tne country. Broad- 
way is something of a business barom- 
eter to the rest of the country in spite 
of its immensity, and for the first time 
in several weeks pictures announced for 
one week are being held over for a sec- 
ond. The Roxy is holding over Common 
Clay, Fox’s latest opus, with Constance 
Bennett, while the Capitol is holding 
over the newest Joan Crawford starring 
vehicle, Our Blushing Brides. Consider- 
ing the fact that these two films were 
offered during one of the most heat- 
‘oppressive weeks of the year, it looks 


good for a business advance in the 
motion picture field. 
Theaters in smaller towns that have 


been closed are preparing to open dur- 
ing the next few weeks, while numerous 
sound installations are being completed 
in houses not already equipped. Sales- 
men of the leading distributing organi- 
zations who have been touring the coun- 
try say that, in spite of the unemploy- 
ment and the general depression, a 


feeling of optimism prevades the motion 
picture field and that the exhibitor is 
looking for an excellent season during 
the coming year. '

Tieup with Radio Station ‘CKGW 
for Al Jolson Memory Contest, consisting 
of: 

Five-minute announcement Thursday 
before the showing of the picture, de- 
scribing the contest and prizes, giving 
several mentions of theater and play 
dates. 

Thirty minutes Friday, in which period 
five former hits of Jolson’s (names not 
given) to be guessed correctly by listen- 
ers-in. 

Four songs done by Jolson in Mammy, 
along with a description of the picture. 

Ten minutes Monday of showing, giv- 
ing announcement of winners of contest, 
record of hits and description of picture. 

Answers were received from all parts, 
including New York, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio States. 

Window displays in Toronto music 
stores and 45 suburban music dealers in 
key spots as well as tieups with 80 other 
smaller dealers arranged thru Bruns- 
wick. 

Orchestras in hotel ballrooms and 
dance pavilions plugged Mammy music 
week in advance and during showing, 
with credit to Jolson and Mammy. 

Station CFRB used special exploitation 
record twice daily with theater tieup for 
eight days previous and during showing 
of picture. also used Mammy records all 
week with regular programs. All other 
radio stations supplied with records on 
picture and used before and during 
showing. 

Panatrobe broadcast from loud-speaker 
Gisguised behind large head of Jolson 
over box office all during the week of 
playing, using special exploitation record 
and records of hits in picture. 

Cutouts of Jolson from 25-sheet on 
either end of marquee with tie-pin lit 
and flashing. also banners and pennants 
hung around bottom of marquee, making 
eye-catching display. 

Novel shadow box displayed on mez- 
zanine of theater 10 days in advance 
of playdate, with plantation scene in 
background and Jolson in foreground. 

Special newspaper cuts and layouts, 
special stories and scene cuts from the 
picture. 


The Unholy Three 
(MGM) 


Bill Saxton. manager of the State, 
Memphis, was having some painting 
work done on the front of his theater. 
and with a keen sense of exploitation, 
value, put the incident to good purpose 
during the run of The Unholy Three 
recently. Saxton found that the paint- 
ers, swinging on the scaffold three floors 
above the street during their work, at- 
tracted attention of the pedestrians and 
motorists. He had a large banner made 
which would stretch across the full 
length of the scaffold, announcing the 
playing of Lon Chaney in The Unholy 
Three at the theater below. Loew ex- 
ploiteers suggest that exhibitors look 
around at the ordinary things which 
occur in the motion picture theater at 
various times during the season, and 
see if they cannot adapt those things 
for exploitation. Here is one instance 
where an ordinary event was made to 
pay for itself several times over, purely 
thru the ingenuity of an exhibitor who 
could see possibilities of putting an 
otherwise bothersome necessity to good 
advantage. 


The Matrimonial Bed 
(WARNERS) 


Johnson Musselman, manager of the 
Alamo, Louisville, aroused a great deal 
of interest in The Matrimonial Bed by 
running a new kind of puzzle whereby 
readers of The Herald Post won free 
tickets to the show by finding the right 
four-letter word for each of the letters 
in the title of the picture. A clue was 
given to the contestant as in “T” which 
read “T and three letters make a nar- 
rative” that is “tale”. It is estimated 
that 300 lists were submitted, the first 
% who had the list correct getting the 
tickets.

The Big House 
(MGM) 

Wallace Beery was heard recently on 
a coast-to-coast hookup of the Colum- 
bia Broadcasting System during the 
“California Melodies” hour, and during 
the program gave a scene from The Big 
House as his contribution. The stunt 
was included as part of the campaign 
in putting over the showing of the MGM 
picture, during its $2 run at the Astor 
Theater, New York, and took place July 
30 at 11:30 p.m. Included in the broad- 
cast were announcements about the pic- 


ture, and also about the forthcoming 
productions in which Beery would ap- 
pear shortly. Radio broadcasts are not 
new as a medium of exploitation, but 
are adaptable to any picture, many sta- 
tions being willing to include news and 
gossip about productions, players and 
playdates as regular features on the daily 
programs. While in the above instance, 
the program was on a large scale, with 
an extensive hookup and a film star 
making an appearance over the micro- 
phone, similar stunts could be pulled on 
a smaller scale, without the big hookup 
or the star. Radio broadcasts should 
not be too obviously advertising stunts, 
the exhibitor striving more for intimacy 
with the listeners getting the better 
breaks. 


The Sap From Syracuse 


(PARAMOUNT) 


To exploit Jack Oakie’s latest picture, 
The Sap From Syracuse, the World- 
Publix people hired a man to parade 
around the streets in a bathing suit, 
carrying a pink umbrella, and wearing a 
star hat about one yard in diameter.

(MGM) 

H. E. Webster, manager of the Majes- 
tic, Kankakee, Ill., used a number of in- 
teresting exploitation stunts for the 
showing of Caught Short at his house 
recently. A Market Questionnaire Con- 
test was arranged with The Daily News 
to be run three days in advance of the 
showing date. Each day a series of ques- 
tions on the stock market were asked, 
the questions being placed on the finan. 
cial pages of the paper, and 10 pairs of 
tickets were awarded to those answering 
correctly. Webster also arranged a tieup 
with the Kankakee Laundry, which used 
2,000 heralds reading “Don't Get Caught 
Short on blue Monday—enjoy a good 
show at the Majestic while the Kankakee 
Laundry does the work.” The heralds 
were placed in packages and delivered to 
customers over the counter and by the 
delivery wagon drivers. Window displays 
arranged for within the city included 
tieups with the Kresge and McClellan 
stores on bath towels, with copy about 
the picture accompanying all advertis- 
ing copy on the special sales on the 
towels. 


The Convict’s Code 


(SYNDICATE EXCHANGES) 


As part of the exploitation campaign 
on The Convict’s Code, a W. Ray John- 
ston production, in the Greater New 
York and Northern New Jersey areas, 
Melvin Hirsh, president of Syndicate Ex- 
changes, newly formed distributors, an- 
nounces that he will road show the at- 
traction using a special prison front for 
the theater, electric chair display for 
the lobby and a chain gang in prison 
garb for the street ballyhoo. This will 
apply to those houses booked by Syndi- 
cate Exchanges, Inc., and may also be 
included by other distributors who have 
purchased rights to release the picture 
in other territories.

Evans made a tieup with the Yellow 
Taxicab Company of Richmond, and had 
the entire fleet of cabs equipped with 
cardboard streamers on the front and 
back bumpers to advertisé Let Us Be 
Gay, and identifying copy about the 
theater and playdate included. That its 
a new spot to use for the customary cab 
cards, and attracted considerable atten- 
tion among Richmond pedestrians, mo- 
torists and tradesmen. It could be dup- 
licated by exhibitors in other cities to 
advantage and at small expense. Total 
cost of the stunt to Evans in Richmond 
was $11, and prices in other cities would 
depend upon the number of cars thus 
equipped, and the potential draw of the 
theater. 


Only the Brave 
(PARAMOUNT) 

Eaton M. Sizer, manager of the Fox 
Theater at Appleton, Wis., secured a dis- 
play of mecals won by soldiers in the 
Civil and World wars from American 
Legion and G. A. R. headquarters. These 
medals were placed in a Main street 
window to advertise the picture. 


The Dawn Patrol 


The Melba Theater, in Dallas, Tex., for 
The Dawn Patrol, had five planes ma- 
neuvering over the downtown section 
heralding this air epic. The planes per- 
formed the same maneuvers executed in 
certain sequences of the picture, this 
particular feature taking directly 
above the theater.

With Byrd at the South Pole 
(PARAMOUNT) 


Oscar A. Doob, publicity and advertis- 
ing director for Loew, with headquarters 
in New York, has devised a throwaway 
to be used by all Loew houses in the 
Greater New York area in connection 
with the showing of With Byrd at the 
South Pole. About 500,000 of the throw- 
aways have been printed and distributed 
to the Loew exhibitors. The stunt con- 
sists of a Phoenician maze or labyrinth 
puzzle, the purpose of which is to trace 
the shortest penciled line from a repro- 
duction of the commander explorer to 
an American flag draped square desig- 
nated as the South Pole. It is designed 
to appeal to the youngsters, and in addi- 
tion to copy about the picture, theater 
and playdate, stipulates that to the first 
10 children bringing in the neatest and 


correct answer to the puzzle, a guest 
ticket to the picture will be awarded to 
see the picture. Space is reserved for 
insertion of the individual theater, ad- 
dress, and playdate when the film will 
play there. 


The Florodora Girl 


(MGM) 


M. E. Berman, manager of the Princess 
Theater, Joliet, Ill., recently conducted 
a novel newspaper contest and window 
display as part of his campaign to put 
over The Ficrodora Girl. He arranged 
with The Herald-News to run a classified 
contest for three days, it being a series 
of six questions daily regarding fashions, 
customs and ideas of the “Gay Nineties 
versus the Gayer Thirties’. He gave 
away 25 pair of free tickets to see the 
picture, as prizes to those who answered 


the questions correctly. Berman also 
made a tieup with the local Hartman 
Furniture Company, the window display 
he secured there being an interesting 
exhibit comparing the furniture of the 
90s and that of today. Two large cut- 
outs of Marion Davies and Lawrence 
Gray were made and placed in the win- 
dow, together with stills from the pro- 
duction with identifying copy about the 
picture and playdate. 


An exploitation stunt on The Floro- 
dora Girl at the RKO Palace Theater re- 
vealed some interesting lights in addi- 
tion to plugging the MGM production. 
A series of early hometown dramatic 
photographs were run in The Journal- 
Gazette, showing the first Fort Wayne 
Dramatic Club in a performance. A 
layout in the Sunday theater section 
drew considerable comment and proved 


good material for the box office in ad- 
dition to the local human-interest angle. 


Midnight Mystery 
(RKO) 

For the Midnight Mystery, Manager 
Bennett of the Tabor, Denver, planted 
a large number of alarm clocks in good 
windows around town with the hands at 
12. Appropriate placards were used. On 
the large pillar on the corner he used a 
large grandfather's clock. 


Way Out West 
(MGM) 

The Palace Theater, Dallas, Tex., of- 
fered prizes of cash and theater tickets 
to the boy who presented the best copy 
of the costume worn by William Haines 
in Way Out West. A parade of the con- 
testants was held on the Palace stage. 


“Egyptian Theater uses a cooling sys- 
tem based upon the same lines as the 
Kelvinator system,” read a large placard 
on a frame placed at the entrance of 
Grauman’s Egyptian Theater in Holly- 
wood, near the ticket window. Center- 
ing the entrance was a $700 Kelvinator, 
electrical refrigerator, loaned by the Kel- 
vinator Sales Corporation, Hollywood 
branch. On the other side was a plac- 
ard directing attention to the dollar 
serial; number printed in large figures 
on the Kelvinator. This number was 
taken off a dollar bill taken in previ- 
ously at the box office of the theater 
and placed back into circulation. An 
person having a dollar bill bearing thg 
serial umber was to be awarded the 
$700 Kelvinator. The psychclogy of the 
stunt was that among the many hun- 
dreds who walked up to compare num- 
bers on their dollar bill, standing so 
near the ticket window, attracted by the 
announcements of the picture inside, 
hated to walk away without attending 
the show, hence there was a large at- 
tendance during the time this dollar- 
serial number was put on at the Egyp- 
tian. To Hal Neides, manager of the 
theater, and Hall Baetz, publicity direc- 
tor, belong the credit for the original 
idea of using the serial number. While 
the Kelvinator company stood a good 
chance of losing a $700 refrigerator, it 
just happened that no one appeared 
with the right dollar bill during the 
stunt, and the theater was a good many 
more patrons ahead at that time. Neides 
and Baetz say there is no copyright on 
the idea and they're glad to pass it along. 


Semler Sinema Service and Hollywood 
Picture News Service, both New York 
film organizations, have designed a coli- 
ple of stunts to get the youngsters into 
the theaters. Both are ideal for summer 
exploitation, and should be adaptable 
for kiddie matinees during the winter 
months also. One is to have Movie 
Stamp Days. Attractive 28-page stamp 
albums, an inexhaustible supply of pic- 
ture stamps of stars, directors and stills, 
and a large supply of numbered enve- 
lopes have been prepared by the Semler 
and Hollywood outfits, co-operating on 
the stunts. To exhibitors ordering the 
stamps in 1,000 lots, an equal number 
of numbered envelopes are sent, together 
With 28-page stamp album. The stamps 
in sheets of 12 each are to be given out 
free to all children once or twice a 
week. They are so arranged that when 
the child gets an album, a sheet of 12 
Stamps will spread out over 12 pages. 
The child must attend 28 performances 
before he can complete an album, and 
the exhibitor can control the number of 
completed books by distributing a lim- 
ited amount of “key” sheets of stamps. 
The numbered envelopes are to be used 
like a raffle, a special day being desig- 
nated to select the lucky numbered en- 
velope which will win the prized album. 
Sounds complicated, but it is compara- 
tively simple, and said to be a real 
patron builder among kids. 

The other stunt is similar to the above, 
except that instead of stamps and al- 
bums, the exhibitor hands out series of 
12 Movie Photograph buttons, with a 
Prize of a seasonal, monthly or weekly 
pass to fhe voungster holding the com- 
pleted 12 buttons. This stunt can also 
be controlled, for in reality to win the 
child must have collected 12 buttons, 
but the exhibitor can distribute only a 
limited number of the “key” or com- 
pletion buttons, thus cutting down on 
‘he free pass overhead. 


Theater Promotion 


Prizes amounting to $500 have been 
awarded recently to the winners of Co- 
lumbia Pictures’ showmanship contest, 
which was conducted to find the show- 
man using the most novel and effective 
lobby display, the one who secured the 
greatest amount of advertising space, 
and the one placing the greatest number 
of paid advertising lines. Winners se- 
lected after a critical analysis of show- 
men from all parts of the United States 
were Warren A. Slee, George Landy, 
Heinte Johnson and Harold Bailey. 
Great interest was shown in the contest 
and it is said that it resulted in in- 
creased business, prompted by extra ad- 
vertising and exploitation effort in- 
spired by the contest. The contest was 
run with the idea of bringing home to 
exhibitors the value of advertising and 
exploitation, to emphasize the necessity 
of backing theaters and entertainment 
with increased appropriations, and the 
need for something more than the aver- 
age publicity, advertising and exploita- 
tion campaigning on motion pictures. 
The contestants represented no particu- 
lar type of exhibitor, for entries included 


big and small alike. Slee, manager of 
the Colonial, Allentown, Pa., won first 
prize with a jungle lobby display for 
the Showing of Vengeance; Johnson, 
manager of the R. & R. Theater, Big 
Springs, Tex., took second prize with an 
inexpensive but effective lobby drape 
for the showing of Broadway Scandals; 
Landy, manager of the New Orpheum, 
Los Angeles, secured the largest amount 
of free newspaper linage with 5,250 lines, 
and Bailey, manager of the Capitol, 
Lawrence, Mass., had the largest num- 
ber of paid advertising lines with 12,550 
lines of paid ads. All of the exhibitors 
found that increased appropriations 
meant increased business, and expressed 
desire for more similar contests to he 
sponsored by distributor organizations. 


Paramount Publix is issuing a valu- 
able and practical aid to exhibitors in 
the form of a handbook of short sub- 
jects, the work of Russell Holman, ad- 
vertising manager. The book is of the 
loose-leaf variety, with an embossed blue 
and gold leather cover.

“Rain or Shine” 


(COLUMBIA) 
At the Globe 


Joe Cook, star of the musical comedy 
production from which this picture was 
made, makes his first screen appearance 
in this film. Cook’s versatility is too 
well known to Broadway legitimate the- 
atergoers and vaudeville audiences thru- 
out the country to need any introduc- 
tion. It is sufficient to say that he is 
a sure bet for the talking screen, and 
this turns out to be a riproaring, hilarious 
melange of nonsense with a few thrills 
thrown in for good measure. Cook docs 
everything in this picture. The “one- 
man vaudeville show”, as the star billed 
himself in his music-hall engagements, 
turns out to be a one-man circus. This 
doesn’t mean that there is too much of 
him. Cook has shown good showman- 
ship in not trying to hog the spotlight 
and giving another fellow a chance and 
yet turnine up just at the right time 
with his amusing comedy or with a 
versatile stunt to keep him the star 
mame. He does a bit of everything, a lit- 
tle juggling, wire walking, a bit of danc- 
ing and plenty of amusing bits of dialog 
that can be delivered as only Joe Cook 
can deliver—inanities, but delightful 
inanities, amusingly infectious and sure- 
fire for laughs. 


Columbia, too, has done right by the 
production. It is to be congratu- 
lated for the manner in which the pro- 
duction has been brought to the screen. 
Realizing the lack of interest that the 
public has shown in musical productions 
on the screen—and this one was made 
from the original musical comedy—it 
has eliminated every song number and 
the result is a smooth-running con- 
tinuity, an amusing series of gags nicely 
connected by enough story to hold the 
interest. Frank Capra, the director of 
those thrillers, Flight and Submarine, 
directed this one and proves his ability 
with comedy as well as with melodrama. 
It is an excellent piece of directorial 
work. 

Cook and Columbia evidently wanted 
to be sure of the laughs, so they secured 
two others of the original cast for the 
film. Tom Howard and Dave Chasen, 
who scored so tremendously during the 
Broadway run, appear in their original 
roles and duplicate their stage successes 
in the films. And they are given plenty 
of opportunity to get their stuff across, 
proving that«a star can have competition 
and still remain the star. At least Joe 
Cook can. Joan Peers has the leading 
femininc role and gives a capable per- 
formance, while William Collier, Jr., who 
is permitting himself to get stout, has 
the juvenile lead. Louise Fazenda has 
a bit in the picture, at any rate she has 
eliminated that irritating giggle that was 
used in practically every Warner produc- 
tion in which she appeared. These other 
characters are subordinate. It is Cook, 
assisted by Howard and Chasen, who give 
the film its zest. 


Rain or Shine is a circus story. It 
deals with a wagon circus that travels 
across country from town to town. A 
young girl is left owner of the show. She 
is unable to pay the bills and Joe Cook, 
her chief assistant, has to fight her bat- 
tles. Cook loves her and she is loved 
by Collier, a wealthy boy, who has run 
away from home to follow the life of the 
tanbark. On account of inability to pay 
Salaries, an unscrupulous ringmaster 
and lion tamer plan to get the circus, 
and in order to do this urge the per- 
formers to strike on the day that they 
have the first good gate in weeks. This 
gives Cook a chance to give his one-man 
circus when he steps in to hold the 
crowd. Finally the villains stir the at- 
tendance to a riot and there is a real 
fight between the circus people and the 
paid admissions. Soon the tent catches 
fire and Joan Peers is in a precarious 
position in the midst of the flames. Cook 
rescues her in the midst of the excite- 
ment and sends her away to happiness 
with the rich boy. Plenty of excitement 
in this fire scene and again shows 
Capra’s excellent maneuvering of melo- 
dramatic situations as he displayed his 
ability in two early productions last sea- 
son. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Plenty of tieups on this produc- 
tion. Banners, circus atmosphere. 
Do your lobby with sawdust, have 
your attendants pulling the old 


stuff about red lemonade, peanuts, 
hot dogs. Get your soda fountains 
to try a Joe Cook sundae, good in 
Rain or Shine. Clowns in front 
of and in the lobby of the theater 
will attract. If you can frame a 
circus parade all the better; if 
not borrow a calliope and parade 
it about the city. Umbrellas carried 
by several men, with printed “Rain 
or Shine” signs on them, and at- 
tached with a rubber hose, spout- 
ing water thru the top, will attract 
attention. Tieup with raincoat, 
umbrella and overshoes merchants. 
There are dozen of tieups on this 
film. Above all, acquaint your 
audience with this amusing clown, 
Cook, he clicks, and you will no 
doubt see him in other productions.

*“Recaptured Love” 
(WARNER BROTHERS-VITAPHONE) 
At Warner’s Beacon 

The psychology of divorce, the sophis- 
ticated modern youth, and r¢ ‘onciliation 
of estranged couples, forms the basis of 
an entertaining and frothy domestic tale 
holding forth on the screen of the up- 
town Beacon this week. The scenario is 
based upon the play, Misdeal, by Basil 
Woon, which, according to the most au- 
thentic files, has never seen the light of 
day before on Broadway, but which may 
have been produced in England. 


But whether. it has ever been pro- 
duced on the stage or not does not mat- 
ter so much, because as a photoplay it 
symbolizes the modern American divorce 
craze with telling precision, making 
light of some ethical standards of our 
higher classes, yet doing so in a way 
least objectionable to those who may be 
ardent supporters of those ethics. It is 
a play within a play—not a sensational, 
artistic or literary triumph by any means 
—but one which will amuse many 
cinema followers. It has been directed 
by John Adolfi, who displays a subtle 
understanding of the perplexities of a 
modern divorce. The picture runs 65 
minutes, and at no time does it prove 
dull 


It serves as an exccellent vehicle for 
a number of old and new favorites from 
the stage and screen. Belle Bennett 
plays the role of a patient, understand- 
ing wife, whose flirtatious husband, 
John Halliday, succumbs to the inten- 
tional saccharinity of a pretty cabaret 
entertainer, Dorothy Burgess. Miss Ben- 
nett’s and Halliday’s sophisticated son, 
whose contacts with cabarets, liquor and 
chorines have made him wise beyond 
his tender age, is played by Junior Dur- 
kin, who will be remembered for his 
work in Courage on the stage, and who 
hurdles the difficult assignment with 
ease. Richard Tucker handles the role 
of a sincerely interested friend of the 
estranged couple, whose obvious atten- 
tions to the unhappy wife, after an in- 
evitable Paris divorce, ultimately abet 
in bringing about a_ reconciliation. 
Others who contribute important per- 
formances are George Bickel, Brooks 
Benedict, and the “G” Sisters. There are 
a number of finely done scenes with a 
large cast of extras, and photography, 
sound and dialog recording are good. 
Locale is in Detroit, with the terse sub- 
title advising that not all stories happen 
in New York or Chicago. True enough, 
but we hardly believe the Detroit Cham- 
ber of Commerce or city administration 
would seek this type of civic publicity, 
tho it won’t harm anyone. 


The story tells of a middle-aged man 
of wealth, who is fooled into believing 
he can recover his lost youth by travel- 
ing the primrose path, and to make that 
belief come true goes to the bitter end, 
remarrying after his wife divorces him, 
and making a general fool of himself be- 
fore everyone, including his young bride 
and the ex-wife. But his first wife and 
friends stick by him, giving him much- 
needed sympathy, and by. his own blind 
misunderstanding of himself he returns 
a wiser but bigger fool, a parent prodi- 
gal. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Divorce stories always are natural 
for exploitation purposes, and legal 
looking documents in the form of 
divorce papers could be printed 
and distributed cheaply and ef- 
fectively. Another stunt might be 


to scatter small envelopes with 
“Recaptured Love”, in bold-face 
printing, in places where it would 
arouse attention and be likely to 
be opened and read. Place copy 
on the picture in the envelope. 
Some scene stiils show intimate 
bedroom’ shots, with beautiful 
suites of furniture, a likely tip to 
tie up with furniture houses, and 
the fashion. and sartorial display 
also suggest tieups with dress, 
lingerie, and men’s clothing stores. 
You can afford to spend a little on 
exploitation for this one. It will 
be worth it.

“Queen High” 
(PARAMOUNT) 
At the Paramount 


Fred Newmeyer, who directed this pic- 
ture, has made of it a fast moving, 
snappy, invigorating farce comedy played 
by a cast that is excellent, headed by 
those two excellent farceurs, Charles 
Ruggles and Frank Morgan. The pic- 
ture is a screen version of Schwan & 
Mandel’s musical comedy success of same 
name that had a long run on Broadway 
two seasons ago. The musical comedy is 
based on Edward H. Peple’s play, A Pair 
of Sizes, which was produced on Broad- 
was by George M. Cohan more than a 
decade ago. 

In bringing the story to the screen 
Paramount has retained much of the 
original. There is a delicious humor 
about the entire story and nicely 
handled by the cast, turns out to be 
hilarious film-fare—excellent summer en. 
tertainment. It is breezy right from the 
start and keeps up that style until the 
very finish. 

The picture opens with Ruggles and 
Morgan as garter manufacturers. They 
are eternally squabbling and their bat- 
tles become more severe when one of the 
partners brings his nephew into the of- 
fice to work for the firm. To retaliate, 
the other partner brings in his niece. 
These two furnish the love interest of 
the story, but that angle only becomes 
secondary to the main plot that revolves 
around the partners. 

After their continual quarrels the 
partners decide to dissolve the firm and 
call in their lawyer. The lawyer gets 
the brilliant idea of forcing one to be- 
come subordinate to the other—that is, 
that they shall play one hand of show- 
down to see which one runs the firm 
for a year, the loser to act as butler for 
the winner. It is also stipulated that 
neither shall divulge the scheme to any 
friend under penalty of a $10,000 forfeit. 
From this idea numerous laugh-provok- 
ing situations arise when Ruggles loses. 
Morgan heaps all sorts of indignities on 
his partner-butler and the butler can- 
not protest. However, Ruggles gets the 
idea to pretend to like the job and soon 
has Morgan believing that he, Ruggles, 
is becoming familiar with his wife and 
is loath to end the agreement when it 
is suggested by Morgan. A little later 
they discover that the lawyer has made 
a fool of them, for no contract based on 
a game of cards can be held binding in 
any court of law, and then they both 
take their revenge out on the lawyer by 
throwing him in a pool of water. 


Charlie Ruggles plays the character of 
the butler-partner with his usual fi- 
nesse. It is really a brilliant portrayal 
of a farcical role handled in a neat, easy- 
going manner. Morgan also scores. Gin- 
ger Rogers has the role of the niece, and 
Stanley Smith appears as the nephew, 
both quite capable, introducing a couple 
of duets that are just so much wasted 
footage. Helen Carrington and Betty 
Garde also appear to good advantage. 
Tom Brown, the lad who scored so 
heavily in Paramount’s The Lady Lies, 
gives a neat characterization of a wise 
office boy. The role does not measure 
up to this lad’s capabilities. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
The title of this allows for lobby 
displays featuring poker hands. 
Some novel stunt might be ar- 
ranged thru playing cards, if they 
can be purchased at a nominal 
sum, featuring a pair of sixes or 
a straight flush of hearts with the 
‘nine, ten, jack and queen showing. 
The fourth card fails to fill, being 
the four, and this one can be cov- 


ered. You might mail cards to 
those on your mailing list stating 
that “if you happen to hold the 
lucky card you will be admitted 
free.” The lucky card should be 
the eight cf hearts. You can place 
as many eights in your mail as you 
see fit to allow passes. A tie-up 
with various stores handling play- 
ing cards, poker chips, or even 
bridge sets would not be out of 
place. The song numbers are none 
too hot but your music stores will 
be glad to feature them. Play 
everything up on Ruggles and 
Morgan, they are the real hits of 


the film.

“The Sea Bat” 
(METRO-GCLDWYN-MAYER) 
At Loew’s Lerington 

Portuga, a tropical island, is the lo- 
cale of this rather odd story by Dorothy 
Yost, that has Charles Bickford, Raquel 
Torres, George F. Marion, Nils Asther 
and John Miljan as the featured play- 
ers in its cast. Its atmosphere and its 
idea, altho the girl is native, seems to 
bring something reminiscent of Sadie 
Thompson, and yet the stories are to- 
tally different. There are moments of 
the film that are ultra-interesting and 
the story holds, tho the dialogue is in- 
clined to triteness at times. 

The particular interest of the film lies 
in its locale and its under-water scenes, 
particularly those in which the sea bat, 
an immense mammal, one of the most 
dangerous creatures of the death-infest- 
ed seas, are shown. At the start a note 
taken from a geographical encyclopedia 
gives a quick description of the sea bat, 
telling that the enormous mammals have 
been known to upset ships by getting 
under them and lifting them from the 
water. 

The start of the picture shows Raquel 
Torres sought by John Miljan, a tough 
sponge diver. Torres worships a loved 
one, Nils Asther, also a sponge diver, 
and tries to force upon him a heathen 
emblem to keep him safe from harm. 
But Asther wears the cross and laughs 
at her fears. However, his life is lost 
while on the sponge-diving expedition. 


Shortly after his death, Charles Bick- 
ford, attired as a missionary, who is 
coming to lead the natives salvation, ar- 
rives. It develops that Blackford is 
really an escaped prisoner from Devil’s 
Island and has taken the ministerial 
garb to avoid detection. Soon he tries 
to make Raque) follow his faith only to 
have her laugh at his pleas. Before long 
he has preached the gospel with such 
vehemence that he finds himself believ- 
ing it. Miljan discovers Bickford’s real 
identity and when he is being carried 
back to the island a sea bat wrecks the 
ship and Miljan and one other man, who 
knew of Bickford’s real identity, are lost. 
Of course, the girl finally has accepted 
the Christian faith. led on thru her love 
for the pseudo-minister. 


Bickford, who has been inclined to 
temperament, according to reports from 
the West Coast, makes his first appear- 
ance since Anna Christie. and, as usual, 
acquits himself  creditably. Raquel 
Torres is pleasing as the girl. Nils As- 
ther has only a very few lines of dia- 
logue and is cut cf the picture after its 
first twenty minutes running. While he 
has a decided accent it is fairly intelli- 
gible. George F, Marion has another 
one of his German dialect roles and 
once again establishes himself as one of 
the screen's. leading character players. 
Wesley Ruggles, the director, is to be 
commended for his handling of the 
under-water sequences. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Interest your audiences in an es- 
caped convict turning minister. If 
you can find a drug store that has 
a usual line of sponges, a display 
in your lobby or in store windows 
thruout the city, calling attention 
to the picture would attract. A 
diver’s suit, if one can be secured, 
is always of interest to the unitiat- 
ed in the ways of the sea. Call at- 
tention to Bickford’s past per- 
fomances in “Dynamite” and 
“Anna Christie”, also to Raquel 
Torres in “White Shadows of the 
South Seas”, this role being simi- 
ar.

“Children of Pleasure”’ 
(METRO-GOLDWYN-MAYER) 
At Loew’s New York) 


Children of Pleasure, another of those 
musical productions of which there have 
been such an abundance this season, has 
much to recommend it to discriminating 
exhibitors, especially since it tells of some 
of the experiences which might befall 
popular song writers in the great racket 
of Tin Pan Alley. Thru it all there runs 
a romance, with the usual rough-going 
situations before the final happy fade- 
out 

The production has been directed by 
Harry Beaumont, who made a good job 
of it. Richard Schayer adapted the 
scenario from play and dialog by Crane 
Wilbur, and Sammy Lee staged the 
numerous dances in the picture. A large 
number of clever songs are included in 
the story, most of them written by Fred 
Fisher, whose Dust is one of the out- 
standing bits in the film. Others who 
contributed songs are Roy Turk and Fred 
Ahlert, and Montgomery and Ward. 

A splendid cast plays the various roles, 
headed by Lawrence Gray, Helen John- 
son, Benny Rubin and Wynne Gibson, 
and support given by Kenneth Thomp- 
son, Lee Kolmar and May Boley. There 
is e large ensemble cast, giving the pro- 
duction color, atmosphere and authen- 
ticity. Tho it is purely a musical, it has 
much that is entertaining both in a 
musical and visual way and in comedy 
situations. 

The story has for its theme the ex- 
periences of a popular song writer, lion- 
‘ved by the masses, who believes he has 
fallen in love with the daughter of a 
wealthy oil millionaire, but who in reality 
is in love with one of his assistants in 
the song factory. This young man, 
played by Lawrence Gray, is the talk of 
the country because of his songs, and 
more so when his engagement is an- 
nounced to the wealthy heiress. But he 
discovers the girl is only “experiment- 
ing’ with him, and breaks the engage- 
ment in a sensational manner during the 
rehearsal of the gala wedding. In a 
spirit of spite, during a wild drunken 
spell, the youth proposes marriage to his 
assistant in the song factory. She seem- 
ingly accepts, but when he has sobered 
she tries bravely to reunite the couple, 
only to have the boy discover that he really 
loves the girl wno has helped him win 
success in the song world after all. Story 
is handled 1n a logical and altogether 
pleasing manner, and many of the songs 
should prove popular with patrons, who 
may want copies. The picture runs 79 
minutes all told. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
The songs in the picture are the 
biggest individual exploitation item. 
Among them are “A Couple of 
Buds”, “Down in My Heart”, “1 
Love You”, “Raisin’ the Dust”, 
“Girl Trouble”, “The Better Things 
in Life” and “Leave It That Way”, 
all of which should mean valuable 
tieups with music publishers, music 
and phonograph stores, and should 
be plugged if possible from the 
lobby by regular songsters. The 
cast is worthy of special attention 
in your exploitation, particularly 
Lawrence Gray, Benny Rubin, 
Helen Johnson and Wynne Gibson. 
Get the co-operation of your local 
newspapers with contests and pub- 
licity. A musical show should get 
over with little added expense, es- 
pecially one which is not strictly a 
revue, but has some story value to 
it. There is strong indication that 
this story may have been taken 
from real life, for it closely re- 
sembles certain aspects in the life 
of a well-known music publisher 
and composer, who married into 
society, tho direct mention of this 
analogy, with names, might not be 


ethical.

“Tittle Accident” 


(UNIVERSAL) 
At the GLOBE 


This is the screen version of Floyd 
Dell's and Thomas Mitchell's stage play 
which had a long run on Broadway last 
Season. The play was an adaptation of 
Mr. Dell's novel, An Unmarried Father, 
nd proved excellent material for a 
Comedy on the legitimate stage. In 


bringing it to the screen censorship has 
forced numerous risque situations to be 
covered in such a way that much of the 
value of the stage play is lost. In spite 
of this it turns out to be a rather amus- 
ing farce, tho entirely too long. Fifteen 
to 20 minutes’ cutting would aid the 
film vastly. The picture is the type that 
should have an excellent appeal to wom- 
en and girls, tho it is doubtful if men 
will go for it in a big way. 

Douglas Fairbanks, Jr., has the leading 
role, which was played on the stage by 
Thomas Mitchell, one of the collaborators 
of the play. Personally, we prefer Fair- 
banks in the role of the father. For 
some reason Mitchell lacked the youth 
that the role demands, while Fairbanks 
brings a refreshing juvenility that al- 
lows for some of the rash actions of the 
character. However, even this lad Fair- 
banks, who is developing into one of the 
finest players on the screen, is handi- 
capped by some rather extreme bits of 
farce that are entirely too long drawn 
out. Henry Armetta and Slim Summer- 
ville also appear to excellent advantage 
in the comedy roles of two prospective 
fathers, awaiting the announcement of 
the arrival of offspring in the waiting 
room of a maternity hospital. The 
women’s roles are subordinated to those 
of the men. However, they are capably 
handled by Anita Page. Sally Blane and 
Zasu Pitts. Miss Page does not make her 
appearance on the screen until the film 
is more than half over, while Miss Pitts 
appears only in the last third. 

The story of Little Accident finds 
Douglas Fairbanks, Jr., on the day be- 
fore his wedding to Miss Blane receiving 
a notice from a Chicago maternity hos- 
pital that makes him suspect he is a 
father. It develops that he had been 
married before and the marriage an- 
nulled. He rushes pell-mell to Chicago 
to see what it is all about and there 
meets his first wife whom he still Ic 3s. 
Given an opportunity to see his three- 
week-old son he is so proud of it that 
he refuses to permit its adoption by a 
wealthy family and kidnaps it. Soon he 
must have a mother for it, and the maid, 
Zasu Pitts, is willing to become a step- 
mother to the lusty offspring. There 
are numerous farce situations, many of 
them far-fetched, before the proceedings 
are straightened out and young Fair- 
banks is back in the arms of the 
mother of his son. In the play there was 
no marriage license, the girl having been 
indiscreet and on account of a career re- 
fused a wedding ring. But it ended with 
a wedding, so it’s all about the same in 
the long run. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
This is a delicate story and has to 
be handled in that manner in your 
exploitation campaign. If you can 
do so, and do not fear the after- 
math of a baby show, where a 
prize is awarded, you might ar- 
range for one of that type. Per- 
haps it would be better to make it 
a contest for the most perfect in- 
fant physically rather than for 
beauty. Also you might get your 
drug stores to go in for hygiene 
displays, connecting them with in- 
fants and “Little Accident”. The 
entire proposition has to be handled 
with kid gloves so as not to shock 
your fastidious element. Book- 
store tieups, with the novel, “An 
Unmarried Father”, are also in 


order.

“The Lonesome Trail” 


(W. RAY JOHNSTON PRODUCTIONS) 
At Loew’s New York 

The Lonesome Trail is a Western story, 
pure and simple, and approaches a fairly 
good standard of quality in this type of 
film entertainment. It is a George Dur- 
ban production, directed by Bruce Mitch- 
ell, and released thru W. Ray Johnston. 
It has many of the elements of the old 
silent thrillers, cleverly incorporated in- 
to an all-talking production, and, tho 
purely of the old school of photoplay 
melodramas as to story, it has a mo- 
dernity in its excellent photographic shots 
and good sound and dialog recording. 

But at its best, The Lonesome Trail is 
but another addition to the long list of 
Westerns, tho this one will rank well up 
past the middle of the list. Charles 
Delaney and Virginia Browne Faire are 
cofeatured, playing the romantic leads 


of the story. Their supporting cast in- 
cludes many familiars from the inde- 
pendent field of - performers. Among 
them are Yakima Cannutt, Jimmy Aub- 
rey, Bob Reeves, George Hackathorne, 
Art Mix, William Van _ Brincken and 
others. The picture runs 60 minutes 
even, and to those who like their cowboy 
stories with plenty of action, shooting, 
horse riding and villainy, with just the 
proper he-man amount of romance, this 
will not prove disappointing. 

The story is that of a group of cattle 
men, who have brought a large herd of 
head, numbering some several hundred, 
over a distance of 300 miles from the 
ranges. The cattle are to be delivered 
to a certain ranchman, who is to pay 
about $5,000 for them. But many had 
delivered herds of cattle to this ranch 
before this outfit, and on their way to 
deposit the profits had been waylaid by 
bandits and robbed of all the money. 
The leader of this outfit is a tough 
hombre, who will not stand for any 
monkeyshines, despite the fact that he 
falls in love with the ranchman’s daugh- 
ter at first sight, much to the chagrin 
of the jealous foreman of the place. The 
ranchman himself is free of blame in the 
failure of any former deliveries of 
moneys for cattle, but the foreman is 
not without a bad reputation. The lat- 
ter has a working agreement with a 
certain “Boston bandit”, who has been 
periodically robbing the wranglers of the 
money, and in many cases getting rid of 
the evidence by killing the victims. But 
this cowboy comes thru with flying col- 
ors after many intrigues and setbacks, 
saving the money, breaking up the gang 
and winning the girl in the end. Re- 
cording, dialog and sound, and story are 
satisfactory Western fare. Photography 
is exceptionally good. 


EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 
Usual exploitation campaign for 
Westerns will suffice for this one 
Play up the cast, the story, and 
adventure, especially to the young- 
sters, they'll enjoy it immensely. 
In the smaller grinds this picture 
will hold its own asa feature, tho in 
most places it must be balanced as 
part of a double-header program. 
Customary merchant tieups on 
Westerns might help with this one. 
Kiddie matinees should be very 

opular box-office builders, too. 
t is worth the booking fee, within 
reason, but don’t go to too much 
expense exploiting it. A normal 
amount is enough, and it should 
take care of itself.

“Sons of the Saddle” 


(UNIVERSAL) 
At Loew’s New York 


Another of the “horse” operas as one 
might imply from the title. The picture 
starts off with Ken Maynard, who is the 
star, riding at a break-neck speed, and 
practically finishes in the same Manner. 
There are the usual situations attendant 
in a picture of this type, and while it 
holds the interest, it must be said the 
silent scenes, and there are few of them, 
are far more impressive than in those 
in which there is dialog. Talk has not 
helped the Western production, and Ken 
Maynard is far more interesting in 
silent productions than in those in which 
he talks. In spite of the fact that he 
has made several talking productions to 
date, he still seems sadly inexperienced 
in the reading of lines. Then, too, the 
dialog dished up by Lesley Mason is none 
too enlightening. 

At times this Western reminds one a 
bit of The Virginian on account of the 
close companionship of the two,pals, one 
a crook. At the start of the film we 
find Maynard riding his famous horse, 
Tarzan, at breakneck speed, followed by 
a dozen cowboys, who finally corner him. 
Instead of it being a dramatic sequence, 
it develops into comedy, for Maynard is 
running away from his pals to escape 
going to a dance that night and ask the 
ranch owner's daughter for the opening 
event. The boys force him to go to the 
dance, and also arrange it so that he has 
the first dance with the girl. His pal 
also loves the girl, but his pal, a younger 
lad, is a weakling, and is dealing with a 
gang of cattle rustlers. When this is 


learned by the ranch owner, the boy is 
fired over Maynard's protest. Maynard 


cannot believe him guilty of any wrong, 
even tho he has been double crossing 
him with the girl. When the timid May- 
nard sends him to plead his cause with 
the girl, the other fellow speaks for him- 
self. Finally the girl asks Maynard if 
he had ever heard of Miles Standish and 
John Alden, and insinuates that he should 
speak for himself. However, Maynard is 
too slow to understand. The cattle herd 
is being taken across country to be en- 
trained for stock markets. The other 
chap, having joined with the rustlers, 
plans a manner in which the cattle can 
fall into their trap. However, Maynard 
suspects something is wrong, and soon 
has everything his own way, winning the 
girl at the same time. 

Carroll Nye has the role of the double- 
crossing lad and comes thru quite nicely. 
Doris Hill, who has appeared with May- 
nard in a great number of productions, 
has the feminine lead, and does the 
best she can with the stilted dialog. The 
direction by Harry J. Brown is acceptable. 

EXPLOITATION SUGGESTION: 

Nothing to do on this one other 

than what is done on the usual 

Western production. Maynard, no 

doubt, has his admirers, and 

plugging him is the chief manner 
of publicity.

“Wings of Adventure” 
(TIFFANY) 
At Loew’s New York 


A combination of aviation and adven- 
ture as the elements for a story has been 
the basis for countless numbers of 
thrilling tales published year in and year 
out in magazines, books, and made into 
plays and scenarios. Wings of Adventure, 
written by Harry Frazer, has such a 
combination of elements, blended with 
a bit of romance, some Mexican atmos- 
phere, brief fictional forays into military 
army life, and with the use of a copious 
draft of literary and camera license it 
has been made into a serviceable photo- 
play. one which will serve the purposes 
of an exhibitor catering to the young- 
ster. 

Tiffany has attempted to fashion this 
production somewhat along the lines of 
a song romance, in the stereotyped pat- 
tern of Western musical photodramas, of 
which there have been such a large 
number the last few seasons. As to 
story, it is much like many another 
theme. A pair of aviators, breaking trail 
for an international mail route into 
Mexico, are forced down into bandit 
territory, are captured by one of the nu- 
merous troupes of president-aspiring 
banditti, forced to join the outfit in 
order to save their lives, and in a 
thrilling sequence rescue a maiden in 
distress, with the help of the United 
States Army, across the border. A frothy 
tale, but one which should be entertain- 
ing to the kids, particularly when the 
action gets the hottest. 

Direction is by Richard Thorpe, and 
camera work by Arthur Reeves. For the 
former let it be said that he did the best 
possible for a rather hackneyed story, 
and to the latter should go a great deal 
of credit for some beautiful scenic 
photography. On the whole the sound 
reproduction is good. As in so many of 
these fictionized stories of the border, 
Mexico, and cowboy Westerns, the dialog 
may sound linguistically correct, espe- 
cially in mob scenes, but to one ac- 
quainted with the language there are but 
few of the players and but little of 
the dialog grammatically right or 
phonetically proper. With the exception 
of those players in this picture whose 
native tongue is Spanish, the greater 
majority of the cast, including many of 
the principals, speak and literally yell 
incorrect speech into the microphone, 
which is bad manners in any language. 
But most of these faults could be passed 
over lightly by the average audience of 
the domestic grinds. A great majority of 
them, technically unacquainted with the 
language, will find a certain degree of 
enjoyment in the presentation of the 
story. 

Among the principal players in this 
picture, which comprises quite an ex- 
tensive cast, are Rex Lease, Armida, Clyde 
Cook, Fred Malatesta, Charles K. French, 
Nick Ruize and others. Leading parts are 
played characteristically enough, and the

STYLE—Varied novelty items, 
TIME—Ten minutes. 


Pathe Audio Reviews are beginning to 
recognize that their old prints have great 
interest for movie patrons, for in this 
one of the series they have dug up a 
chronological series of interesting priffts 
on a personage who has been in the pub- 
lic eye for over 30 years, and their pres- 
entation of the sequences has been done 
in an effective and novel manner.

The first proposition to Herk was a 
division of territory to avoid competition 
and this led up to a general discussion 
of ways and means for burlesque and 
tabs. to compete with the ta:kies that 
resulted in the promoter’s supplemental 
proposition for an alliance, whereby the 
Mutual Burlesque Association would act 
as the parent to a new association with 
Herk at the head and the utilization of 
the Mutual Burlesque Association’s ex- 
ecutive offices and attaches for the op- 
eration of the musical tab. circuit. 

Herk was somewhat skeptical of the 
practicability of the tab. circuit at first, 
but a careful consideration of the data 
submitted to him by the tab. promoter 
convinced Herk that the minor circuit 
could be utilized as a feeder for the 
major circuit in the event that the 
change in Mutual methods of introduc- 
ing olios into their presentations with 
vaudeville people should fail. 

A general discussion of the subject 
brought to light the possibilities of tabs. 
as a feeder for burlesque by the intro- 
duction of professional nights every week 
at the Mutual Circuit houses as set forth 
on this page several months ago, the 
idea now being to encourage profession- 
als to participate on professional nights 
with a view of obtaining sufficient play- 
ers to organize 20 companies for the 
tab. circuit and draw on those players 
as the occasion demands to replace those 
closing with Mutual Burlesque Circuit 
companies, thereby doing away with 
booking agents and their commission 
from players. 

A survey of Mutual houses and the 
movie houses show that there will be lit- 
tle or no competition, as the movie 
houses have drawn little or no patronage 
frem burlesque houses, and inquiries of 
the movie-house patrons indicate that 
they would welcome a tab. policy of 
presentation at popular prices. 

With another circuit of 20 houses un- 
der his personal contro] Herk will become 
one of the foremost theatrical promoters 
in the country. 


Burlesque Returns at 
12th Street, Kansas City 


KANSAS CITY, Aug. 9.—The 12th 
Street Theater, which recently changed 
its policy to straight pictures, is again 
under the management of George T. 
Scovill, who has adopted the former 
policy of straight burlesque with pic- 
tures.

gett pee readers of this department are familiar with the many 
and varied articles that we have written in our efforts to bring 

tab. people into burlesque by inducing producers of burlesque to 
send scouts into the tab. field for new faces and somewhat different 
talent and ability. 


We could mention several former producers of Columbia and Ameri- 
can circuit shows and a few on the Mutual Circuit who have engaged tab. 
people thru “The Billboard”, and found them to be all that we pre- 
dicted; in fact, several of them have graduated from burlesque after one 
or two seasons into Broadway productions or as vaudeville headliners, 
thereby setting a precedent for other producers to follow. 


We have no desire to steal from tabs, that which belongs to tabs., 
but why limit tab. producers’ presentations or players to any one section 
of the country when there are unlimited fields to cultivate in every sec- 
tion of the country? 


It is a conceded fact that tabs. have been successful in various parts 
of the South and West, but few if any recognized producers have invaded 
that field of theatricals in the East, and this is especially true of New 
York, New Jersey and New England. 


When I. H. Herk, president and general manager of the Mutual Bur- 
lesque Association, realized ere the closing of circuit companies last sca- 
son that the death knell had been sounded for strip-teasing fems., he gave 
careful consideration to the revival of old-time burlesque as it pertains 
to olios, but little or no consideration to our plea to him personally for 
a professional night in each one of his Western and Southern houses 
weekly for the tryout of tab. people as prospective successors to prin- 
cipals who had graduated from burlesque to Broadway. 


Herk preferred to listen to his “yes men”, who advised vaudeville 
people as the logical and practical saviors of burlesque, and thru the aid 
of William Morris and Milt Schuster he obtained a list that appears well 
in print, but we personally are skeptical of their continued appearance 
in Mutual Circuit shows, for the reason that people accustomed to doing 
10 or 12-minute acts, twice a day, will sooner or later rebel against working 
in scenes and supplementing with a specialty for a two-and-a-half-hour 
show, whereas tab. people have been trained to do scenes and spectalties. 


Herk’s loss may be somcone’s gain, for we have every reason to believe 
that New York City will ere long be the radiating point for a circuit of 
tab. houses that will become strong competitors of Mutual Circuit bur- 
lesque houses unless the promoters of the tab. circuit and Herk get to- 
gether on a working agreement that will keep the tabs. from cutting into 
Mutual Circuit burlesque.

Conditions in local theatrical circles 
are below par, due largely to the ex- 
tremely hot weather of the last several 
weeks, and Manager Siner reports that 
he is not making any money so far. 
However, he is getting enough to pay 
salaries. 

The Syncopated Steppers are slated to 
begin an indefinite stock engagement at 
the Band Box Theater, Springfield, O., 
in the near future. No opening date 
has been set for the latter date, but 
this is expected to be settled as soon as 
Bob Shaw, tabloid impresario of the Gus 
Sun Booking Exchange, gets back to his 
office from a road trip. The Siner at- 
traction did very well during a limited 
engagement at the Band Box toward 
the close of last season. 

If things work out as Siner has them 
planned, the company holding forth at 
the Lawrence will move out of here in 
about two weks and will be replaced by 
@ second Siner show. 

The lineup of the Syncopated Steppers 
Company is practically the same as it 
was before it closed for vacation, with 
the exception that 10 girls, instead of 
eight, are being used in line. As a spe- 
cial feature, Dad Crum and his Gang, 
10-piece stage band, are appearing in 
conjundgion with the Siner troupe. For 
the first half of the week the company 
does a presentation, with the band work- 
ing the stage, and for the last half the 
orchestra moves into the pit, while the 
company does a script or revue bill. 

In the Syncopated Steppers cast are 
Bob Greer, Bud Morgan, “Slim” Williams, 
Virgil E. Siner, Louise Mason, Kate 
Mitchell and Bonnie Rose.

never has been a definite opening date for tabloids, but Labor Day 

or thereabouts is generally regarded as the starting mark. With 
the opening of the season so close at hand, we are sorry to see the 
various attractions being forced to start off in the same rut which 
they left when they folded up early in the spring. 


In other words, the various shows are going to be forced to work 
under the same unwholesome conditions and the same haphazard booking 
arrangements as have permeated the field for the last several years. 
During the summer months, when tab. business is practically at a stand- 
still, the bookers of tabloid attractions have made no effort to remedy 


these conditions. 


With the same old conditions still rampant, one cannot expect to 


see a great improvement in the shows themselves. 


With the same un- 


certainties serving as stumbling blocks, the various attractions are going 


to be just as good or just <s bad as they have always been. 


What man- 


ager is going to spend a great deal of Money improving his show, when 
he has no assurance, due to uncertain bookings, of getting any of it back? 


If a tab.-show manager were given the assurance of a consecutive 
route of say from 20 to 30 weeks, with a set price for his show at each 
stand, and all protectea under an iron-bound contract, things would 


be different. 


He could afford to spend money in improving his show, as 
he would have some assurance of getting it back. 


Under the present 


conditions he is foolish if he spends a dime too much. 


This is clearly demonstrated when a traveling tab. moves into a stock 


stand. 


The manager, given the assurance of a certain number of weeks’ 


work, immediately begins augmenting and strengthening his show. How- 


ever. aS soon as he moves 
road, he. of necessity 
may eke out an existence. 


out to again buck the uncertainties of the 
cuts and weakens his attractions, in order that he

New Season 


Opens Soon 


Managers approach inau- 
gural cautiously — opin- 
ions divided on outlook 


Tabloid’s new season, if there is to be 
one, is scheduled to get under way within 
the next few weeks, altho there is very 
little activity in the field at present to 
indicate that the inaugural is so close 
at hand. 

Seemingly, the various managers are 
approaching the opening of the season 
with extreme caution, and the majority 
of them are sticking close to headquar- 
ters and will remain there indefinitely 
until they find out what the other fei- 
low is ddéing or contemplating doing. 
They are taking very little chances, and 
the old idea of beating the other man- 
agers to the opening has been almost 
generally discarded this year. 

The views, in regard to what the com- 
ing season holds for the enterprising 
tabloid managers, are fairly well divided, 
as far as the good and bad of it are 
concerned. A good many of the folks 
are inclined to be a bit pessimistic about 
the forthcoming season, due to the fact, 
possibly, that they haven't quite recov- 
ered from the terrible “beating” they 
took the past fall and winter. Others 
lean to the belief that things are des- 
tined to pick up in tabdom, and that 
the manager with the good show will 
be able to weather the storm and come 
out at the end with a few dollars for 
the grouch bag. We will be able to tell 
better just which one of the groups is 
correct in a few months from now. 

It is very unlikely that Raynor Lehr 
or Lewis Mack will have out their tab- 
Icids this season. Both boys, aces in the

“A manager could have all the 
stars in Hollywood under his canvas in 
this territory and not get any business. 
It just isn’t to be had.” 

The Nash show carires 16 people, and 
features an eight-piece band and a sev- 
en-piece jazz orchestra.

They have found that a candy sale, when 


properly and systematically conducted, can do much in bringing down 
the overhead, And many of the candy companies, to assist the rep. man- 


agers, have had their salesmen give 


instructions in candy selling to the 


“butchers” on the various companies to good results.

A tent-show manager, who began the season with what to him was 
a new idea, that of presentir~ a musical comedy revue, with a chorus of 
eight girls, informs that he has discarded that type of entertainment and 
is now presenting an up-to-date line of script bills to greatly improved 
business. “I have always presented dramatic bills in the past,” the man- 
ager writes, “but in the last last few years it seemed I just couldn’t do 


any business with them. However, 


I have found the reason for that. 


I had been giving them the same old, worn-out stuff year after year, and 
now I realize that it was no wonder that they didn’t come in. There are 


no hicks left in the smaller towns. 


They are all show wise. To get their 


business you must keep your attraction just as up to date as the talkies.” 


Col. W. I. Swain, veteran tent showman, continues to give his un-

Just before the company folded up, 
Manager Reynolds had contemplated 
taking a shot at the larger spots, but 
this plan fell thru when his people in- 
sisted in being paid off.

Al Grant, for many years associated 
with the Universal Theaters Concession 
Company, was in Cincinnati last week 
in the interest of his firm, and during 
his brief stay in the Queen City was a 
visitor at the home Office of The Bill- 
board.

HEN the history of the stock theater in America is written, the 
name of Henry Duffy should be given to fame in large and 
luminous letters. Late reports from the Pacific Coast, Duffy's 


field of action thru six years of memorable achievement, relate that 
the spectacular producer-manager-actor has declared his intention to 
continue operating dramatic stock companies if he has to begin 
again with no other resources than those he had to draw upon when 
he first made his appearance in California. These resources, remem- 
ber, were pluck and perseverance. Capital he had none. 


With four of his theaters closed by order of a receiver in bankruptcy, 
the comparatively youthful impresario, he of the hair of a warm, aggres- 
sive hue, made reply the other day to a current report that he had 
abandoned the situation as hopeless, and would retire from coast activities. 
Answering a fusillade of questions fired at him by San Francisco re- 
porters, who had chronicled in earlier years the sensational rise of 
Duffy, and had now come to receive the acknowledgment of his spectacular 
jall, “Terry” tartly “denied the aliegation and defied the alligator”. He 
refused to sit in on his own obsequies. Instead. he asserted: “I am going 
to inter the past and start right over again. I am going to stick right 
here in California for my new start, I am going to keep right on acting, 
producing and operating theaters for people who like clean shows.” And 
no doubt he stressed the word “right” as he repeated it. 


An inspiring figure is Henry Duffy as he appears in action these days 
in his office in the Alcazar, the house he acquired in San Francisco six 
years ago, and from which grew a chain that at one time embraced 10 
flourishing theaters on the Pacific slope. Defeated, Duffy is unconquered. 
The characteristic grin with which the red-headed Duffy greets the world this 
midsummer may be slightly awry, even as the physiognomical contortions 
of the cat that chewed a thistle. But it’s a grin.

Delusions of Illusion 


By CHARLES J. CARTER 


HE subject of magic during recent 

years has become banal, and be- 

cause of its lacking in general in- 
trinsic profundity, a theme upon which 
(like the science (?) thereof) much 
highfalutin vernacular is popularly em- 
ployed in a lame arid futile effort to im- 
press a susceptible public or narrowly 
limited magical coterie. 

Magic and its ramifications trail off 
inte and indentify themselves so often 
with such pseudo-spiritualistic manifes- 
tations as table-rapping, Dr. Slade’s 
slate writing, cabinet seances of the Fay- 
Davenport Brothers character, East In- 
dian Yogi rope-climbing disappearance 
fakes (that have never happened), trump- 
ery of the Irving-Bishop-Seymour 
brand of muscle reading emblazoned as 
mindreading, Balsamo’s grandiloquent 
gesture of transmuting baser metals into 
gold (which humanity is still trying to 
do, more or less successfully), oxygen- 
tube burials of picturesquely bewhis- 
kered Arabs suggesting suspended ani- 
mation, skinny children mechanically

floating in air, counterfeiting levitation, 
and a multdplicity of other “inexplic- 
able” mysteries of the ignis fatuus order 
of modern necromancy, thus often leav- 
ing one confounded by the meaning of 
the word “magic”. It appears that any- 
thing beyond the ken of the ordinary 
mortal is dubbed “magic”, which, in the 
collective mind, allies itself with the 
preternatural and supernatural. 

So far, therefore, such apparent s0o- 
phisticaticn as is contained in _ the 
quoted paragraph: “Nobody can describo 
accurately even to himself what he sees 
or thinks he sees. The mind is more 
open to suggestion than to fact,” is 
specious reasoning and becomes upon 
analysis a mere puerility and quite fal- 
lacious. Were it true that “nobody” 
could describe accurately, even to him- 
self, what he saw or thought he saw 
(two very widely dissociated hypotheses) 
the giving and taking of evidence be- 
fore our tribunals would be farcical, mak- 
ing umnneccessary or futile our law

SYDNEY, July 10.—Today the papers 
are full of the drastic tax measures in- 
troduced by the Federal Government. 
The film industry comes in for a par- 
ticularly torrid time, for the added im- 
post, which is very considerable, follows 
on a systematic course of taxation which 
is not only vexatious, but makes one fear 
for the future of the business in this 
country. To certain politicians, Ameri- 
can picture interests are identical with 
huge profits. On some pictures, yes, but 
on the whole the business has got down 
to little more than a bread-and-butter 
living for most of those in both the dis- 
tributing and exhibiting ends. 

The theatrical side of show business— 
which certain people feel is sure to come 
back into favor—is very paltry at present. 
So much so that rumors are current to 
the effect that if Mr. Cinders and the 
coming Sons o’ Guns do not pull an- 
ticipated business, the firm of William- 
son-Tait will seriously consider the ad- 
visability of closing down the remainder 
of their theaters. It must be remem- 
bered that, apart from Journey’s End, 
few productions of late years have been 
anything in the nature of money- 
spinners. 

The King of Jazz opened with a fan- 
fare of publicity and remarkable press 
notices. The Regent Theater did fine 
business for the first week, and now the 
bottom has dropped almost completely 
out, with the result that this imposing 
screen feature will be taken off after two 
weeks. 

Rookery Nook, one of the few good 
English pictures, is in season at the 
State Theater. Apart from the patriotic 
sentiment attached to its season here, the 
film is one of a highly diverting kind 
and looks like having a _ nice run. 
Splinters, ancther British subject, has 
surpassed anticipations, and is now in 
the last weeks of an extended run at the 
Lyceum. 

Paramount on Parade, which opened 
at the Prince Edward Theater three 
wecks ago, is holding up very nicely, the 
film appealing | to audiences as something 
different. 

The present position of many of the 
picture showmen is most acute since the 
advent of taikies. With high film hire, 
cost of equipment and other added ex- 
penses, it would appear as if the average 
exhibitor has no earthly chance of get- 
ting by; in fact, it is doubtful if certain 
of them can hold on to what they heave 
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got. In view of the serious nature of 
some cases, efforts have been made to 
enlist the sympathy of the distributors; 
but, apart from a few cases of individual 
character, in which the exhibitors have 
been treated rather well, there is an ur- 
gent necessity for the introduction of a 
tribunal to go into the matter of the 
present condition of affairs within the 
industry. 

The film, Journey’s End, has been se- 
cured, after active competition, by Union 
Theaters, Ltd., for release over their 
chain of houses, after which it will be 
distributed thru their own exchange. 

Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer have instituted 
a series of Sunday afternoon and night 
screenings for the trade only. ‘These are 
being held in the company’s theaterette, 
so that the attendance is limited. The 
Rogue Song, with Lawrence Tibbett in 
the central role, ushered in the new idea. 
The new star appears destined to eclipse 
all his predecefsors. 

Lester Thompson, American exploita- 
tion man, arrived here for Fox, his mis- 
sion being to put over the John Mc- 
Cormack film, Song of My Heart, and 
other of that firm’s big features. A few 
days ago Thompson left for New Zealand, 
where h2 wil) inaugurate his campaign. 

William Scott, general manager here of 
RKO (Radio Pictures), has cabled the 
head office here that he will be back 
within the next two months.

Catch Them Young 


If the legitimate producing managers 
are really looking about for weapons 
with which to rehabilitate the theater, 
Equity would like to suggest the setting 
aside of a portion of the balconies or 
galleries of their theaters for propaganda 
and education of the young in theater 
going. , 

There was a time when youngsters 
could get their first eyeful of the 


theater from these high coigns of 
vantage for somewhere around 25 cents. 
They are the ones who, grown up, sup- 
port what remains of the theater and 
keep ticket brokers fed and housed. 

The present crop of youngsters. par- 
ticularly on the road, has to pay a dollar 
for seats (often the same ones) in which 
their fathers sat for a quarter. And 
what they get for a dollar in those 
legitimate theaters does not compare, in 
their estimation, with what they can 
get for a lot less in the motion picture 
houses. Those same youngsters, how- 
ever, will be the men who might buy 
orchestra seats 10 or 15 years from now 
if they cared enough about the theater 
to want to. 

Here is one kind of small fry it doesn’t 
pay to throw back in the stream. Catch 
them young, treat them right, and they 
will be an asset to the theater well 
worth having. 

ACTORS’ EQUITY ASSOCIATION. 


Chorus Equity Assn.

Two new members joined the Chorus 
Equity in the past week. 

We are holding checks in settlement 
of claims for Ivan Alexis, Elizabeth 
Huyler, Peggy McGowan, Hazel St. 
Amant and Alyne Thompson. 

The Chorus Equity cannot cohsider 
complaints which are sent to us anony- 
mously. The association exists only for 
the protection of its members. We feel 
that a person who does not trust his 
association fo the extent of signing 4a 
justified complaint has no real com- 
plaint. When members make adverse re- 
ports on general conditions existing in 
any production their names are never 
used. 

On the other hand, members cannot 
expect their executives to involve them- 
selves in a dispute with a management 
based on an unsigned report. Such re- 
ports generally do not contain all the 
facts required, and since we do not know 
the name of the person complaining we 
do not know to whom we should apply 
for further facts. 

Sixteen members of the Chorus Equity 
are receiving two weeks’ salary which 
would not have been theirs had 
it not been for the provisions of _the 
Chorus Equity contract. The contract 
provides that if you have rehearsed more 
than seven days with a production which 
closes before you have received two 
weeks’ salary you must get at least two 
weeks’ salary. If you have rehearsed less 
than seven days with such a production 
And it closes before you have opened 


with it you must have one week’s salary. 
If you rehearse less than seven days and 
open with the production but it closes 
before you have had two weeks’ salary 
you are still entitled to two weeks’ 
Salary. 

Cases of this kind are an example of 
the police value of Equity which is 
seldom realized by our members. Many 
persons profit by their membership in 
Equity without ever finding it necessary 
to place a claim. 

Members of the Chorus Equity who 
feel that they are receiving abusive 
treatment from directors of the produc- 
tions in which they are working should 
report such treatment to the Chorus 
Equity. 

We have found that most manage- 
ments wish their chorus people treated 
as ladies and gentlemen. When we have 
complained to them of the conduct of 
their directors they have always been 
most willing to see that there is no fur- 
ther cause for complaint. 

In cases of this kind, while the asso- 
ciation insists on having the name of the 
person complaining, that name is never 
given to the management without the 
consent of the member. For that reason 
there is no basis for a member fearing to 
make a complaint. 


The new season is starting. The em- 
ployment agency is very busy. You 
should call at the office daily if you are 
looking for work. Frequently we do not 
receive calls in time to send for all 
members registered in the employment 
agency. Ag 4 o’clock on one afternoon 
of this week we had calls for four pro- 
ductions for the following morning. 

Further, the employment agency is 
hampered by the fact that at least 50 
per cent of the addresses on file there 
are incorrect. 

You should notify us of all changes of 
address. 

Are you registered ith the Chorus 
Equity classes, dancing and dramatic? 
We are most anxious that members 
should be studying in these classes at 
this time of the year, since it frequently 
leads to a better engagement for the new 
season. 


Many producers of vaudeville acts 
needing dancers to open within a few 
days have picked those dancers from the 
Chorus Equity dancing class. 

Be sure to apply for an honorable 
withdrawal card if you are going out of 
our jurisdiction for a year or more. It 
is not necessary to call at the office for 
this card—you may write and make your 
application. The only requirements are 
that you must be going out of our juris- 
diction and you must be in good stand- 
ing at the time of making application.

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Bringing Back Young America 
To the Legitimate Theaters 
ea EQUITY ASSOCIATION this week 


comes forward with another constructive sug- 

gestion for the New York legitimate man- 
agers. If these managers really are sincere in their 
talk about rehabilitating the drama, they will do 
well to consider the tip. What Equity says is, in 
substance: “Bring back the younger generation to 
the legitimate theaters. In order to do this, we sug- 
gest that you set aside part of your balconies where 
young America can see your plays at a special price 
—say, 25 cents.” 

It has long been obvious, to anyone who has 
studied the situation, that if the legitimate theater 
is to make a permanent comeback it must take im- 
mediate steps to educate a new generation of play- 
goers. The gallery was the backbone of the theater 
a generation ago. 

Under the present system of ticket selling, how- 
ever, gallery seats usually sell for 50, 75 cents or $1. 
Youngsters, in other words, are required to pay up 
to 400 per cent more than their parents did for pro- 
ductions that probably are less appealing. 


We believe, however, notwithstanding the ex- 
cellence of Equity’s suggestion, that the actors’ or- 
ganization will have to get the managers to do 
something more substantial if the youngsters are 
to be lured to the theaters. Price change or no price 
change, the type of plays being presented must be 
materially altered if it is planned to get youth to 
the theater. 

If one takes the trouble to look over the long 
list of plays and musical shows produced every year 
on Broadway, he cannot help being impressed with 
the fact that the great majority are unsuited for 
youthful consumption, no matter how attractive the 
price of admission. They are permeated with sex, 
double-entendre, false standards of morality, pseudo- 
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sophistication and everything that parents do not 
want their children to see and hear. There are, to 
be sure, a few exceptions, but they are not of sufficient 
number to allow for any general arrangement on a 
price basis alone. 


Equity is right. If the legitimate producers are 
sincere in their promises for the theater, then they 
certainly must do something toward getting Young 
America back into the gallery. But they can do this 
only if they will go further and make their plays 
attractive to the youngsters they seek to draw. 


The Drop in Juvenile Patronage 
Demands Attention of Film Heads 

T IS interesting to note in conjunction with the 

foregoing editorial that the motion picture pro- 

ducers and distributors are not a little alarmed 
by the drop in juvenile patronage at picture houses 
since the advent of the talkies. It is a serious state 
of affairs, and one that signifies a lack of foresight 
on the part of the producers. Certainly the motion 
picture corporations should be able to learn from 
the mistakes of their brothers in the legitimate 
field. 


Gross earnings and net profits have soared since 
talkies came into general use. But will they con- 
tinue? After all the stability of any industry is 
based on its permanency. Without the support of 
the youthful theatergoers of the country the motion 
picture industry cannot hope to maintain its present 
prosperity. 

During the days of the silent film the motion 
picture theater, especially during matinees, was the 
headquarters for the better youthful element in any 
town. They flocked to the local houses every week, 
sometimes oftener, to see the favorite stars; to en- 
joy the thrills and the stimulation to the imagina- 
tion that the screen hd to offer. 


Since the pictures have learned to talk, however, 
the youngsters who formed the backbone of the 
patronage for many exhibitors have been forgotten. 
Innocent silent features have been replaced by so- 
called sophistication that is distasteful to a great 
many adults, let alone to the minds of children. 
Action, always most impressive to youngsters, has 
been supplanted by dialog of questionable quality. 


Now, before it is too late, is the time for the 
motion picture industry to act. The Hays organiza- 
tion has a problem here that merits its immediate 
attention. 


It is no secret that the leading producing cur- 
porations and the various exhibitor bodies are 
awakening to a realization that something must be 
done. That is a healthy sign. 


The stage has suffered from an orgy of cheap 
sensationalism under the guise of realism. Is the 
screen to follow in the same blind alley? We hope 
not. 


In recent months the Hays organization has 
taken action against questionable advertising. It 
has broadcast a code of morals, and it has done 
several other things that would tend to improve the 
moral caliber of screen fare. All of them would 
follow any effort to make the talking picture attrac- 
tive to juveniles, 


Is the Fair Passing? 
Figures Don’t Show It 


N VIEWING conditions in the show world, the 
| recent tendency has been to emphasize the tre- 

mendous growth of motion pictures and to over- 
look the several other branches, particularly in the 
outdoor field. The inference has been that while 
the motion picture industry was forging ahead by 
leaps and bounds the other branches were on the 
decline. 


Much concern has been shown for the thousands 
of fairs that dot the country. The daily press has 
carried stories and editorials stating that State and 
county fairs are on the decline. It has made no 
bones about commenting that, in its opinion, the 


fair as a medium for modern entertainment is weak ; 
that the public has lost interest; that there has been 
a marked drop in attendance to prove this; that 
“Fairs have had their day and gone the way of the 
ox cart and five-cent beer.” 


All of this has not helped the fair. Pessimism 
has grasped the minds of both public and fair men 
alike. But little or nothing has been done to blast 
the false prophecies. No concerted movement has 
been made to propagandize in the interest of fairs. 
The pessimism has been met passively. There has 
been little resistance, 


But Ralph E. Ammon, manager of the Wiscon- 
sin State Fair, Milwaukee, wanted proof, good fair 
man that he is, that all these dire pronouncements 
were true. He wanted to see for himself. And so 
he conducted a personal research into the paid at- 
tendance figures for eight Mid-Western fairs dur- 
ing the last 15 years. 


Mr. Ammon’s findings should be broadcast far 
and wide by every fair man in the country. They 
form the strongest denia! to the pessimism that 
permeates the fair world than anything that could 
possibly be found. 


Is there any reason for alarm in a business that 
has almost doubled its attendance figures in 15 


‘years? Does such progress denote a lack of public 


interest? Does it lend credence to reports that fairs 
are passe? 


Mr. Ammon’s figures speak for themselves. They 
show that attendance at these eight fairs has grown 
from 1,500,000 persons in 1915 to almost 3,000,000 
persons in 1929. 


We present these findings to the fair men of the 
country that they may be used an ammunition in 
fighting the veil of pessimistic rumors that shroud 
the truth. We cannot too strongly suggest that 
fair secretaries take every means possible to get 
there figures into the press of the country. They 
are worthy of editorial comment. 


The fair as an amusement and educational in- 
stitution is far from a dead one. The public has 
not lost interest. Indeed, interest will increase, we 
believe, as modern advertising and promotion 
methods are used in the field. The fair is now in 
the process of development. The next five years 
will see tremendous strides made toward adapting 
the fair to the fast pace of modern life. 


An Auditorium Pioneer 
Seeks Broadway’s Help 
HARLES A. McELRAVY, managing director 
of the Auditorium, Memphis, is in New York 
this week outlining to the Broadway producers 
his plans for offering auditoriums as an outlet for 
road shows. The producers, we trust, will give him 
every co-operation. Show business needs men like 
McElravy. He is a pioneer, and as such he is hav- 
ing his difficulties, most of them coming from lack 
of co-operation in his own field, 

Auditoriums, we believe, otfer a solution to the 
presert plight of the road. McElravy has shown 
in Memphis that his plan is workable, for already he 
has secured over 1,000 subscribers who have guar- 
anteed that they will take two seats (prices not to 
exceed $3) for every production playing at his 
Auditorium. 

If it can be done in Memphis, it can be done in 
other cities having auditoriums. But it needs ag- 
gressive showmanship to put it over. 

With the proper co-operation from the New 
York producers, McElravy should have no trouble. 
If it becomes a success in Memphis, then watch the 
other auditorium managers go after it. It is highly 
important for the future of the road that McElravy 
get every assistance from New York. It will be 
interesting to note just how sincere the managers 
are with their talk about bringing back the road. 
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“A Bitter Complaint”

I have a bitter complaint to make. Why 
is it that such good fellows as Edwin P. 
Norwood and Floyd Bell are allowed to escape 
from the circus field? Both of these men 
have made contributions to the circus which 
are inestimable. It has been my privilege to 
call both men friends, and a little “hello” 
from them, busy as they might be at the 
front door, always added a sort of personal 
touch to the circus, made me feel I had a 
sort of special welcome waiting, and I looked 
forward to it. And let me add that it is 
exactly this sort of thing that makes lasting 
friends for the circus. 

I don't need to comment on the ability of 
either of these men—it is known, proved 
and absolutely superior. Both, too, have the 
rare gift of meeting many and, somehow 
thru this meeting, adding new prestige and 
good will for the organization employing 
them. Townsend Walsh was another. He's 
escaped, too. All these men apparently have 
left the white tops for more profitable 
positions. 

But doesn’t it somehow give us all a 
pang of regret that the circus can't be so 
attractive and profitable a career for such 
people that they can be held. As it is, some- 
one always seems to be making a better 
offer and the circus loses what should be 
a fixture. And I'll wager there’s many 
another circus man or fan who feels just as 
I do.

Once they step out of it they stay out. and 
the acts that will be needed in the future 
will not be so easy to find.

Outdoor Organization 
Editor The Billboard: 

From week to week I eagerly await the 
coming edition of The Billboard and within 
the last few months I value the “The Forum” 
as a real service to the broad-minded, think- 
ing showman who is really interested in the 
future of outdoor show business. I have 
been inspired by the article written by R. P. 
Seyfer, of Fort Smith, Ark., to the extent 
that I feel that I would like to congratu- 
late this gentleman on his ideas and add a 
bit of personal experience as a very small 
outdoor showman, especially the past two 
seasons. 


To begin my story, we had always operated 
as a vaudeville unit up until talking pictures. 
Playing the great independent circuit of West- 
ern territory we never gained much of the 
worldly goods, but we made friends, going 
back from year to year with our family unit, 
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each year bigger and better than ever. Then 
the unforeseen happened, the mechanical ro- 
bot captured the spotlight. 

Looking the situation square in the face 
I decided to seek greener fields and, as neces- 
sity is the mother of invention, we resorted 
to the commercial field selling our show 
to the merchants of the many little towns 
where we had worked previously in the 
theater, and much to our surprise last season, 
which was our first effort along that line, 
we finished to the good and had a better 
understanding of the situation to start with 
this season. 


It is this commercial hookup that we have 
enjoyed for the past two years that let me 
feel the pulse of the average business man 
of the West (I think him no different than 
his Eastern brother), so, therefore, I am say- 
ing that this should apply as the feeling of 
the averagé business man of the entire United 
States, who has been forced to frown on all 
branches of show business on account of the 
illegitimate method of the fly-by-nighter who 
has really gone begging this season, or dou- 
bled his shady methods of doing business in 
order that he might carry on at a profit. 


What show business needs Is a real dose 
af physic that will clean out fellows who 
think it smart to outsmart the natives, 
especially the show that cares nothing for 
the name—that is easy—just change the title 
back again season after season in the same 
old territory. But from close observation 
that class of show is the hardest hit this 
season, especially in this territory. 


I am not trying to give my readers the 
impression that I am a saint or that I am the 
perfect showman. I have my faults as well as 
all human beings, but I will say that it is 
high time that the showman who has any 
thought of the future to get it in his head 
that he must fight and fight hard if he 
expects to carry on, for big business wields a 
big stick and its raps are painful. 


We must have a leader to take the respon- 
sibility of a great task, but I am in favor of 
one who is not in sympathy with big busi- 
ness; one who will fearlessly attack all laws 
that have been enacted on the statutes of 
our law books; a real Jack Dempsey with a 
k. o. punch, who will make his opponents 
know that he is in the ring and at least 
let the world know that the little showman 
wants an equal right for the trade dollar. 

I call the reader’s attention to the fact 
that it only requires the honest effort of a 
well-organized minority to put big things 
over on a large unorganized majority (or 
at least such is true to the passing of the 
18th amendment). Mr. Seyfer states that a 
ready following is at hand if someone will 
start the movement. I, myself, would not 
personally indorse an organization that did 
not have the sponsorship of some real leaders. 

I don’t know R. P. Seyfer. I am sorry to 
say that I never heard of him before, but 
regardless of who he is, let every showman 
in America indorse his suggestion and start 
looking for a Will Hays. It’s high time that 
we either swim or drown.

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High Hauling Rates 


Editor The Billboard: 

Being a constant reader of The Billboard, I 
always get an earful of what is going on, and 
I get all the kicks that are coming, not 
that I like to hear of hard times and com- 
plaints of bad business. 

In the issue of August 2 I read in The 
Billboard about the T. T. O. A. kicking 
about bad business. Such associations have 
never done anything to better conditions. 
Some years ago the old-time baggage haulers 
hauled your trunks for 25 cents each, and 
if you had over five pieces you could still 
get a better rate. In those times the vaude- 
ville performer carried one or two trunks, and 
some a great deal more, but the thing that 
put the shrinkage in it all was the high 
rates in and around New York City. One 
dollar to haul a trunk was the rate on 
Broadway some years ago, but now look at 
the rate. It is enough to make any business 
flop. You can’t blame the performer for 
not carrying baggage at those high rates. 

Gabble’s Motor Express was about the first 
motor express in New York City. It hauled 
trunks for 25 cents each. Motor trucks were 
new then and no one thought they would be 
a@ success. In those days all the theatrical 
express companies charged 25 cents, and the 
woods were not thick with them as they 
are today. The old Union Express was about 
the oldest, and McNalley’s was another. They 
all made money at that rate. I will admit 
that times have changed, but they should 
not jump to the high prices which they hold 
you up for today. The price is one cause of 
no business for the draymen, and it is still 
going to be tougher than ever for them. The 
high scale of prices is the cause of the 
slump and if they had been reasonable 
there would be more theaters open playing 
acts than there are at the present time. 
High rates and wages are really the cause 
of the theatrical disaster. J. WALLACE.

We have been instrumental in keeping the 
“Cotton Blossom” show up to its usual 
standard, and if we had been disqualified as 
per “James Ryan” we would have gotten the 
incan tied to us also. We have played a 
return date at each town and good business 
greeted the boat upon its return. 

In justice to us, we wish you would give 
us space for a notice which appeared in our 
last town. ‘“‘What’s Wrong With Showboats?” 
Well, it’s about as Capt. Hitner says: ‘“‘When 
people who have failed to make good get 
canned and threaten to ‘write up the show’ 
and get by with it in the guise of an out- 
sider—well, that’s the kind that keep good 
people out of work and make all things 
wrong, showboats included.

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The Little Theater and the Community 


ELFISHNESS was the dominant characteris- 
tic of the Little Theater movement in its 
earliest stages of development in most 
American communities, and it is deplor- 
able that in many instances this trait has 
been further accentuated to the detriment 

of the offending group. 

Not that the pioneers in this field had any 
Sinister designs upon the community that would 
cause them to brazenly establish a policy of self- 
interest, but the very nature of the movement re- 
quired sacrifices in its behalf during the infancy 
of this amateur drama era. 

There was nothing too goodffor the Little Theater 
—its settings had to be graced with the most modern 
and costly furnishings, the most luxurious draperies 
and ornaments. Its players wore the most fashion- 
able gowns and accessories and the array of extrava- 
gance was dazzling. 

But the Little Theater’s motto was “beg, borrow 
or steal, but don’t buy”, which in most cases was 
adopted thru necessity in order to make the books 
balance, but which caused the furniture dealer, the 
ready-to-wear shopkeeper and the jeweler to be vic- 
tims of this borrowing plot. 

The fact was, they were in most cases parties 
to the crime, for in their eagerness to obtain the 
patronage of those who supported the Little Theater 
movement, they vied with each other in encouraging 
the generous use of their wares. 

But the Little Theater has outlived that era of 
“art for art’s sake” in most communities, principally 
because the whims of the theatergoer have changed 
te other interests. And turn about is fair play. The 
Little Theater owes something to the community 
in which it has thrived and if it is to continue to 
be a powerful factor in the artistic development of 
that community, it must realize its place and fill it 
with honor to the organization, and the commenda- 
tion of the citizenship. 


Dividends of Good Will 


In the consideration of this necessity of “filling 
its place in the community”, Little Theater exec- 
utives must take stock of their own assets, and de- 
termine how best they may be invested so as to 
realize the dividends of good will and hearty co- 
operation of the community. 

“Charity begins at home,” it has been said, and 
so it is well for the guiding genius of the Little 
Theater to determine whether all is running smooth- 
ly in the organization’s chief business, of producing 
plays for public consumption, before venturing into 
other fields of endeavor. 

The success of a Little Theater in most any city 
or town nowadays is judged by the citizenship, in 
the manner in which the repertoire of plays for the 
seafon appeals to the playgoers, and there are two 
vival factors in assuring successful presertations. 

In the first place, the types of plays that appeal 
to the class of patronage the Little Theater draws 
must be given consideration, with some regard, of 
course, to the artistic value of the vehicles chosen, 
but with no effort to force an attraction because 
it happens to be measured satisfactorily by Little 
Theater standards in general. 

Every community has its own problems in this 
respect and they can best be solved at home, but 
there is one general rule, that of catering to the in- 
dividual likes of your audience, and shunning those 
plays which are known to be distasteful or unin- 
teresting to the average playgoer in your town. 

Of course, there are many details that go into the 
successful presentation of plays which cannot be 
discussed at length here, but in addition to the 
selection of plays, there is one other vital factor that 
generally applies, and that is in selection of players to 
take part in the productions. Too often there is a 
tendency to overwhelm a director with talent, good, 
bad and indifferent, and require the casting of all 
in various plays, regardless of ability, simply with 
the view of making the group democratic at the 
expense of public patronage. On the other hand, 
there is the extreme of reducing a Little Theater 
croup to a repertory company with a handful of 
established players. There is a happy medium, of 
course, which a wise board of directors will follow. 

The mere presentation of popular plays once was 
considered the peak of Little Theater progress, and 
if the public was pleased and continued to support 
the amateurs’ efforts, this contribution to the com- 
munity seemed worthy to justify the organization's 
existence. 


Retaining Respect 


But the time has come when the Little Theater 
must do more to command and retain the respect 
and admiration of a fickle population There is 
work to be done, and, in most communities, it can 
be easily located. 

It seems to me that there should be no reason 
for apprehension in venturing forth from the straight 
and narrow path trodden by Little Theater groups in 
the past, because these opportunities for service not 
only follow directly in the field of Little Theater 
activities, but they also require activities that should 
be within the range of the amateur performer's fancy 

There are few communities that do not have 
their community chest campaigns, union Thanks- 
giving, Christmas and Easter services, community 
Christmas trees and county and district fairs. These 
gatherings each have a place for Little Theater

activity, and they should not be overlooked, for they 
provide ample opportunities for service that will be 
reflected in increased interest and appreciation of 
the Little Theater and its activities. 

The mere fact that the Little Theater of a city 
or town boasts of a working group capable of sup- 
plying every need for play production is worthy of 
note, for the lack of these assets is a drawback 
to any community. 

Of course, practically every Little Theater at 
some time or other has been called upon to lend 
its assistance in such events as I have mentioned, 
but often the tendency is to look with disdain upon 
these efforts, to feel a resentment at what is looked 
upon as encroachments upon the Little Theater's 
field of endeavor, and small show of genuine interest 
and co-operation. 


A Community Asset 


Quite often a movement could be strengthened, 
sometimes saved from failure, by the efforts which 
a Little Theater group is capable of supplying. 

Perhaps a playlet depicting the deplorable finan- 
cial conditions and sufferings of families that might 
be aided by the community chest is capable of loosen- 
ing the purse strings of some where the appeals of 
individuals are futile. Thus the Little Theater 
might prove a powerful lieutenant to community 
chest officials, whereas a lack of facilities, such as 
the Little Theater provides, might make such an 
event out of the question. 

Good will is an inestimable asset that may be 
obtained only thru unselfish service and its value

should never be discounted. A Little Theater may 
find good will accruing to its credit rapidly if it 
steps aside from its routine to do its part toward 
a community Thanksgiving of Christmas celebration 
thru the presentation of a play or pageant signifi- 
cant of the season, when the spirit of good will is 
more evident than at any time during the year. 

And the opportunity to serve is not only availing, 
but these events may be found to be the inspiration 
for embryo playwrights to test their vehicles, for 
such opportunities are rarely availing during a regu- 
lar Little Theater season. 

In most communities there is no event during the 
vear that attracts larger crowds and is anticipated 
more keenly by the citizenship as a whole than 
the county or district fair, particularly in the smaller 
cities and towns. A majority of these fairs are not 
privileged to spend large sums for extravaganzas, 
pageants and other elaborate presentations which 
might augment the festival and add to its appeal. 


Services To Offer 


The community Little Theater should not hesi- 
tate to offer its services on such occasions, for pre- 
pared as it is with a play-producing organization, 
scenic effects, costumes, lighting paraphernalia and 
other equipment, an historical pageant, a musical 
show, a light opera or other presentation might be 
offered at a cost that would be insignificant, as 
compared with the outlay of money that would be 
required were none of these assets available for the 
purpose. 

It must be conceded that such presentations are 
not directly in line with the Little Theater move- 
ment’s original intent and purpose and there are, 
no doubt, stanch supporters of the drama who hesi- 
tate to stray from the straight and narrow path, but 
the Little Theater that flings aside traditions and 


devotes itself unselfishly to the solution of the com- 
munity’s individual entertainment problems in this 
manner, to my point of view, is capable of winning 
admiration and respect, as well as citing a powerful 
illustration that it is a vital factor in the community 
life and deserves full support of the public. 

There are other advantages to the amateur play 
group in engaging in such a venture that are not 
apparent on the surface, but are to be discovered 
only thru the experience of having staged such a 
production. For instance, the director of every 
group has the problem of using all of his available 
material, as suggested elsewhere in this article, and 
it is to his advantage in a big musical show or 
pageant, for there is the opportunity to make use 
of all who aspire to don the grease paint. There are 
varied talents required by the nature of the pres- 
entation—singing, dancing, horsemanship, acrobatics, 
as well as histrionics, and the problem of satisfying 
the cravings of the novices is solved. 

Then, ever and anon, there is a talented performer 
in the community whose actual ability does not come 
to the attention of a busy director and is revealed 
only when employed in mass production, such as 
I have herewith suggested. 

I consider it highly desirable that Little Theater 
players who have developed exceptional ability, take 
part in other events in which their talent might be 
employed to advantage—in church plays and pag- 
eants, club skits and school attractions. Some 
groups are selfish in this respect and resent the 
“lending” of their talent for other purposes. Not 
only does the good-will phase enter into the exchange 
of talent, but frequently the noticeably superior 
ability of the Little Theater performer is a tribute 
to the group’s accomplishment in training talent. 
It is desirable, I believe, for the Little Theater to 
also lend such articles of its equipment which may 
not be easily secured elsewhere, when it is assured 
that they will receive proper care and be returned 
in good condition. 


Workshop Productions . 


The Little Theater in the small town which does 
not have a class following that is sufficiently large 
to support its efforts without public appeal, often 
finds it difficult to interest its members and pros- 
pective members in workshop productions, which are 
so vital to the building of a talented group of play- 
ers. Workshop productions are frequently poorly at- 
tended and, as a result, the players lose interest in 
this academic work. 

The lack of interest might be overcome in a large 
measure by presenting the workshop plays and 
sketches before civic club groups and at conventions 
as free attractions. It is a rare occasion when a 
luncheon club chairman does not welcome the pos- 
sibility of securing a one-act play as the feature of 
his program and convention program chairmen simi- 
larly welcome the opportunity of varying the en- 
tertainment program with dramatic fare. Not only 
do these organizations feel indebted to the Little 
Theater for the assistance given, but at conventions 
particularly, is it possible to impress the visitor to 
your city with your organization's work. 

The Little Theater that has a building of its own 
should find it advantageous to make it available 
for other gatherings at a rental that insures ex- 
penses of operation and upkeep, but does not work 
a hardship upon those who request its use. The 
Little Theater building that becomes a community 
center is, in a sense, serving its owners well, for hu- 
man beings are creatures of habit, and the average 
person finds it more desirable to go to a playhouse 
for various attractions, when they are in the habit 
of visiting that particular theater, rather than to 
cultivate new environments. 


A Stormy Period 


The past season has seen the Little Theater, like 

the legitimate theater, weathering a stormy period 
marked by indifference to the dramatic stage and its 
offerings, and the apparent lack of interest in the 
spoken drama has been a more severe blow to the 
amateur players than to their professional neigh- 
bors, chiefly because it is the first reverses suffered 
by the amateur movement, scarcely two decades old 
in general, whereas the professional stage has had 
its ups and downs in cycles for centuries. 
- In a number of instances, the effect has been 
such that amateur groups have given up the fight 
and many Little Theaters have gone out of existence 
since the beginning of the 1929-’30 season, while 
inactivity of others have presaged similar declines. 
In other instances the craft has proven hardy and 
weathered the storm, either thru retrenchment poli- 
cies or liberality of wealthy patrons who have over- 
come the difficulties of the box office. 

The greatest sufferers are those groups which 
have had ambitious building plans and have found 
themselves in the midst of efforts to raise funds for 
their new theaters, only to have the responsibility 
doubled by the necessity of making ends meet in 
financing the current season’s productions. 

The smal] town groups have suffered more keenly 
than their metropolitan contemporaries, for the for- 
mer are usually sustained by a handful of faithfuls 
and the organization’s foundation is trivial and frail. 

Those who have studied the situation feel that the 
depression is to be short-lived and the Little Thea- 
ter and other dramatic enterprises are due to stage

dom, has plenty of prophets who can tell 
what will happen to it in the next few 
years, as well as plenty who are willing to 
tell someone else how to conduct a rodeo. 
However, many promoters fail to follow 
their own written advice in actually going to the real 
work of staging a big rodeo. 


Since leaving the rodeo field, except as a lifelong 
friend and spectator, I have been able to watch the 
various successes and failures of the sport with per- 
haps more freedom than a man actually engaged in 
the field still. For the same reason I have perhaps 
been enabled to speak a bit more freely of the 
shortcomings as well as the better points of the 
rodeo promoters I have known. 


One of the most often repeated rules of a genuine > 


rodeo is the necessity of capable judges. However, 
promoter after promoter in the East has failed to 
follow this thru. He has selected men of fine char- 
acter who might serve well as judges in a court of 
law, but not men able to tell the fine points of a 
rodeo contest. The judge must be an actual rider 
himself, he must have had the thrilling experience 
of competing in a corral contest, and he must know 
by this experience what the fine points at stake are. 
No man who has merely been a spectator all his life 
can possibly give a capable professional verdict. 


Ex-Wild West performers make the best judges. 
There are usually plenty of them available at a 
given location. The rodeo in itself will attract all 
men who have been interested in this field for a 
wide distance around, for the old rodeo fan likes to 
watch others perform, despite repeated disappoint- 
ments in expecting a genuine Western rodeo. 


A contest that is partly championship contest and 
partly for mount money is bound to be a failure. 
The public will see the same rider coming in on 
more than one event, and will not understand the 
situation when the contest is announced as an open 
championship event. The two kinds must not be 
mixed. Each event must be announced entirely for 
the championship contest, or entirely for mount 
money. 


Moreover, the public must know the difference. 
A fair idea of the distinction is abroad, but this is 
just enough to cause confusion when a hybrid affair 
is staged, and the amateur rodeo fan with a sprin- 
kling of knowledge about it will be the first person 
to tell his neighbors what is wrong. A ful] explana- 
tion of the conditions of each event must be broad- 
cast to the spectators thru advance advertising when 
possible, assisted by programs and platform an- 
nouncements. 

A champioriship rodeo, it must be repeated, is 
an event in which one rider can ride only one horse 
a day in a bucking horse event. When any man 
is paid for his riding, it immediately loses this clas- 
sification and becomes a usual paid promotional 
event, which may be very fine in its own way, but 
should not be confused with the Western champion- 
ship affairs. 


The public is beginning to understand this, and 
when the same rider keeps on coming out on one 
horse after another in the same cgntest, murmurs 
of disapproval may generally be heard in the grand 
stand. The result is a definite loss of attendance 
for the next rodeo staged in that section. 

One reason for the failure of the mount money 
form of rodeo, so far as general popularity is con- 
cerned, is the fact that the rider 1s not interested 
in any possible injuries to the horse he may happen 
to ride. He is riding for a certain sum of money

perhaps three or five dollars a mount, and if he is 
bucked off, is satisfied, as he secures his pay anyway. 
The honor of the championship, which they are not 
directly competing for, does not matter to them, 
and the better spirit of sportsmanship is absent. 

The necessity of proper conduct of rodeo people 
upon the lot as well as around the town is too obvious 
to need emphasis. Yet, many rodeos are attended 
by a fair amount of drunkenness and rowdiness from 
the performers. Nothing will give the rodeo as a 
whole a black eye so quickly as this. Townspeople do 
not want any of this sort of atmosphere brought 
into the town, and it may be speedily closed to 
future events of the same kind. 

As a judge of many rodeos, I have been in a posi- 
tion to note the leading faults from the standpoint 
of the spectator. The show must run smoothly. The 
public is accustomed to the law of the stage that

ticipating in rodeo contests many years, 


“the show must go on” and expects no interruptions 
to any production or presentation. They are justi- 
fied in expecting as much from a rodeo, and are 
disappointed, if not actually disgusted, when the 
reverse is true. 

The public, moreover, must be educated to under- 
stand the fine points of a rodeo. They must learn 
the several reasons why one rider who may be more 
flashing than another is not as good 4 rider accord- 
ing to the rules of the contest. Printed publicity is 
the first means to help this. A page should be de- 
voted to this in the program, showing each spectator 
the points that make good riding. In this way, each 
spectator becomes an interested connoisseur of the 
sport and flatters himself that he is a bit more apt 
to judging each event than his neighbor—with good 
results upon attendance. 

Much depends upon the announcer in this respect 
as well. When the printed program cannot carry 
the necessary points, the announcer can point each 
out just before each event. In all cases, he can 
amplify printed statements with pointing out the 
facts covered by actual demonstration noting an in- 
dividual rider as each appears. 


In the East, rodeo exhibitions in the past have 
tended to make the public believe that if a rider 
Stays on his horse, he has achieved the sole object 
of the contest. Every rodeo man knows this is not 
the case, and that the real events of tiie contest 
are based upon more detailed fine points, which 
must be understood before they are counted by the 
general public. Stress upon the more spectacular 
feature in bucking contests has not awakened the 
public to the really fine points of the contest. They 
must learn thru a detailed program of publicity, 
just how to rate both man and horse. They must 
learn, for instance, that contest rules call for the 
riders’ spurs on the horses of the mount for first 
three jumps after coming out of the chute, throw- 
ing back to normal riding position only after this. 
Tight legging and all that this means to poor riding 
must be explained. When the public understands the 
nature of the contests, it will be in a better position 
to judge, and to appreciate the events. 

The occasional feeling that there is cruelty to 
animals in the rodeo events must be combated 
and disproved. Actually there is more danger to the 
rider than to his mount. The rider may easily suf- 
fer dislocated shoulders, broken ribs or more serious 
injuries, but the injuries to the stock are usually 
much slighter. The owner of rodeo stock will not 
allow his property to be abused, and will see to it 
that the conditions and conduct of the contest pre- 
vent such a possibility. A good string of steers or 
riding horses is considered a valuable business asset. 

The public, finally, must learn thru seeing con- 
tests and thru appropriate publicity the ethical na- 
ture of each event. They must learn that riders do 
not put burs under their saddles to spur the mount, 
for instance. They must learn that a championship 
event is not one ridden for mount money. Once 
word gets around that a single event is paid, the 
public tends to think that all must be. Here is the 
doom of the rodeo field in the East, if it is not 
conducted along the proper planes. The public has 
seen or heard enough of genuine Western events to 
know what entertainment may be expected from 
them. They must find each contest sponsored by 
promoters genuine in every particular. The unethi- 
cal promoter is the worst enemy of the rodeo.

notable comebacks in the seasons to come and for 

that reason they are not ready to “give up the 

ghost”. 

I mention this situation simply to call attention 
to the fact that the Little Theater that has revised its 
production plans to appeal more generally to the 
public is the group that has gone forward little per- 
turbed, and the very points that I have brought out 
in this article have been justified in the develop- 
ments of the past few months. The groups that have 
waived the formalities of the movement and have 
engaged in money-making enterprises to refill the 
coffers drained by indifference of playgoers 2re those 
that have survived. 

These groups are looking forward to a new sea- 
scn, optimistic in the hope that another year will 
see a creater interest in the spoken drama, and ccn- 
fident that if such jis not the case, they will, never- 
theless, continue to carry on. They know that if the 
Little Theater makes itself useful in every phase of 
community activity in which it might play a part 
there is a greater possibility of it receiving in return 
the support and commendation of the community in 
which it seeks to exist and thrive.

Opportunity for American 
circus — report Wirth’s 
activites will be limited 


SYDNEY.—From a reliable source it 
is learned that the activities of tho 
Wirth Circiis are likely to be very lim- 
ited after the close of the Melbourne 
carnival season next November. Some 
time ago readers were notified of the 
dissoulution, after a 50 years’ partner- 
ship, of Phil and George Wirth, with 
the latter retiring permanently from 
show business. Now there is every in- 
dication that Phil, the elder brother, is 
tired of carrying on, and he is arrang- 
ing to turn the show over to the mem- 
bers of his own family—sons, daughters 
and sons-in-law. Furthermore, overseas 
importations will cease, and the show 
will carry on, or try to, with the best 
available Australian talent. 


For some years the Wirths have been 
giving a fine show in two rings, but 
working only one ring at a time, as 
Australian audiences do not favor the 
idea of more, seeing that most of the 
stands are one night, and, it is impos- 
sible to get the benefit of the program. 

In Sydney and Melbourne the circus 
can stay four to six weeks. in other 
centers for several nights and, in the 
majority, one night. If an enterprising 
American show cared to take up the 
proposition for discussion, it is felt that 
it would be favorable, even admitting 
that the quarantine restrictions on ani- 
mals would hold up preliminary show- 
ing for several months.

DES MOINES, Ia., Aug. 9.—At the 
convention of the Circus Fans here, July 
28 to 30, prominent members were on 
hand from distant points in the States— 
Spokane, Los Angeles, three cities in 
Texas, New Orleans, State of New York, 
Boston and some from the Northern 
States. John Ringling, who had just re- 
turned from Europe; Jess Adkins, man- 
ager of the John Robinson Circus; C. D. 
Odom, manager Hagenbeck-Wallace Cir-~- 
cus, and W. J. Riley, editor of The Bill- 
board, sent telegrams, regretting that 
they could not be present. 

An excellent address was made at the 
banquet by Chauncey A. Weaver. He is 
assistant city solicitor at Des Moines, 
and was formerly editorial writer for 
one of the local papers. He is a member 
of the executive committee of the Na- 
tional Musicians’ Union and of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

Among the resolutions passed was the 
following: 

Whereas, One of the major purposes 
and objects of the Circus Fans’ Associa- 
tion of America is the prevention of 
burdensome and excessive licensing and 
taxation of circuses, and, whereas, a 
real] menace to circus development lies 
in the disposition of numerous State 
legislatures to exact heavy licenses on 
the motorized equipment of road shows, 
and, 

Whereas, Such excessive taxation has 
in many instances had the practical 
effect of driving motorized circuses out 
of several States, thus depriving par- 
ticularly the inhabitants of small rural 
communities of the opportunity of en- 
joying clean amusement of a high type 
and of great educational value; 

Be It Resolved, By the Circus Fans’ 
Association of America, that al] the re- 
sources and influence and energies of 
this association be applied and directed, 
thru the activities of its legislative com-

mittee and by any other means in its 
power, to combat and defeat all undue, 
excessive and improper taxation and 
licensing of circus equipment and 
vehicles; and that every possible effort 
be promptly and vigorously exerted by 
this association either to cause such cir- 
cus equipment and vehicles to be wholly 
exempted from the payment of all li- 
censes and fees on the ground that the 
circuses operating in this country con- 
tribute in an appreciable degree to the 
education and enjoyment of 130,000,000 
boys and girls, from 1 to 100 years old, 
or to bring about in every State of this 
Union an early adoption of the Uniform 
Vehicle Code sponsored by the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, said code 
providing for a complete and satisfactory 
provision to the end that full recogni- 
tion in every State shall be accorded to 
the motor-vehicle license of the State 
of origin. 

Be It Resolved, That the Circus Fans’ 
Association, in convention assembled, 
hereby expresses to the United States 
Chamber of Commerce its deep appre- 
ciation for its great courtesy in sending 
to our convention convies of the Uniform 
Vehicle Code for distribution to our 
delegates, and, 

Be It Further Resolved, That this con- 
vention does commend the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States for its 
efforts to bring about uniform motor 
legislation, thereby solving, to a large 
extent, the problem of the American 
motorized and motor-carrying circus. 

Be It Further Resolved, That a copy of 
the resolution be forwarded to the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United

FROM CALGARY—The stampede was 
no sooner éver than plans were started 
to make 1931's big frontier day celebra- 
tion the greatest that has ever been 
attempted. The dates next year will be 
July 6-11. July 6 will be the 75th birth- 
day of Pat Burns, the multimillionaire 
cowman of the Canadian West, who, to- 
gether with the late George Lane, A. E. 
Cross and the Hon. A. J. McLean, so 
often referred to as the Big Four, are the 
men who financed Guy Weadick in his 
first stampede here in 1912. Burns is 
a name that is a household word all 
over Canada. His interests in the live- 
stock industry consist of numerous 
ranches all over Alberta, and it can be 
truly said that his cattle and horses 
“roam on a thousand hills”. The man- 
agement of the Calgary Exhibition and 
Stampede will hold next year’s celebra- 
tion as a diamond jubilee in honor of 
one of the stampede’s founders. A birth- 
day cake, to supply 50,000 people, with 
75 lights, will be cut and distributed. 
Old-time cowmen, attired in their old- 
time range outfits, chuck wagons by the 
score, with their crews, will line up 
behind Canada’s oldtimer in the famous 
stampede parade. These riders will rep- 
resent every cattle-raising district in 
the West, from the Mexican border to 
the Peace River of the North. Prom- 
inent government officials, railroad ex- 
ecutives, people prominent in the social 
life of England, United States, Canada 
and even Australia and New Zealand, 
have already signified their intention 
of being present at this big, novel West- 
ern birthday party. Next year a new 
bunch of stunts will be introduced. Guy 
Weadick, manager of the stampede, left 
yesterday for Denver on important busi- 
ness. Immediately upon his return he 
will start work on details. The following

The relatives threatened force, and 
the sexton ordered Nagy’s grave filled. The cortage wound 10 miles back 
to St. Clairsville, where the body was kept until Tuesday, waiting for an 
open grave.” 


“Tie that one, if you can,” comments a well-known park man. We're 
sure we can’t. However, it probably is consoling to the residents of Blaine 
to know that the “blue laws” will never extend to the point of forbidding 
people to die on Sunday! 


A court decision recently rendered in New England in a case where 
a damage suit was instituted against an amusement park for injuries 
sustained by a girl in passing thru a turnstile, and in which the defendant 
received judgment, should Serve as food for thought for owners to make 
an investigation into their turnstile apparatus. In giving its decision, the 
court ruled that the turnstile was so constructed that one could be injured 
without negligence on his or her part. 


Just how old the turnstile in,question was or is, we are unable to 
say, but from what we have seen and heard of the latest types of turn- 
stiles, we cannot understand how anybody could be injured similarly on 
apparatus that is up to date. However, the subject is one worth looking 
into by turnstile owners and any action necessary taken. 


HOUSTON, Tex., Aug. 9.—Activities at 
Lakeside Park are progressing very rapid- 
ly, many contracts being closed for vari- 
ous rides and concessions. The park, 
which opens next April, will be under the 
management of Jake Schwarz. 

J. C. Calder, veteran seaman, has 
started building boats. J. Morela has a 
contract to build and operate a water 
chute, using a section of the lake. Cliff 
Goodman is designing a new amusement 
feature, calied the Devil's Horse, the pas- 
sengers entering the mouth of the 
“horse” on the tongue, which disappears 
and the mouth closes. The passengers 
tour the inside, which has various fea- 
tures, and exit from the tail. 

Jack Groves, of St. Marys, O., will op- 
erate a number of concessions. John 
Kobel, of Kansas City, is negotiating for 
miniature railroad. E. Dambreau will 
have the Palace of Illusions, and will 
change his show weekly. Cecil Shonley, 
of Leavenworth, Kan., will place a 
Caurousel. Contracts for miniature golf, 
kiddyland, botanical garden, dance pal- 
ace, boating and bathing have been closed. 

Fifty summer cottages will be erected 
on the lake front. Pedan & Company 
and Lechinger Marine Department will 
supervise the motor-boat races on the 
lake. A large pier leading to the boats 
will be finished in ample time. 

County officials have surveyed a new 
route to the park, which will be of hard 
surface and completed in time for the 
opening. A permit to place a dredge in 
the lake to clear all obstructions is up 
witn the officials at Washington. 


Golden City Park 
To Be Improved 


NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—Golden City 
Park, Canarsie, Brooklyn, which is un- 
der the management of Rosenthal Bros., 
will be improved next season by the 
much-needed addition of a modern 
swimming pool and an airport, as there 
is available sufficient land adjoining the 
park for this improvement. The Rosen- 
thals also intend eiiminating “Golden 
City Park”, and will feature “Canarsie”, 
as the latter name is populariy known 
thruout Greater New York territory.

charge of the bathhouse and bathing, 
To date, the beach has shown a big in- 
crease in business as compared to former 
years.

An excellent col- 
lection of wild and domestic animals are 
on exhibition in individual cages. 

This park stresses its athletic facilities, 
which include a baseball diamond, race 
track for events, children's playground 
and other features.

In The Story of the Exposition, by 
Frank Morton Todd, and now in the 
library of the American Museum of Pub- 
lic Recreation, Coney Island, we read: 

“The exposition management clearly 
realized the value of the sentimental in- 
terest that may be excited and capitalized 
for the benefit of the project.

Hilde- 
garde Couney and Vera Beresford, daugh- 
ter of Kitty Gordon, the actress, officiated 
at the planting. Master Malcom Burt 
put in a toy policeman to keep order, and 
a toy dog was planted to keep watch. 
Nuts and plum pudding and ice cream 
and candies and other good things were 
lowered to make them grow, and the 
whole was watered with California 
champagne, which proved so stimulating 
that a doll grew into the 90-foot suf- 
fraget in a few weeks thereafter. 

“The delectable foolishness went on 
for hours and brought a mist to the eyes 
of many a grownup who realized that 
only in some such fairyland as this 
could he ever be a child again.”

Non-Stop Record 


JACKSON, Miss., Aug. 9.—A roller- 
skate endurance contest will start at 
Livingston Park August 11. A large field 
of entrants have been signed by Manager 
H. G. Starbuck, who is directing the 
contest, and the event has attracted 
widespread interest. 

Many skaters of reputation in this sec- 
tion are among the contestants. Some 
lively going is expected, and there is hope 
of lowering the record of 40 hours, re- 
cently hung up in England. 

What is claimed to be the world’s 
record for non-stop roller skating was 
established by Arnold Binns, of Hebden 
Bridge, at the Empress Rink, Burnley, 
England. Bins went 40 hours, 13 min- 
utes. He covered nearly 400 miles. The 
previous high record was 40 hours, 5 
minutes. 


World’s Largest Inclosed 
Roller Rink Fast Rising 


MILWAUKEE,, Aug. 11.—Work is pro- 
gressing rapidly on the world's largest 
inclosed roller-skating palace. This rink, 
which is patterned after the Chicago 
Stadium, is being financed by Jack Bau- 
mann, one of the leading sportsmen of 
the Middle West, and the expenditures 
will amount to, including the inner 


equipment, in the neighborhood of 
$200,000. 
Included in the latest improvements 


is a floor of the finest Wisconsin maple. 
This fioor, which will cost $14,000 to 
install, is as near a perfect skating floor 
as money will allow. The lighting fix- 
tures will be of the most modern type, 
neither money, time, skill or effort being 
spared to give the roller-skating public 
the best in lighting effects. The music 
will be supplied thru the medium of a 
gigantic pipe organ, installed in a bal- 
cony in a secluded spot in this colossal 
auditorium, and will dispatch music 
from a hidden source. The skating 
equipment will be the most modern and 
up to date in the world, consisting of 
3,506 pairs of men’s skates and 2,800 
pairs of women’s skates, making a grand 
total of 6,300 pairs of the finest ball- 
bearing skates obtainable. 

This huge building, which will be the 
scene of most of the major boxing con- 
tests in Wisconsin, has a seating capacity 
of 8,000 persons. Due to the large corps 
of men employed by the contractor in 
charge of the building program, the 
completion cf this building will be fin- 
ished the last week of August, weather 
permitting. 


Former Canton Rink Burns; 
Was Valued at $175,000 


CANTON, O., Aug. 9.—The Land 0’ 
Dance, which was occupied last winter 
as a skating rink by Harold H. Keetle, 
was wiped out by fire a few days ago. 
The building and site were valued at 
$175,000. The structure is practically a 
total loss. It was beautifully decorated 
and was 100x200 feet in area. 

Failing to make profitable returns as 
a dance hall, the building was leased for 
rink purposes and was operated suc- 
cessfully by Keetle. During the summer 
it has been used as a storage place for 
automobiles. There were 29 cars stored, 
all destroyed by the flames.

Sholovitz Asks Keetle 
What It’s All About 


Morris B. Sholovitz, rink impresario, 
wants to know something more definite 
about the plans suggested by Keetle for 
the formation of a rink owners’ asso- 
ciation. He writes from Central Falls, 
R. LL: 

“I would like to have further informa- 
tion about the said association. What 
is the purpose of the association? What 
are the benefits to be derived? What 
bond will bind the owner to speak well 
of his rival? 

“I heartily indorse the proposition if 
it can be brought about and will benefit 
us. Mr. Keetle leaves me in doubt as to 
where the racers or skating acts have 
knocked, or in Mr. Keetle’s polite way of 
putting it, “boosted” him. 


“Now for the music end. I believe 
myself quite qualified to voice my 
opinion as to music devices. I have two 
units equipped with organs and two 
with automatic devices equipped with 
amplifiers. Patrons say the music de- 
vice is satisfactory and they like the 
organ for curtain pieces. Boiled down, 
this shows that different patrons like 
different things. Therefore owners 
should purchase according to their own 
preferences. My managers are equally 
Givided, some saying the automatic de- 
vice is easier to operate and it is also 
cheaper. 


“Evidently Mr. Keetle has not tried 
the latest devices. Otherwise he would 
not say the organ furnishes better music 
or more volume. I would like to see a 
discussion started on this matter pro- 
vided the owners have time to write 
between their trips to the bank wearing 
out their shoes transporting the shekels.” 


Rmks Must Be Made 


Attractive to Women 


Out-of-date stuff in the music, rough 
floor, little or no decorations and rough- 
neck antics by skaters on the floor are 
among the good and sufficient reasons 
why many skaters pass up a rink and 
patronize the dance hall instead, accord- 
ing to Francis J. Baldwin, the rubber- 
cushion skate roll manufacturer. 


If you expect to compete successfully 
with the dance-hall opposition, he 
argues, your rink must be kept as neat 
and attractively decorated and have just 
as good music as the dance hall. 

It usually requires something more 
than a barrel organ with the music of 
1776 to keep feminine skaters from 
passing up the rink for the dance floor. 


Frank Vernon Comes Back 
With Facts and Figures 


Armories in Ohio towns have been 
rented for roller skating at good profit, 
Frank Vernon insists, challenging the 
anti-roller-skating ukase issued by the 
attorney-general as not justified by 
actual returns from the popular sport. 
In a communication to The Billboard, 
Vernon says, following up his protest, 
which was published several weeks ago: 

“In your issue of August 2, in Mr. 
Keetle’s story, he stated that the 
brigadier genera] had two excuses to 
offer why the order was issued pro- 
hibiting the armories for the use of 
roller skating. Let me prove to the 
skating world that the brigadier general 
is wrong. 

“First, he states that people owning 
buildings in the various places where 
armories are located were making a com- 
plaint, saying they could not rent their 
buildings on account of the armories 
being rented. I dare say, outside of the 
seven largest cities of the State, there 
isn’t a building to be found that would 
be suitable for roller skating. I know 
of 12 towns in the State that have 
armories, but in these same towns 
there isn’t a building to be had that 
could be used for roller skating. So 
here the brigadier general is wrong. 

“Now he states there isn’t enough rent 
from roller rinks. How much rent does 
he want? Perhaps the earth, or perhaps 
this is only a stall on his part to avoid 
renting. As I stated, all armories 1 
operated made good money. In one 
town that has a population af about 
8,000 I gave the company 25 per cent 
of the gross business. Took care of the 
armory clear to the front door I was 
using as an entrance at my expense. 
The only expense the company had was 
the electric light. After having the 
wattage figured out according to the 
number of lights used each night it 
cost 58 cents a night for current. Now 
at this basis for 45 nights the light bill 
would cost $26.10. The company’s share 
for these 45 nights was $496.78. De- 
ducting the light bill, which was the 
only expense it had, would leave a bal- 
ance of $470.65 clear velvet for the 
armory. If that isn’t paying big rental 
they will have to show me. 

“I believe it was just a case of side- 
tracking rinking in favor of other 
amusements, for the above will prove 
for itself. 

“If it were not possible to secure these 
armories in many,Ohio towns the lovers 
of skating would be deprived of this 
sport unless they went to some of the 
larger cities where they have permanent 
rinks all the year round.” 


City Will Build 
And Operate Rink 


The contract for building a new rink 
in Moncton, N. B., has been given out 
and work is to begin right away. Council 
took over the plan from private pro- 
moters, and will run the rink as a public 
venture and community asset. Ambrose 
Wheeler, of Moncton, was given the con- 
tract, ard the cost is to be $115,944. The 
agreement between contract and city 
council is that should both parties see 
fit, another contractor will build and 
equip a plant for the production of arti- 
ficial ice, which is to be connected with 
the rink. The cost of this is allotted at 
$25.875. 

The main building is to be of brick. 
The seats are to be of concrete. The con- 
tractor says everything will be ready by 
December 1, and that the ice will be on 
the floor soon after that date. For the 
summer and fall, roller skating will be 
revived. This pastime was once popular 
in Moncton, but the smallness of the 
rink was a factor in loss of local prestige. 
The new rink will be one of the largest 
and most modern in the maritime 
provinces. There will be seating accom- 
modations for about 4,000, besides large 
floor space for skating, hockey, bazaars, 
exhibitions, etc. 


Puritan Springs Results 


Results reported from the Puritan 
Springs Park (Cleveland) roller races of 
July 29: Joe West, Mid-Western cham- 
pion, skated three miles while Doc 
Smallwood, former world’s long-distance- 
running champion, ran one and a half 
miles. Joe West won by one lap. Time, 
9 minutes, 45 seconds. The crowd was 
in an uproar at the finish, both sprint- 
ing home amid great excitement. Other 
events were as follaws: Class A, won by 
Joe Preisler, 4% mile; Class AA, won by 
Joe Miskow of Lorain, O. The added 
attraction was a race won by the 8-year- 
old wonder, Artie Emannuel, who beat 
Chick Brown, 17 years old, in a special 
race to determine the tte eae | of 
Puritan Springs Park.

Fair Breaks and Fair Shakes 


By AL HARTMANN

UR comment in the issue of July 26 on the question of restrictive 

ordinances for the protection of fairs, before, during and after the 

events against circuses, carnivals and other tented enterprises, has 
brought some reaction, we are glad to state. The reaction comes in 
the form of a letter from a man thoroly experienced in fair workings. 
In his opinion, nothing hurts a fair but a poor amusement program, 
inferior exhibits, bad management, poor crops and inclement weather, 
and no town should be closed to tented shows at any time. 


The main objection that fair men have against circuses and carnivals, 
he argues, is the covering up of paper advertising the fair by the billing 
crews of the tented aggregations. Here is a point to which transient show 
owners and managers should give serious thought, and the sooner such 
practices are stopped, the better it will be for all concerned. The spirit 


today should be co-operative instead of antagonistic. 


Let the fighting 


methods of yesterday become business-like methods today, 


We are now going to let our informant describe the situation in his 


own words. 


He says: “Three different years, one of the larger circuses 


played my town the Saturday before the fair opened, the Monday of 
opening week and the closing Saturday, and the fair made plenty of money 
each year. There is no excuse for closing a town *o a circus at any time. 
The people are entitled to a variety of amusements, and if a fair is so 
weak in its program that any circus takes business away from it, on the 
week, it does not deserve public support. It will undoubtedly hurt busi- 
ness for the one day, but you might as well argue that special sales by 
merchants, reduced rates by railroads and many other inducements offered 
fair week, curtail the amount of money that will be spent in going thru 
the gates of the fair. Crop failure and bad weather of the week of the 
fair are the only elements entering into attendance at fairs. 


“This latter statement has been proven again in my own experience. 
The theaters and picture houses of my town were in the habit of actnally 
‘laying down’ fair week, providing a program of cheap pictures and cheap 
vaudeville. ‘Giving in’ to my argument one year, a good program was pro- 
vided and well advertised, consequently a good business was done. My 
theory was and still is, the fair cannot possibly please all people. The 
members of one family may not all be fair fans; some go to the fair and 
the others hunt around for amusements, and if the latter go to a good 
show doumtown, when they get home an exchange of experiences will ab- 
solutely bring them back to town the nezt day, and in this day of auto- 
mobiles very few patrons of a fair stay in town over night—a 75-mile 
ride is nothing, provided there is some place to ride to and a profitable 


day or night to be spent thereby. 


“Nothing hurts a fair but a poor amusement program, inferior ex- 
hibits, bad management, poor crops and the weather. However, there is 
one phase of the circus competition that must not be overlooked, and that 
is advertising. The modern circus spends dollars where the fair is able 
to spend only 10-cent pieces, and it is very discouraging to the fair man 
to put his paper up around the country on the 15th of the month and 
go out in a week and find it all covered by a circus, either in his own 
town or an adjacent one. The absolute disregard shown by the circus 
and the carnival of locations upon which other paper has been spread is 
unbusinesslike and unfair, and has been the principal cause for all fair 
opposition to the circus and carnival. This applies to the circus playing 
@ fair town the week following fair dates, as well as during fair week.” 


Appalachian 
Fair Extends 


Johnson City, Tenn., event 
now embraces counties in 
neighboring States 


JOHNSON CITY, Tenn., Aug. 9.—Offi- 
cials of the Appalachian District Fair, to 
be held here September 8-13, anticipate 
the greatest and most successful season. 
New departments have been added and 
the territory of the fair has been largely 
increased to take in a half dozen coun- 
ties in Western North Carolina and a 
similar number in Southwest Virginia. 
These counties, together with 10 Upper 
East Tennessee counties, compose the 
“tri-State” territory, and several new 
departments and classes have been made 
for exhibits and entries from this terri- 
tory. The numerous open classes for 
unrestricted competition remain un- 
changed except for more numerous 
premiums. 

The 4-H Club and Vocational Agricul- 
ture departments have been tripled in 
size and hundreds of club members are 
preparing entries. Schools in several 
counties in this territory have arranged 
to close on Tuesday, September 9, which 
is School Day. More than a dozen 
county agents and an equal number of 
extension workers and county demon- 
stration directors are actively assisting 
the fair organization in arranging for 
exhibits and entries. 

Some of the special features at the 
fair will be the Federal Forestry Depart- 
ment exhibit and the big Department of 
Agriculture exhibit which is being sent 
down from Washington, D. C., and the 
School Displays from the various schools 
and colleges in this territory. It was 
learned this week that the Standard Oil 
Band from the Baton Rouge Refinery (40 
pieces) will be at the fair for at least 
four days, and that the Southern Rail- 
road had admitted this fair to the 
“Southern Corn Cup Competition”. 

Several crews of carpenters, electricians 
anc ground men are at work now pre- 
paring for the event. 

The L. J. Heth Shows have the midway 
this season, and the numerous big rides 
and shows carried will fill this section 
of the grounds to capacity. It is under- 
stood that L. J. Heth has added several 
new rides during the last two seasons 
that will be new to this territory. 

In‘the free entertainment department 
an unusually interesting show has been 
arranged. The Gus Sun Booking Office 
is furnishing its largest revue, and sev- 
eral other big acts are being “set” into 
it, making an extra pretentious offering. 
The revue carries 30 people and will be 
directed and managed by Arthur Hauk 
and will feature Bud Brownie. The acts 
being added include the Six Marinelli 
Girls, German gymnastic act; the 
Sorority Girls’ Band, 10-piece orchestra 
with male director; Wheeler and Wheel- 
er, Del Rhea and others. The entire 
attraction is being advertised as a revue 
and will be staged in that manner. 

Other special features are planned, but 
have not been definitely arranged, ac- 
cording to Carroll King, the secretary 
and manager.

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Court Rules on Damage Suit 
Based on Accident at Fair 


SPENCER, Ia., Aug. 9.—E. W. Zieman 
has been awarded $5,000 damages 
against the World Amusement Company 
and the United States Fidelity and 
Guaranty Company and judgment en- 
tered by Judge F. C. Davidson. The suit 
was based upon an accident during auto 
races at the Clay County Fair three 
years ago. 

The fair association made settlement 
with Zieman and money held by it for 
the World Amusement Company was 
paid to Zieman upon judgment he ob- 
tained against the race-feature sponsors, 
and the balance of $5,000 was left to be 
collected from the insurance com- 
pany which indemnified the World 
Amusement Company for loss or dam- 
ages. The policy provices, however, that 
the insurance company was not liable 
until after judgment had been ren- 
dered against the racing promoters, and 
then only for the amount paid under the 
judgment against it. The Iowa statute 
provides that an insurance company may 
be sued directly whenever judgment is 
given against the insured and the plain- 
tiff is umable to collect. The court 
ruled that this statute covered the situa- 
tion, altho the insurance company, a 
Maryland corporation, with the policy 
made out in Chicago, and the World 
Amusement Company, a South Dakota 
corporation, are both foreign corpora- 
tions. 

Both Zieman’s legs were crushed and 
mangled when a racing car plunged thru 
the fence and Zieman’s daughter was 
killed.

World’s Fair Building 


Program Is Increased 


CHICAGO, Aug. 9.—BPecause of the low 
cost of building construction brought 
about by the present industrial depres- 
sion, the 1930 building program of the 
Century of Progress Exposition has been 
largely increased, it was announced this 
week by Daniel H. Burnham, director of 
works of the 1933 fair. 

Building costs have fallen to their low- 
est point in years, Burnham states, and 
are from 30 to 50 per cent below the 
original estimates. Taking advantage of 
this fact, the fair officials have added 
a new $1,700,000 building program for 
this year, which will bring the total 
contracted for up to $3,000,000. 

Bids are now being considered for a 
replica of Fort Dearborn to cost between 
$50,000 and $100,000. By October 1 work 
is to be started in the electrical build- 
ing, and before winter sets in three gen- 
eral exhibit buildings will be under way. 
A three-mile double roadway is to be 
constructed along the Illinois Central 
tracks in order that the outer drive may 
be closed to traffic to facilitate the 
work of building the fair. 


Grand-Stand Structure 
Of Iowa Fair Burned 


ATLANTIC, Ia., Aug. 9.—Fire, thought 
to have been started by small boys play- 
ing with matches, destroyed the amphi- 
theater at the Cass County Fairgrounds 
last Saturday afternoon and burned a 
large area of grass land to the north of 
the grounds. 

The ticket office south of the grand 
stand was damaged by the blaze and 
the judges’ stand and free acts platform 
were burned.

Experience Is a Costly Teacher 


THE ELKS’ CIRCUS fire, Haverstraw, 
N. Y., should teach a valuable lesson 
to promoters and performers. In the 
first place, preparations for such 
emergencies should be made in advance. 
Fire extinguishers should bé distributed 
thruout the grounds—in the big top, 
stock tents, concession stands and on the 
rides. Secondly, promoters should ob- 
serve the clauses in contracts with tent 
companies regarding the fire hazard and 
their liability. And, by all means, per- 
formers should have their paraphernalia 
and wardrobe insured against fire and 
floods, which are apt to occur in ‘he 
outdoor field. Competent watchmen 
should be detailed day and night to 
guard against such holocausts. If fire 
extinguishers had been amply distrib- 
uted thruout the grounds at Haverstraw, 
there is reason to believe that the fire 
could have been extinguished without 
serious damage. But this is only a sug- 
gestion, and is not intended as a reflec- 
tion against the management of the 
Elks’ Circus.

Well-known high diver 
with Tait Shows describes 
construction and operation 


Carnivaling in the Orient is different in 
construction and atmosphere than in 
this country, altho there are advantages 
along with what would seem handicaps 
to carnival folk remaining in the United 
States. Interesting data regarding mid- 
Way and concession frameups, railroad 
movements and other items is contained 
in the following letter from the widely 
known high diver, Matt Gay, which bore 
a date line of Bandoeng, Java, June 25: 

“This is.my sixth week with the Tait 
Shows in the Orient. We are playing a 
Dutch fair at Bandoeng, a summer re- 
sort in the hills, some 60 miles from 
Batavia, the capital of Java Island. ’ 

“The show,’ consisting of four rides 
(flat ones this year) is the No. 2 show 
of the Tait Enterprises, which operate 


four outfits thru the Orient, and is 
handled by Edwin Tait. Merry-Go- 
Round, Whip, Tilt-a-Whirl, up-to-date 


Dodgem—this ride was built at the ex- 
tensive quarters of the show at Manila 
and the carriages purchased by Edwin 
Tait while in the United States last fall. 
Chinese Theater, Vaudeville Show, Ha- 
awaiian Show and Morris’ Monkey Show 
—a side show featuring Chinese bearded 
man, Several concessions, Operated by 
native-speaking employees, and I may 
state very hard to choose under the 
Holland Dutch restrictions. 

“All this may look small, but when 
one looks at the 18-foot box cars and 
35-foot flats and miniature engine 
equipment supplied out here, also the 
hand labor to move from ship and train, 
I will state Mr. Tait knows his Orient. 
Unloaded with coolie help at Batavia 
and loaded from ship to train by hand 
by these tiny brown men. Every piece 
gillied to the lot, two-and-a-half-mile 
haul, on wee trucks, and rehandled by 


coolies at the lot. Show opened 24 
hours after arriving. With only 10 reg- 
ular Filipino steady help and one 


trainmaster—Al West, late of Foley & 
Burk Shows. 

“A Dutch fair, as here at Bandoeng, is 
a permanent building affair. Grounds 
well kept and building of Dutch archi- 
tecture—brick and white and brown 
stucco finish. Efficiently lighted. Ex- 
hibits, A-1. 


“With Malay bamboo additions at the 
rear, which is most quaint to the Ameri- 
can eye, there are native theaters, free 
Javanese dancfhg platforms (four), two 
Stages with free historical performances 
going on continuously, a large Malay 
opera performance (60 by 150 fect, all 
made of bamboo and matting by the 
native craftsmen), numerous booths and 
a native bamboo tower 100 feet high— 
bamboo and matting studded with 
lights. 

“Many native side shows along the 
Malay midway, operated behind bamboo 
structures. Ali have queer native music 
ballyhoo of four-piece native brass band 
playing tunes unknown to foreigners. 
Several native free acts stall for an hour 
doing their bits, assisted by two talking 
‘joeys’. Hundreds of eating concessions 
(bamboo) along the midway lineup, be- 
sides thousands of Malay ‘eats’ peddlers, 
their burdens carried by sticks across 
their backs—lighted at night by oil 


samps 
“When the Tait Shows play still dates, 
there is inclosure, all bamboo and put 
together by these craftsmen in a couple

MONTREAL, Que., Aug. 8—The en-

Carnivaling 
In the Orient 


Well-known high diver 
with Tait Shows describes 
construction and operation 


Carnivaling in the Orient is different in 
construction and atmosphere than in 
this country, altho there are advantages 
along with what would seem handicaps 
to carnival folk remaining in the United 
States. Interesting data regarding mid- 
Way and concession frameups, railroad 
movements and other items is contained 
in the following letter from the widely 
known high diver, Matt Gay, which bore 
a date line of Bandoeng, Java, June 25: 

“This is.my sixth week with the Tait 
Shows in the Orient. We are playing a 
Dutch fair at Bandoeng, a summer re- 
sort in the hills, some 60 miles from 
Batavia, the capital of Java Island. ' 

“The show,'consisting of four rides 
(flat ones this year) is the No. 2 show 
of the Tait Enterprises, which operate 
four outfits thru the Orient, and is 
handled by Edwin Tait. Merry-Go- 
Round, Whip, Tilt-a-Whirl, up-to-date 
Dodgem—this ride was built at the ex- 
tensive quarters of the show at Manila 
and the carriages purchased by Edwin 
Tait while in the United States last fall. 
Chinese Theater, Vaudeville Show, Ha- 
awaiian Show and Morris’ Monkey Show 
—a side show featuring Chinese bearded 
man. Several concessions, Operated by 
native-speaking employees, and I may 
state very hard to choose under the 
Holland Dutch restrictions. 

“All this may look small, but when 
one looks at the 18-foot box cars and 
35-foot flats and miniature engine 
equipment supplied out here, also the 
hand labor to move from ship and train, 


‘I will state Mr. Tait knows his Orient. 


Unloaded with coolie help at Batavia 
and loaded from ship to train by hand 
by these tiny brown men. Every piece 
gillied to. the lot, two-and-a-half-mile 
haul, on wee trucks, and rehandled by 
coolies at the lot. Show opened 24 
hours after arriving. With only 10 reg- 
ular Filipino steady help and one 
trainmaster—Al West, late of Foley & 
Burk Shows. 

“A Dutch fair, as here at Bandoeng, is 
a permanent building affair. Grounds 
well kept and building of Dutch archi- 
tecture—brick and white and brown 
Stucco finish. Efficiently lighted. Ex- 
hibits, A-1. 

“With Malay bamboo additions at the 
rear, which is most quaint to the Ameri- 
can eye, there are native theaters, free 
Javanese dancfhg platforms (four), two 
Stages with free historical performances 
going on continuously, a large Malay 
opera performance (60 by 150 feet, all 
made of bamboo and matting by the 
native craftsmen), numerous booths and 
a native bamboo tower 100 feet high— 
bamboo and matting studded with 
lights. 

“Many native side shows along the 
Malay midway, operated behind bamboo 
structures. Ali have queer native music 
ballyhoo of four-piece native brass band 
playing tunes unknown to foreigners. 
Several native free acts stall for an hour 
doing their bits, assisted by two talking 
‘joeys’. Hundreds of eating concessions 
(bamboo) along the midway lineup, be- 
sides thousands of Malay ‘eats’ peddlers, 
their burdens carried by sticks across 
their backs—lighted at night by oil 
lamps 

“When the Tait Shows play still dates, 
there is inclosure, all bamboo and put 
together by these craftsmen in a couple

Among the most showmanlike and 
energetic-operated side shows with car- 
nivals is that of Mr. and Mrs. Louis 
Selzer, this season with the Thomas & 
Threan Attractions, playing two and 
three stands a week thru the Dakotas. 
The attractions are varied in nature and 
without overweight in expense. There 
are five working acts, with everything 
alive, and the attendance has included 
about 25 per cent repeaters. In one pit 
are a Gila monster, snakes and quaint 
iguanas, with an interesting lecture. The 
featured entertainer of the animal actors 
is “Louie”, educated monkey, in a world 
of other acts, in some assisted by a large 
airedale dog. Another is “Leopold”, a 
monster tortoise, also accorded a neat 
lecture. Also a fine collection of birds 
and talking parrots, a monkey on a 
swinging trapeze and various human 
offerings, such as magic and like side- 
show offerings. The Selzers, incidentally, 
have spent many years in show business. 
Louis was formerly a _ free-attraction 
aerialist with many caravans, including 
the Johnny J. Jones Exposition, Greater 
Sheesley Shows and others, while his 
wife operated concessions. 


Bixley With Hugh Hill 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Aug. 8.—Mort L. 
Bixler, well-known fair executive, an- 
nounced this week that he had com- 
pleted negotiations whereby he will in 
future be identified with the Hugh W. 
Hill Shows in the fair promotion depart- 
ment. Bixler will handle details of the 
current fair route for this show and ex- 
pects to inject new features and promo- 
tion ideas tending to increase attendance 
and interest. In the past he has served 
such expositions as the Southeastern, at 
Atlanta; Georgia State, at Savannah; 
Alabama State Exposition, Montgomery, 
and the Gulf States Exposition, Mobile, 


Identity of Man Found 
Dead Near Altoona Sought 


On May 23 the bodies of two white 
men were found along the Pennsylvania 
Railroad tracks near Altoona, Pa. One of 
them has since been identified, but the 
other, thought to probably be a show- 
man, has not. 

A letter from Capt. W. R. Hanna, 
Detachment of State Police, Box 112, 
Altoona, Pa., states that photographs 
shown to some show people brought the 
impression that they had seen the man 
somewhere. The letter also contained 
the following description: About 25 
years old, about 5 feet 9 inches tall, 
weight about 165 pounds, brown eyes, 
all good teeth, freckled; rather long, 
pointed nose; reddish-brown hair, 
combed straight back; « medium-sized 
ears, had very hairy chest. In his pocket 
was a notebook with the name, “Andrew 
Willis”, which was marked out by pencil, 
and several lines of a letter which was 
started to “Gladys”, and from the word- 
ing he had been traveling with a show. 

Anyone having an idea as to the 
identity of the man or other informa- 
tion that might prove helpful would 
confer a favor by writing Captain Hanna 
at the address given in the above para- 
graph.

Current Reflections

HE “reflection” of the writer for this installment is that the fol- 
lowing EDITORIAL, which appeared in The Ambridge News-Her- 
ald, Ambridge, Pa., of July 31, is recognition of the business-pro- 

ducing qualities of showfolks—it was headed “MAKING BUSINESS”: 


“Some people in Ambridge are of the belief that numerous shows 
and carnivals coming to towm are crowding things and edging local mer- 
chants out of business, or rather out of money, that should be spent at 
the home stores. We do not propose making any argument along that 


line at the present time. 


“However, we do intend to draw attention to the methods used by 
these shows to attract business. In the first place they are live wires 
or they would have no place in the show business. The methods of these 
people could be profitably emulated by local business men. 


“No matter how hard the times you do not see a showman sit down 
and wait for business to come. They do not whine or complain. They 
take it as it comes and they never quit trying to make it come. The 
showman puts lots of whoopee in his business and gets what money 
there is. He spends money to make money. Advertising is his biggest 


asset. 


“The showman regards running his business as an engineer does 


running machinery. 


Advertising is the power he uses to make the 


wheels of business go ‘round, just as the engineer uses fuel in his “fur- 
nace to create steam to make the engine pull. The comparison is obvious. 


“The traveling show and carnival bring their attractions right inio 
town and keep the people from going away from home for their amuse- 
ment. By the same methods the local storekeeper could keep the peo- 


ple from going away from home 


to buy. The showman provides the 


kind of amusement the people crave and then makes a big fuss about it 
and they come. The storekeeper must first stock up with goods the peo- 
ple want and then, like the showman, put a lot of whoopee in telling 
them what he has, and they will come also.” 


Sheesley Halts 
Montreal Date 


Traffic and train changes 
to airport handicaps very 
promising engagement 


MONTREAL, Que., Aug. 8—The en- 
gagement of the Greater Sheesley Shows 
at St. Hubert Airport during the mooring 
of the R-100 was brought to a close by 
Manager Sheesley because of a last-min- 
ute rerouting of automobiles and special 
trains which delivered many thousands 
of visitors at such points that access to 
the midway was practically impossible. 
This handicap to the visitors visiting the 
shows’ amusement zone was increased 
thru a ruling of one-way traffic for auto- 
mobiles and distant passenger train 
terminals. 

Manager Sheesley was justified in 
choosing the location that he did at the 
time of his choosing, as no one could 
have anticipated the changes in traffic 
movement that were later decided upon. 

The Sheesley organization moved to 
St. Hyacinthe, where it opened an en- 
gagement Wednesday, that will terminate 
Sunday night in order that it can fill its 
fair engagement at Waterloo, Que., be- 
ginning August 12. Thereafter the show 
will take up its regular fairs route, be- 
ginning at Three Rivers, Que., August 16.

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Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


In that active period of circus devel- 
opment, after the Centennial Exposition, 
when new shows were being organized 
and the old ones were adding new equip- 
ment and attractions, Hyatt Frost was 
one of America’s well-established man- 
agers. The year 1881 was a year of very 
keen competition among circus owners. 
There were at least a dozen of sufficient 
size and offering such strong attractions 
as to qualify them for competition in 
any Opposition battle. “Van Amburg, 
Frost & Company's New Show” was the 
title placed on advertising matter used 
by Manager Hyatt Frost for the 1881 
tour. A descriptive handbill, 8x23 
inches, used for general distribution, 
gave some interesting details of what 
was being offered the public by the Van 
Amburg management. 

From that 49-year-old bill it is pos- 
sible to give some accurate information 
about who and what made up the pro- 
gram of entertainment gotten together 
by Manager Frost for what was adver- 
tised as the “61st Annual Tour” of a 
circus bearing the Van Amburg name. 
Oscar Hyatt was the assistant manager. 
In the menagerie department special at- 
tention was called to an elephant of 
gigantic proportions, the “Behemoth of 
Holy Writ”, claimed to have been cap- 
tured in Chinese Tartary; the “Great 
and Only Living Nondescript”, de- 
scribed as an animal believed to be part 
horse, part ox, part walrus, part hippo- 
potamus, part crocodile, part antelope, 
part hog and art sea iion; then to set 
the public nerve on edge, it was an- 
nounced that in their Grand Street Pa- 
rade at 10 a.m., a living lion would be 
loose in the streets as a parade feature. 


In the big show the list of performer: 
included some arenic stars whose names 
are inscribed on the pages of circus his- 
tory as notables in their respective lines. 
William Showles was the bareback 
somersault equestrian; Mlle. Martaranio, 
an Italian equestienne, and Signor Se- 
bastian Quaglieni, of the famous family 
of circus owners thru four generations 
in Italy, were given much publicity. The 
La Rue family, Joseph and Eugene and 
Eugene Kennebel, Madam Viola Rivers, 
Monsieur Charvatt, Madam Kelley and 
Mlle. They were all doing featured acts 
and given special advertising. William 
DuCrow was the hurdle rider; Andrew 
Gaffney, known as the Modern Hercules, 
continued with the show, after being 
one of its attractions in previous sea- 
sons. Charles O. Howes did comedy 
clown with balancing and juggling. “The 
Shakespearean exponent of Momus”, Dr. 
James L. Thayer, was advertised as un- 
der a season-engagement contract at 
$300 per week. 

It was truly a program of sufficient 
strength in numbers and popularity of 
artists to justify Hyatt Frost in routing 
the Van Amburg show into competition 
with the shows then operated by owners 
who enjoyed a battle on the billboards 
and in the newspapers. W. W. Cole’s 
New York and New Orleans Circus and 
Menagerie, with a strong company of 
performers and heavily advertised, feared 
no rivals; Sells Brothers’ Circus and Me- 
nagerie, John Robinson's 10 Big Shows 
Combined, P. T. Barnum’s Great London 
Circus, Cooper & Jackson’s Circus and 
Menagerie, Burr Robbins’ American Al- 
lied Shows, Adam Forepaugh’s Circus 
and Menagerie, W. 7. Coupe’s Hippo- 
drome and Three-Ring Circus—all were 
out for their share of the 1881 circus 
money, and all prepared for opposition 
fights when time and place brought on 
the conflict. Thus it is shown that 
Hyatt Frost was one of the able com- 
petitors in circusdom 50 years ago.

Larry Velour and Doc 
McCarty, soap and seed workers, are 
hitting the high spots and say they 
have no kick at biz . Sol Addis, on 
the rehash at the Natural Health As- 
sociation store, 19th and Boardwalk, is 
telling the crowd not to walk out and 
holding the tip for the next speaker by 
shouting: “We have a big surprise for 
you.” The next speaxer gets to the plat- 
form. He is it, a pitchman weighing 305 
pounds.

posite cry is heard from another camp: 

‘Your play selection is superficial; give 

us meaty plays like Anna Christie and 

Candida, something we can get our teeth 

into." 

“It convinces me that our audiences 
want quality in their dramatic produc- 
tions and not immediate pleasure reac- 
tion Iti matters little or nothing 
whether the play ends happily, for the 
ending after all doesn’t make the play. 
This is a fact that little theaters too 
often forget—the fact that all tragedies 
are not great dramas. Many who have 
seen the productions at the various 
Texas Little Theater Tournaments have 
no doubt noticed the tragic tendency in 
the selection of plays. There is some- 
thing to be said for the soundness of 
this policy, however, as amateurs usually 
lack the necessary lightness of technique 
for comedy. 

“A serious problem this—the selection 
of eight plays for a season’s repertoire— 
made more so every day by the scarcity 
of available material. Too often the 
producing rights can not be procured; 
now and then the stage production is 
prohibited by the motion pictures and 
there is an increasing tendency among 
playwrights to devote their efforts to the 
writing of scenarios. And this,” said 
Hinsdell, “brings us to the question of 
original plays. 

“No organization is more eager to dis- 
cover original plays than the Dallas Lit- 
tle Theater. If the original plays read 
by our committee were laid end to end 
they would encircle White Rock. It must 
not be forgotten that the Belasco cup 
plays were original plays, so well written 
that they offered opportunities for prize- 
winning productions. The Dallas Little 
Theater wants original plays and leaves 
such openings in its season’s repertoire 
to permit the production of anything 
that should come to light. 

“The play selection mistakes made by 
the Dallas Little Theater,” Mr. Hinsdell 
added, “are the mistakes which any or- 
ganization seeking to feel the public 
pulse is apt to make. We must listen, 
but not too much, nor too long. The 
secret must be in listening when the 
public thinks we're not.”

courts. Society itself would be shorn 
of its pristine glory, which is the glory 


of its civilizing attributes. We should 
be robbed of our traditions. The edifice 
of history would be razed. The tenets 


of religion, the consolatory morals of 
philosophy and the discoveries and in- 
novations of science would become clap- 
trap in a chaotic world. 

It is true, however, that people often 
“color” a description of something they 
have seen, especially after having wit- 
nessed a magic trick or illusion, but this 
is done willfully to make appear more 
extraordinary or strange that which 
they have seen, thus heightening the 
effect. of a story or description. 

There are many millions of people who 
may not only describe accurately what 
they have seen—or think they have seen 
—but who can after a mere glance at 
the matter, recite pages of text or draw 
designs and plans, do immense sums in 
mathematics, build machinery, “dis- 
cover” worlds. What would have become 
of Columbus, Marconi, Beethoven, Edi- 
son and countless others if they had not 


been able to describe accurately what 
they saw—or what they thought they 
saw? That which one thinks one sees 


often leads to truth, nearly as often to 
illusion and more often unhappily to 
the insane asylum. 

To believe that it is possible to shake 
hands with spirits is to labor under an 
hallucination, unless one is inebriated 
or suffering from delirium tremens, at 
which time “spirits” have done their 
worst, It is likewise the veriest bun- 
combe to maintain that “the mind is 
more open to suggestion than to fact.” 
This sentence should be qualified by 
adding—dependent upon the caliber of 
mind. The mind that is in doubt as 
to the color of tie needed to match 
one’s curls or eyes needs and asks for 
suggestion. The astronomical of mathe- 
matical mind is open only to fact, as are 
the minds of the engineer, architect, 
mariner, doctor, lawyer and divers other 
representatives of crafts and professions. 
The mind may not improve unless re- 
ceptive to suggestion, but it must be the 
suggestion that genius whispers, for the 
healthy, practical mind may never be 
more open to suggestion than to fact. 

Charlatanism operates under the as- 
sumption that suggestion sways thought, 
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resulting in favorable decision or action. 
It is different to the mind that is sick 
or nurses a delusion. Such mind craves 
suggestion in preference to fact, for a 
disease of the mind is a form of mania 
and is the same as that other disease 
of the heart called love in so far as the 
one affected is ever seeking to hear com- 
pliments about the object of his or her 
affections; in like ratio the sickened 
mind seeks illusory suggestions and 
spurns the proftered facts of ‘the sus- 
pected iconoclast. 

The magic of the West 
magic of the East. There is no magic 
of the East! The sorcerers of the Orient 
ape the conjurors of the Occident, and 
even use, in the main, the actual tricks 
and paraphernalia of the Western ex- 
ponent. “The West is teaching the East” 
recently declared a Calcutta journal re 
the subtleties of modern magic. 

There is no genuinely authenticated 
instance of miracles in the East. The 
astral body has never been propelled. No 
Mahatma, Yogi or East Indian adepi hus 
ever renewed life, prolonged youth in- 
definitely or discovered the secret where- 
with to absolve or free the world from 
the error and variability natural to hu- 
man perceptions and cognitions. No one 
may baffle the grave or live forever, and 
if the Orient once knew this secret it 
has since perished with its possessors 
and guardians. The magic of the East 
lies in the traditions thereof and in the 
effects of the application of a few simple 
rules in physics and chemistry. These 
primary secrets are handed down from 
father to son, and their supposed in- 
comprehensibility blatantly broadcast. 
and kept alive by shallow tourists and 
advertising mediums. 

The religious fanaticism of the East 
has been misunderstood or made to 
stand sponsor, by reason of its apparent 
mysticism, for the so-called esoteric 
knowledge of its reputed sacred fakirs, 
who live in the Himalayas (over whose 
arid wastes I have patiently, tho fruit- 
lessly, wandered for 25 years), but whom 
T have failed to trail to their lair. Im- 
mense sums of money have been posted 
from time to time as inducements to 
these poor, naked, starving fakirs of the 
Mystic East to demonstrate a reputed 
age-old prowess that might transcend 
the knowledge of the laws of nature. 
But in vain. Sitting on the banks of the 
holy Ganges, garbed in sackcloth and 
ashes, almsbowls beside them, silent and 
taciturn, these inscrutable men, alone 
with their thoughts, seeking to find in 
long hours of concentration the panacea 
for all the ills of life, have no new tricks 
up their metaphorical sleeves wherewith 
to astound the Western magic man. 


The magic of the East differs from 
the magic of the West in its present- 
ment and representation as a Simon- 
pure supernatural fact, when in reality 
there is no such thing in “magic”. The 
Western magician frankly tells his audi- 
tors that he is about to deceive them, 
that he does not pretend to unearthly 
assistance, disdaining at the same time 
the tactics of the impostor and indif- 
ferent as to the opinion of his critics, 
who know that he is merely in the en- 
tertainment business and that all he 
does is good-natured (sometimes instruc- 
tive) humbug. 


Per example: Children, being most 
susceptible to suggestion, should be the 
easiest to deceive and those least jikely 
to ask for facts. The inverse, however, 
obtains. I always present a new illusion 
or trick for the first time to a matinee 
of children, and during its presentation 
T watch very closely every detail of effect 
on my young critics. If I espy two little 
heads coming closer together whispering, 
I know the trick has failed. That it did 
not “get over”, and I “scrap” it forth- 
with. The reason is obvious. Children’s 
minds are glorious in their innocence. 
The’ look for “cause” on the surface, 
where it is invariably found. In magic 
this is likewise true. Conjuring secrets 
are very simply, lying as they do on the 
superficies of mysticism where the child- 
ish mind soon finds them, unless the 
magician is more adroit in manipulation 
or more cunning in the exercise of mis- 
direction. 


Suggestion here is ineffectual; the 
child, being guileless, immediately dis- 
covers the secrets of magical conceits 
and the “open sesame” to the prestidigi- 
tateur’s wealth of vain-glory and make- 
believe; as opposed to childhood's 
naivete, the wiseacre, scientist or philos- 
opher delves beneath the surface for the 
secret, mentally attributing all hidden 
mystery to the supernatural and missing 
thereby the real solution. 

This to a degree accounts for the 
“phenomena” allegedly witnessed by nu- 
merous of the many savants and investi-

gators of our time. Upon this theory, 
too, the fortune tellers prey upon the 
gullible and. tho I doubt very much, the 
magnitude of the amounts of money out 
of which the susceptive have been 
mulcted, I do know that people visit 
clairvoyants, fortune tellers and medi- 
ums for the same reasons that they 
visit clergymen, lawyers and doctors, 1. ¢., 
because they are unhappy, are in some 
legal tangle or suffering from bodily ill- 
ness. If the unguent of pain or the 
“Balm of Gilead” is to be found among 
the soothsayers, as has been believed by 
credulous millions from time immemo- 
rial, then the reason for the existence 
of a preponderance of “suckers” is an 
inherent or physiological stimuli and 
lies deeper in human nature than in a 
shoal of the mind which “is more open 
to suggestion than it is to fact.”

— Without any 
further explanation than the statement 
that “No action was taken in respect to 
the common dividend,” the directors of 
Warner Brothers Pictures, Inc., omitted 
their common dividend for the last 
quarter at their meeting held last week. 
However, the statement added that the 
directors had declared the regular quar- 
terly dividend of 55 cents on preferred 
stock. 

The announcemen* that the dividend 
had been omitted was no surprise to 
Wall Street and those connected with 
the financial district or motion picture 
industry.

The asso- 
ciation is depending on the horse races 
stronger than ever this year as a draw, 
calling Prince Edward Island the “Ken- 
tucky of Canada” because of the island 
being a horse-breeding and racing sec- 
tion for over 100 years, and until recent 
years no motor vehicles were allowed on 
the island, 

The midway will be occupied by the 
Lynch Shows, headed by William Lynch. 
This carnival has been reorganized and 
is reported to have new rides and shows. 
Its base is Halifax, N. 8., and its tour 
is limited to the maritime provinces. 

Members of the exhibition association 
feel assured that the 1930 fair will be 
the best ever held, provided favorable 
weather prevails.

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Burns’ Story on Animals 


The following story regarding animals 
was related by J. T. (Tommy) Burns, 
equestrian director and animal trainer 
of the Barnett Bros.’ Motorized Circus, 
to J. C. Admire. general agent of that 
show: 

The lion may be king of beasts, but 
tigers cost circus people more money. Ele- 
phants never go bad if treated decently. 
Tommy is in the game, he says, and 
takes hi§ life in his hands daily with 
lions, big monks, elephants and other 
animals of the wild for two reasons. In 
the first place, he knows nothing else. 
Tommy comes from a long line of wild 
and domestic animal trainers, and his 
family started breaking him into the 
animal-training business when he was 
only 9 years old. In the second place, 
Tommy says he gets a big kick out of 
handling the wild beasts from all con- 
tinents. He has learned thru long years 
of experience with them that animals 
are really more human than humans. 
Burns has traveled with about every 
circus on the road, he says, and has been 
in every city or town of any importance 
in the United States, Canada and 
Mexico, with a couple of years abroad. 
He knows every animal trainer of any 
reputation and standing in the pro- 
fession in this country and Europe. 
There are few animals, or rather few 
species, that have been brought into 
captivity that Burns has not handled at 
ohne time or another. And Tommy knows 
their likes and dislikes, their peculiarities, 
their good qualities and their bad. 


An interesting talker is Tommy, who 
halis from Terre Haute, Ind. He men- 
tioned casually the fact that Tom, a big 
pig-tail baboon, which weighs about 36 
pounds, is as strong as an average man 
and pretty nearly as intelligent. Tom, a 
bicycle rider, is valued at more than 
$1,000, which is quite a sum for a monk, 
according to Tommy. 


ALL HOLD INTEREST 


I don’t know which of the animals are 
the most intelligent. I am fond of 
lions and big cats—they are the tiger, the 
leopard and the panther, you know. One 
may learn a lot from domestic animals, 
ponies, horses and mules. The elephants 
are wonders. I have trained quite a 
humber of them. -I have never seen a 
bad elephant; one that went wild, shot 
to death. I never will. They never go 
bad without good reasons. If they are 
handled properly and treated properly 
they never go berserker. I should know. 
No circus in America carries any African 
elephants. It was tried several years ago 
when one circus tried to corral al] the 
elephants in this country, and a hot 
competitor got a couple African ele- 
phants and they stampeded the herd in 
a leading city in this country, causing 
the management many dollars. I under- 
stand there are a couple African ele- 
phants in a couple Zoos in this country, 
but I cannot swear to this, as I have 
not seen them. 


TIGERS MOST DANGEROUS 


Of all the cat tribe I'd say the tigers 
are the most dangerous and probably 
the most difficult to train. Their eyes 
are quicker than any other animal I 
know. A lion is slow by comparison, 
and leopards and panthers are not nearly 
so quick. In handling tigers it is a gone 
trainer who shows any sign of fear. So 
keen are a tiger’s eyes they will notice 
a quiver of your instep. I worked nine 
of them in a ring once, and you know 
Iearned my money. The book says the 
lion is the king of beasts. So far as the 
circus business is concerned tigers bring 
More money. A green tiger, untamed, 
will bring more than a green untamed 
lion. And a broke tiger is worth more 
than a broke lion. Grown tigers and 
lions weigh about the same, around 500 
pounds, Burns says. Five trained lions, 
with their cages and trappings for a 
circus performance, might be bought for 
around $7,000, but you could not buy 
five of the great cats for that money. 
A lion may become perfectly docile; a

Yet I like to work ‘em—the 
big cats. They are very clever and very 
intelligent, and quick as lightning. 


ABOUT MONKS 


Really I don’t know how many species 
of monkeys there are in the world. The 
most powerful species known, and un- 
questionably the most ferocious, are the 
gorillas. But they don't live in captivity 
very long. So far as I know there is no 
circus in the world carrying a genuine 
gorilla. There are only two in captivity 
in this country. in New York and Wash- 
ington, D. C., so far as I can find out— 
or were. Most intelligent and most 
easily trained are the chimpanzees. 
These monks are very human- 
like. They make you think of the miss- 
ing link. They come high to circuses, 
either green or broke. They can be 
taught many tricks, and once taught 
they never forget. By the way, they are 
the only species that can spit precisely 
like a man. They easily take on to 
worse habits if given a little encourage- 
ment and can and do at times curse in 
their own language. They are pretty even 
tempered. They a:. not treacherous and 
are really affectionate. 


DIE IN CAPTIVITY 


Jungle animals, Burns explained, do 
not live as long in captivity as in their 
native wilds. Monks around 15 years. 
Lions in captivity around 25 years, which 
is very good An elephant living 75 
years to serve man is doing very good. 
Zebras around 10 years. Monks in 
native country, wild, 35 years. Elephants 


125 to 150 years. Zebras 20 or better. 
No matter how good they are handled 
in captivity they will only live so long. 


FEW POISON SNAKES 


In 29 years as an animal trainer I 
have had very little experience handling 
snakes. Here in America there are few 
poisonous snakes — rattler, copperhead, 
cobra and cotton mouth. I owned a dog 
and pony show one time; it was a 
corker, if I do say it myself. I lost it. 
Maybe some day I may be able to get 
a show of my own again. Who knows?

Fugazy Enjoined in 
Sale of Arena Stock 


NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—The ambition of 
Humbert J. Fugazy to build a sport 
arena on 12th avenue, between 54th and 
55th streets, this city, to compete with 
Madison Square Garden, struck an- 
other snag when he was permanently 
enjoined this week from the further sale 
of securities in this proposed project. 

Fugazy was president of the Metropoli- 
tan Coliseum, Inc., the firm name of the 
new sports arena, that has been enjoined 
from further sales of its securities, ex- 
cept upon compliance with terms stated 
in the injunction, by Justice Selah B. 
Strong, in the Supreme Court, Booklyn, 
after Fugazy had given his written con- 
sent to the injunction before the Deputy 
Attorney-General, head of the State Bu- 
reau of Securities. 

Henry H. Spitz, Deputy Attorney-Gen- 
eral, charges that Fugazy secured $145,- 
000 from many poor Italians, who in- 
vested in the undertaking, and they 
stood little chance of recovering their 
money, as nearly all of the cash raised 
in stock sales has been expended for 
commissions and other expenses. 

Spitz alleges that Fugazy had repre- 
sented that the income of the property 
eventually would be $3,466,000 annually 
after all expenses had been paid, and 
that the preferred stock was advertised 
to pay 7 per cenr, but no dividends were 
ever declared. 

Pugazy, however, still hopes to build 
the arena, and is making arangements, 
he said, to protect his stockholders from 
loss.
